Incomplete Totals 
Shoiv ISeiv Record 

An incomplete check of enrol- 
lment figures Monday morning 
revealed that 1,527 students - a 
new Summer record - - are at- 
tending Northwestern classes this 
Summer, Registrar Otis R. Crew 
announced. 

The total of 1,527 easily breaks 
a mark of 1,439 set last year, 

Last-minute enrollment fig- 
ures, reported this morning by 
Mr. Crew, set the tally at 1,555 
. . - 997 women and 558 men. 
Dean of Administration George 
T. Walker has predicted the 
final enrollment will be about 
1,575. 



with more students expected to 
register the early part of this 
week. 

A break-down shows that 65% 
of the students are women and 
35% are men. There are 992 
women enrolled and 535 men. 

By schools, the School of Ed- 
ucation is still the largest with 
630 students - - - 413 women 
and 217 men. The School of Ed- 
ucation contains 41% of the col- 
lege's total enrollment. 

Rapidly gaining, although still 
a long way from that figure, is 
the Graduate School. There were 
320 students enrolled for gradu- 
ate work - - - 177 women and 
143 men. That represents 21% 
of the college total. 

There were 265 in Graduate 
School last Summer. 

The School of Nursing has 
313 students enrolled this Sum- 
mer, 308 women and five men. 
Percentage- wise, that's 20% of 
the entire enrollment. 

Next in line is the School of 
Arts and Sciences, with a total 
of 138, 88 men and 53 women, 
and the School of Applied Arts 
and Sciences with 123, 82 men 
and 41 women. 

Of the five schools on the 
campus, only those two reported 
more men enrolled than women. 
The School of Arts and Sciences 
represents 9% of the total en- 
rollment and the School of Ap- 
plied Arts and Sciences has 8%.

Patriotism In College 



Editor's Note — Dr. Medford Evans is a Social 
Sciences professor at Northwestern. Before coming 
to NSC, he served with the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion for eight years, was editor of "Facts Forum" 
and author of "The Secret War For The A-Bomb." 
Because patriotism is a rarely-mentioned subject 
these days, The Current Sauce submitted to Dr. Evans 
the question, "How can an average college student 
best fulfill his patriotic duty?" His answer follows. 

Since he is a student he should first study. The job 
shortages hurting the country most require a college ed- 
ucation. It is very patriotic to study science. It is most 
patriotic to qualify as a teacher. When you study effect- 
ively you are developing one of your country's most val- 
uable resources — you. 

But a college student these days needs to give a little 
extra thought to the subject of patriotism. For as he 
reads many things which he ought to read he will find 
questions raised about the evils of "nationalism" and 
"imperialism." He will hear that the founding fathers of 
the United States had economic motives, that Commu- 
nists are idealists, that you must always look at things 
from the other fellow's point of view, and that nobody 
wins a war. He may become sufficiently confused to 
think that patriotism is somewhat narrow and selfish. 

Actually nobody is too big and noble for his country. 
Winston Churchill has been a great internationl leader 
because he was a patriotic Englishman first. Alger Hiss 
hurt the United Nations because he was not loyal to the 
United States. When an American is "tolerant" of Red 
China, he is not being unselfish. Selfishly — whether from 
laziness, cowardice, ignorance, or what not — he is being 
an accessory to millions of recent murders, mostly of 
Chinese and Koreans, but including also American PO- 
W's. No American who advocates admitting Red China 
to the UN intends to give up anything himself. He just 
intends for the Chinese and Koreans to give up some- 
thing — their liberties, all of them, and many of them 
their lives. A patriotic American respects patriotic 
citizens of other countries, but he primarily defends his 
own. For if he does not, then of course no one else will. 

Everyone agrees that a college student should learn 
to think for himself. Whenever you hear patriotism 
questioned, think for yourself what you owe your coun- 
try. The determination to serve it in return is patriotism.

Long warned that the U. S. 
had five times as many engineers 
as the Soviet Union in 1920, but 
has since relinquished the lead to 
the Soviets. "To fall behind in 
this field is to needlessly risk 
our lives," he said. 

"The belief is widespread — and 
I hope it is correct — that as long 
as the United States has super- 
iority in weapons and so long as 
we stay ahead of the Soviet Un- 
ion in the scientific and techni- 
cal fields, that great country 
would not dare plunge the world 
into war, knowing it would be a 
war they could not win." 

The son of the late Huey P. 
Long praised the GI Bill, and 
said it had returned more than 
its original cost back to the 
government through taxes of! 
ihigher incomes which it makes 
possible. 

He said he would like to see 
a similar program of government 
scholarships set up to insure the 
American technical superiority 
maintains its weight. 

"The large amount involved 
would not be large in terms of 
our annual appropriations to the 
federal government as a whole," 
he said.

Hudsonian Godwit Makes Mistake; 
Dr. Payne Spots, Dr. Irwin Shoots

Dr. Dick Payne, amateur bird watcher at North- 
western, has come up with a rarity this time. It is a Hud- 
sonian Godwit, the first one seen in Louisiana snce 1895. 

' each spring. He said that this 
year the class broke all previous 
records by spotting 118 different 
kinds of birds. 
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This particular Godwit made its 
final mortal mistake by stopping 
over in Louisiana. Dr. Payne 
spotted the rare bird at the 
ponds of the Federal Fish 
Hachery, across from the Towne 
House, on May 13. He pointed it 
out to Dr. Grady Irwin who shot 
it. The Godwit was then sent to 
George Lowery Museum of 
Natural History at LSU. 

Dr. Lowery confirmed the fears 
of any who doubted the identity 
of the bird. He said this was 
a real Hudsonian Godwit, the 
first known one of its kind in 
Louisiana for 61 years. 

The Godwit is commonly call- 
ed a Kingsized Snipe. It is 
about 17 inches long with a two 
and one-half inch wing span. It 
is characterized by an upturned 
bill. 

Dr. Payne has been looking 
for the Godwit for years. He 
knew that it would be in this 
vicinity since Louisiana is in 
the path of its narrow migrating 
pattern from Argentina to Cana- 
da. This Kingsized Snipe has the 
longest migration of all birds. 

The bird will be mounted in 
the huge museum window of 
George Lowery Museum at LSU. 
It will be placed in a natural 
setting with wings spread. 

Dr. Payne said his finding the 
rare Godwit was a result of his 
attempts to keep up with Dr. 
Irwin's ornithology class taught

For teams that were rarely 
even considered "contenders," 
the Wildcats' history is remark- 
able succession of upsets and 
near upsets.

These students will receive 
military training of a practical 
nature which cannot be given 
in military science classes at 
their schools during the academic 
year. 

Summer Camp will give the 
students opportunity to exercise 
leadership and initative, and ob- 
serve at first hand many units 
and varied activities of the Army.

Due to the short time 
available, the training will 
be intensive in nature.

....(Editor's Note Because of the great amount 

of student interest shown in Dean of Administration 
George T. Walker's "campUs developments" report 
at Friday morning's assembly, and because his. re- 
marks clarify the end product of all the seeming 
confusion that construction has thrown the campus 
into, The Current Sauce reprints his message - - - as 
he calls it, "a brief factual report to you." 

Stealing a few minutes of time alloted for the 
musical program, I want to make a brief factual 
report to you on some campus developments which 
I believe will be of interest to you. 

1. The enrollment for the Summer Session is more 
than eight per cent higher than for the 1955 Summer 
Session, the 1955 Summer Session enrollment being 
the largest ever in a summer session up to that time. 

2. The work on the new roadway and the parking 
areas should be completed, weather permitting, in 
another twenty days. We regret that this work makes 
for some inconveniences, but it seems that progress 
requires some inconveniences be suffered. 

3. The new men's dormitory will be ready for 
occupancy in September. The new unit will accommo- 
date 254 men. Plans have just been made for con- 
struction of a driveway to the building and a park- 
ing area for cars. 

4. The Library expansion work is moving along 
on schedule, and will be ready for occupancy in mid- 
dle Fall. It will be completely air-conditioned. We 
have reason there to look forward to a cooler study 
period next Summer. 

5. Bids will be received on the Biology building 
in late July. The building will be located between 
the Chemistry-Physics building and the extension 
of Sibley Drive. 

6. Architects have drawn preliminary plans for 
three new dormitories to accommodate 300 students 
and a cafeteria unit to accommodate 600 students. 
The project is estimated to cost $1,000,000.00 based 
on the current loan agreement with the Federal 
government. It is expected that construction can 
begin later this year. 

7. Present plans call for an extension to Caspari 
Hall to accommodate 100 men, and the location of 
three buildings in the area south of the extension 
of Sibley Drive. These three units will provide for the 
housing of 200 women and the cafateria.

City-Like Traffic Program Planned

"The City of Northwestern." Through the efforts of the Campus Security Depart- 
ment, that's what Northwestern will resemble traffic-wise by this Fall. 

According to Chief Sec- 
urity Officer Jimmy Lee, 
plans have been made for 
regulated parking, control 
of speeding, and beautifica- 
tion of the campus. He said 
that soon the security of the 
campus would be set up like any 
city . . . complete with traffic 
regulations and rules. 

The Campus Security program 
has been in operation only since 
November. In the nine months of 
operations there have been many 
improvements. A bigger improve- 
ment program is planned for 
next Fall, although the college 
administration has not yet offi- 
cially approved the plans. 

One of the main improvements 
will be regulated parking. With 
the completion of the ten new 
parking lots now under construc- 
tion, parking of cars during cer- 
tain hours will be controlled on 
the campus. 

The plans are for a specific 
parking area for every car which 
is registered on the campus. 
Through the use of a series of 
license numbers issued by the 
college, checks can be made on 
the cars at all times. 

Commuters will probably have 
the lots in the middle of the cam- 
pus by the old industrial arts 
building and the power plant. 
There will be a specific parking 
place for each dorm. It will be 
necessary for cars to be parked 
in their proper places during cer- 
tain hours of the day. 

The hard surface improved 
traffic lots under construction 
now are of the latest design and 
style. They are being built at an 
approximate cost of $100,000.00. 

Traffic patrol is also in the 
plans for the future. Speeding 
will especially be considered. All 
campus areas will have a speed 
limit of 20 miles per hour, with 
part of the Lakeside Drive being 
25 mph. Any person violating 
speeding rules will be brought 
before the Natchitoches city po- 
lice court. 

Officer Lee said there will be 
two types of tickets. "Still" vio- 
lations and "moving violations 
will be dealt with spearately. 

The Natchitoches city police 
station will deal with "moving" 
violations, such as speeding, and 
a disciplinary committee made 
up of the college faculty and 
staff members will consider the 
"still" violations, such as those 
concerning parking and restrict- 
ed areas. 

Possible settlement will be $1 
for first violation, $2 for second 
violation, and $3 and car pro- 
bation for the third violation. A 
car under car probation cannot 
be used on the campus for 60 
days. 

Officer Lee i s a graduate of St. 
Marys High School, and received 
a degree in Social Sciences at 
Northwestern. After getting a 
certificate in police training from 
LSU, he spent six years with the 
Natchitoches police department. 
He has also taken an in-service 
FBI course.

Registration of all cars on the 
campus has been through the 



efforts of the Security program. 
Since November, uniforms for the 
staff have been purchased and 
a special police car has been 
provided for the group. 

When asked if the new regula- 
tions weren't too restricting, Of- 
ficer Lee replied, "Are we too 
hard? No, we have collected in- 
formation of traffic regulations 
from Florida Southern, LSU, 
Arkansas and Mississippi South- 
ern, and all of these schools have 
much stricter programs. We have 
taken a middle-road policy."

The figures indicate the coeds 
favor the study to a greater ex- 
tent than do men although a 
larger of coeds are undecided. 
Students generally favor con- 
tinueing the study for one of 
two reasons: 1) because they 
feel that the "jury system" needs 
to' be studied and improved; and 
2) because they feel the study is 
scientific and impartial, and the 
only method of learning what 
goes on today in order to plan 
for the future. 

Here are some typical com- 
ments from students favoring 
the study : 

"The 'jury system' definitely 
needs revising, in my opinion," 
says a sophomore coed at the 
University of Arkansas (Fayet- 
teville). A sophomore at the 
University of North Dakota 
(Grand Forks) feels "the 'jury 
system' should be improved, and 
if this study will do this I am 
in favor of it." 

"It's a method of teaching and 
learning," states a sophomore 
coed attending Hunter College 
(New York City). "It (the study) 
can't hurt anyone if used for 



Northeastern State College (Ta- 
hlequah, Oklahoma) senior coed 
feels this way: "The recording 
being done is for research, not 
curiosity, and have no effect up- 
on the outcome of a trial." 

Students who think the re- 
cording should be stopped also 
have two major arguments: (1) 
the recording is tampering with 
basic civil rights; (2) the jurors 
might get wise to the fact they 
are being recorded and not act 
naturally. Here are a few com- 
ments: 

"Absolutely stopped." says a 
senior at St. Thomas College 
(St. Paul, Minesota). "The way 
they (jurors) reach a decision 
should be their own business." 
states a sophomore attending 
Northeastern State College (Ta- 
hlequah, Oklahoma) . 

A sophomore coed at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraske (Lincoln) 
thinks the recording "infringes 
on legal guarantees . - jury de- 
liberations should be kept sec- 
ret." A freshman at New York 
University (Bronx, New York) 
shows strong leaning as he de- 
clares, "Even the pseudo-scien- 
tific 'social scientists' must res- 
pect our inherent rights - - 
and this is almost one.". 

Students indicating they are 
undecided on the question gene- 
rally do so because they are not 
up to date on current news, or 
because they feel that the prob- 
lem is a matter for the judge and 
lawyers to settle. The statement 
of a junior at Northeastern State 
College is indicative of this opin- 
ion, he says: "This is a matter 
for the courts to decide. They 
should know best how to handle 
the situation."

Gulf States Teams Go "Big Time" 
By Adopting "Letters of Intent"

It's official. 

The Gulf States Conference is "big time." 
If you don't believe it, you should examine the "letters 
of intent" which the conference members adopted at 
their Spring meeting. Al 



though, there may have be- 
en other motives behind the 
move, the '"letters" are actually 
graduation diplomas into the 
ranks of big-time athletics. 

For those of you who haven't 
kept up with the behind -the- 
scene doings of collegiate athle- 
tics, a "letter of intent" prohi- 
bits an athlete from attending 
another school within the same 
conference without losing his 
first year of eligibility. 

The very existence of such 
"letters" recognizes the fact that 
much of the competition for out- 
standing athletes in this area 
comes — not between a Gulf 
States member and a Southeast- 
ern or Southwest Conference in- 
stitution — but between two or 
three GSC schools. 

There was a time when SEC 
and SWC teams could take their 
pick of each year's crop of top- 
notch high scV>ol talent, but that 
is no longer the case. The big 
schools must take their chances 
in the "no holds barred" scram- 
ble among Gulf States teams, 
and they often come out second 
or even third-best. 

Why? There are several rea- 
sons, headed up by the fact that 
athletes are beginning to realize 
that they can get as much rec- 
ognition playing for a good "lit- 
tle" school as they can playing 
for a mediocre "big" school, and 
their chances of getting lost in 
the shuffle aren't nearly so great 
with the small fry. 

The Gulf States Conference al- 
so has more attractive eligibility 
rules, particularly concerning the 
freshmen and ex-GI's. In the 
SEC or SWC, servicemen who 
have previously attended other 
schools must wait one season be- 
fore participating again. 

But perhaps the biggest rea- 
son of all is the plain fact that, 
as often as not, the big-timers 
just don't have it. This is becom- 
ing more and more true with 
each passing season. 

In Louisiana, for example, the 
only major sport in which LSTJ 
and Tulane can boast regular su- 
periority over the Gulf States 
teams is football and even that 
is sometimes doubtful. 

"SO WHAT?" 

This conclusion won't create 
an upheaval in the ranks of 
collegiate athletics, however. In- 
deed, the usual comment in con- 
nection with the changing sta- 
tus of big- and small-time 
schools is "So What?" Those who 
have been following both brands 
of play came to the conclusion 
that this was inevitable a long 
time ago. 

The fallacy of classifying bas- 
ketball teams according to the 
size of their schools has been ob 
vious for several years. It was 
only emphasized this season 
when Louisiana College beat LSTJ 
ftt Baton Rouge and proceeded to 
finish sixth in the GSC. 

In track and field, LSTJ had 
i f s finest squad in many seasons 
this past Spring, but plenty of 
cinder experts have said the Tf- 
pers wouldn't have finished any 
higher at the GSC meet in Lake 



SEC meet in Birmingham, 
which was third place. 
There's no nieans of comparison 
between the two in football, but 
the regularity with which form- 
er GSC member Mississippi Sou- 
thern has been beating Alabama 
leads many to believe that it 
won't be long before the Gulf 
States loop catches up with the 
rank and file of SEC and SWC 
Saturday Heroes, too. 

Because of this fact, you won't 
see many Southeastern or South- 
west teams scheduling games 
with GSC members in ANY sport, 
until public opinion is changed 
concerning who's supposed to 
win and who's supposed to lose. 

As for the outlook for the com- 
ing 1956-57 athletic year — it's 
hazy indeed. Big losses by the 
league-leaders and gains by cel- 
lar dwellers indicate that there 
probably won't be too much dif- 
ference between first and last 
in most sports. 

It looks like a good year for 
the Aspirin salesmen.

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Wilmore attended the Yank- 
ees' tryout camp at Monroe ear- 
lier this month, where he was 
signed by Yankee scout Atley Do- 
nald. The 20-year-old Demon ace 
pitches and bats right-handed. 

He indicated he may continue 
his studies at Northwestern in 
the off-season. 

Wilmore won the 1956 Gulf 

States Conference pitching 
championship by notching an 
earned-run-average of 1.54. He 
worked in 29 innings in GSC 
play, striking out 18 men while 
giving up 13 hits and five earned 
runs. 

His won.lost record was unim- 
pressive — three wins against two 
losses — but he generally kept op- 
posing batters well under control, 
and both losses were by close 
margins. 

The Alexandria youth starred 
at the plate also. He led the team 
in hitting, with a .412 average in 
conference games and a .407 ov- 
erall average. Although he only 
came to the plate 27 times, he 
belted five home runs. 

That production of circuit 
clouts placed him second on the 
team behind "Mash" .Gordon's 
six. He was also third in runs- 
batted-in. 

Wilmore's slugging average was 
tremendous. He got 28 total bas- 
es in 27 trips to the plate, and 
broke up several games with ov- 
er-the-fence clouts. 

He is the second Northwestern 
baseball pitcher to sign a pro 
I contract this Spring. Southpaw 
I Gordon "Cush" Zabasky signed 
with the Shreveport Sports two 
weeks before the college season 
opened.

With 764 Students 

HAMMOND, JULY 10 (Speci- 
al) — Southeastern Louisiana Col- 
lege's summer school set a new 
registration mark this year with 
764 students taking classes here 
Register C. J. Hyde said today. 

This is an increase of 55 stu. 
dents over the previous high of 
709 set last year, the rgeistrar 
pointed out. 

For the first time in South 
eastern history, the number of 
men equalled the number of wo- 
men. This Summer 382 men and 
a like number of women are at 
the college. Usually the men out- 
number the women, sometimes as 
much as 2-1, during a regular 
semester. 

Tangipahoa Parish, as usual, 
has the largest parish registra- 
tion, with 321 students enrolled. 
Livingston Parish has sent 94 
students for the summer term. 
Other high parish registrations 
were Washington, 66, and Or- 
leans, 64.

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The Colonel Leaves 

After three years as Professor of Military Science 
and Tactics at Northwestern, Lieutenant Colonel Or- 
lando "Pat" Greening will leave the campus next 
month for a 30-day leave before reporting to Tokyo 
for his next assignment. 

Earlier this week Colonel Greening called his tour 
of duty at Northwestern "the nicest assignment that 
I've had since I've been in the service, and I expect 
it's the nicest I'll ever have." 

"The faculty and the people of Natchitoches have 
really made it a pleasure," he added. "There's only 

one thing wrong with the assignment the tour 

was too short." 

Colonel Greening came to Northwestern three 
years ago to take over the reins of a ROTC program 
that barely had enough participants to remain in 
existence. It was feared that the program would col- 
laspe, because NSC was the only school with an 
Army ROTC unit in the state where the basic pro- 
gram was not compulsory. 

Instead, that fact together with Colonel Greening's 
leadership has served to create an "esprit de corps" 
that has placed Northwestern at the very top of the 
Fourth Army Area. 
_ In speaking of Northwestern, Colonel Greening 
simply said, "There's no comparison." Elaborating on 
that, he added, "This was my first experience with 
college faculty, and I was expecting something en- 
tirely different. The friendliness and cooperation 
shown the ROTC department by the faculty has 
been perfect, right down the line." 

The colonel is even planning ahead to send his 
four-year-old daughter to Demonland for the class 
of '74. 

As a link between tne college and the Army, Colo- 
nel Greening has' succeeded in making the two synon- 
ymous during his tour of duty here. He has become 
as much a part of Northwestern as the three columns. 

It's one thing for an officer to say that he's be- 
hind the athletic teams but it's quite another 

for him to go along on the long hauls on the Demon 
bus, give the teams first-hand support on far-off 
campuses, and then help the managers unload the 
equipment at two o'clock in the morning.

It's one thing for an officer to say that he's in- 
favor of better student-Army relations but it's quite 
another for him to sit through long, drawn-out 
Student Senate sessions trying to explain what effect 
some anti-"Sagebrush" rulings would have on the 
visiting soldiers. 

That's what he did. 

It's one thing for an officer to say that he per- 
sonally is interested in each cadet but it's 

quite another for him to prove it by becoming the 
friend of each student under his command. 

That's what he did. 

In Japan Colonel Greening will serve with the 
Military Assistance Advisory Group, which assists 
and instructs the Japanese Army in the use of Amer- 
ican materials. 

If he's just half as successful in that assignment 
as he has been here, The Current Sauce can safelv 
predict that American-Japanese relations are headed 
tor an upswing.

Dr. Watson Finds Family Relic

Dr. Eugene P. Watson, head librarian at Northwestern, recently came across an 
old family relic in a manner too incredible for Ripley's "Believe It Or Not." 

When the College of the Sacred Heart at Grand Coteau closed its doors after the 
Spring semester this year, it disposed of its library. Dr. Watson.representing North- 
western's Scharlie E. Rus- 
sel Memorial Library, pur- 
chased several items relating to 
Louisiana history. 

He had hoped to obtain some 
books that had been in the 
school's library when it was lo- 
cated on the present NSC camp- 
us, but none of them were avail- 
able. Besides, that's getting ahead 
of the story . . . 

The site of Northwestern's 
campus was originally the pro- 
perty of Judge Henry Adams 
Bullard. The three columns be- 
tween Caldwell and Warren East- 
on are the only remaining sym- 
bols of this earliest chapter of 
NSC history. 

Exactly 100 years ago, the Bul- 
lard Mansion was changed into 
a convent by the Ladies of the 
Sacred Heart. After operating on 
"The Hill" from 1856 to 1875, the 
convent closed its doors and 
moved to Grand Coteau. 

Two years before the convent 
was moved to Grand Coteau, one 
of its students was Emily Payne 
— Dr. Watson's grandmother. Her 
father. William Payne, owned a 
plantation just north of Natchi- 
toches that is the present home 
of Bill Manning.

Bids for construction of a new 
$325,000 two-story biology build- 
ing on the Northwestern campus 
will be taken in Baton Rouge on 
August 14, by the Louisiana 
Building Authority. 

Dr. William G. Erwin, hea/1 of 
the biological science department 
said location of the new struc- 
ture will be behind the chemis- 
try-physics building, and will be 
placed in line with and length- 
wise to the home economics bui- 
lding. 

Construction blueprints, drawn 
by Shreveport architects Annan 
and Gilmer, call for a length of 
202 feet and a width of 72 feet 
at the widest portion. A drive- 
way from the new Sibley Drive 
street is planned to extend to the 
east side of the building where 
parking lots will be built. 

Floor plans call for a general 
zoology lab, a general and ad- 
vanced botany lab, an embryo- 
logy and histology lab combin- 
ed, and a physiology lab. The 
building will have five lecture 
rooms, one capable of seating 
over 100 students and faculty 
officers.

As another sweltering Summer Session draws to 
a close, The Current Sauce can look back on four 
issues that have served a dual purpose while proving 
a question that has been hanging around unanswer- 
ed for several years.

It all adds up to this: a bigger newspaper has been 
published with less news available. 

This leads to the question which was finally an- 
swered. There is no longer any doubt that The Cur- 
rent Sauce can be published on a week-day. The old 
argument that this would interfere with the local 
weeklies fell through when The Current Sauce was 
published on THE SAME DAY as the Natchitoches 
Times, which printed it. 

Friday will be the regular date of publication dur- 
ing the coming semesters, although a "special event" 
may change the date for any given week 

Lastly, we hope that The Current Sauce has help- 
ed to make your stay more enjoyable. Despite the 
heat, the campus has taken on a "live" appearance 
this Summer. Maybe it's been the "boom town" at- 
mosphere of all the construction. 

If The Current Sauce has added to this "life", 
then the sweat which mixed with its ink was well 
spent. 



"What Now?" 

In one respect, the role of a college newspaper 
editor is similar to that of an old-fashioned, fire- 
eating football coach.

Puerto Rico Contributes To Demonland

About 45 or 50 Puerto Ricans have attended Northwestern since 1946. Six are 
here now, and at least three new Puerto Rican students are expected to register in 
September. Why have they selected NSC from among all the colleges and univer- 
sities of the United States? The following is their story: 



At the end of the Second 
World War, a group of 
Puerto Rican friends who 
had served overseas decid- 
ed to apply to a college in 
th U. S. for admission. 

This group from Cabo Rojo 
was composed of Jorge Comas, 
Efrain Perez, Herson Rivera, Ro- 
dolfo Davila, Efrain Torres, A- 
dolfo Lopez and Noel Rivera. 

Comas, who was anxious to 
study in a foreign country, was 
the originator of the idea. He 
obtained various addresses, a- 
mong which was NSC. Perez was 
Selected to solicit information 
from the various colleges. 

Northwestern was one of the 
first colleges to send him cata- 
logues and other information. 
The boys carefully studied the 
catalogues and dicided that NSC 
offered the most tempting possi- 
bilities; its campus, the cost of 
room and meals, its buildings, 
and its good class programs. They 
all agreed to come to NSC. Three 
others joined the group, making 
the seven. 



They left Puerto Rico Decem- 
ber 12, 1946, in a two-motored 
airplane and arrived at Miami 
the same day. They sptnt the 
night and left by bus for Natchi- 
toches, arriving here two days 
later. They stayed the first n'ight 
at the Hotel Nakatosh where 
people were vry kind to thm. 

The next day they walked 
through the city in order to fa- 
milarze themselves with the new 
home, and they received a good 
impression.

Latest reports from Dean Dudley Fulton's office reveal 
that construction of the new men's dormitory is progress- 
ing on schedule and a recent meeting of all sub-contract- 
ors on the project gives hope that the dormitory will be 
ready for occupancy at the beginning of the fall semester. 

A contract for the con 
struction of a horseshoe-sh 



aped driveway and parking 
lot in front of the building 
and a parking lot on the west 
side has been let to K. & M. 
Construction Company of Nat- 
chitoches. Completion date for 
these parking lots is September 
1. 

General contractor for the 
building is Cecil Chaudoir of 
Alexandria, who obtained the con- 
tract with a low bid of $514,500. 
Jack Boydstun of Natchitoches 
is the resident engineer. The 
large Y- shaped structure first 
began to take form in October 
1955 under the guidance of Johns 
and Neel, architects from Mon- 
roe who designed the building. 
Since that date curious students 
as well as out-of-town visitors 
have marveled at the unique de- 
sign of the building which is 
the only Y-shaped dormitory in 
the south. 

The sprawling structure con- 



tains 127 bedrooms, 18 central 
showers and toilets, a spacious 
lounge on each floor, a confe- 
rence room and apartment for 
the house director, a centilal 
office, and several auxiliary ro- 
oms. 

It will house 254 students, this 
greatly alleviating the shortage 
of campus living quarters. A ter- 
race 20 feet wide on the level 
with the first floor will be con- 
structed on the south-east side 
of the building which will survey 
Chaplain's lake and the tennis 
courts. 

Inside walls of the building 
have four, feet of wainscoating 
light green tile with the upper 
part light grey tile. 

Light and roomy bedrooms 
have plenty of book space in the 
shelves, large closets and slid- 
ing chest drawers which are built 
into the wall. One wall of each 
room is almost completely glass 
with large awning type windows.

Gomez' Flight From Adeock 
Recalls Demon "Rhubarbs"

The National League baseball race is approaching the 
"do or die" stage, where each game could be a turning 
point and tempers fly off the handle as frequently as foul 
balls. 



It was in the midst of 
such an atmosphere that 
Coushatta's Joe Adeock 
chased pitcher Ruben Go- 
mez into the dugout up at 
Milwaukee last week. 

Adeock, who has been tearing 
t he cover off the ball for the 
league-leading Braves, hit the 
dirt when Gomez let fly a "dust- 
er." The New York flinger threw 
at him again, as Adeock started 
toward the mound. Then, having 
run out of ammunition, Senor 
Gomez beat a hasty retreat to 
the dugout. 

It seems that every time big 
Joe starts hitting the ball good, 
opposing pitchers start hitting 
him good. Remember the time 
he socked four homers in one 
game at Brooklyn? The next day 
he got a double the first time 
up and got beaned the second. 

Adeock is philosophical about 
it, though, and says It's all in 
the game. We can't help wonder- 
ing what Gomez would have said 
if the big first sacker had caught 
up with him. 

Little incidents like that put 
spice into sports life. They say 
that ballplayers remember those 
things a long time after they for- 
get how many hits they got, or 
how many points they scored. 

After following Northwestern's 
basketball around for two years, 
we're inclined to go along with 

that. The games that stick out 
aren't the ones the Demons won 
over Southeastern for the 1954 
co-championship, over Northeast 
for the 1955 co-championship or 
over national champion McNeese 
last year, but a few little scraps 
that didn't have any bearing on 
any ti tles at all. 

For instance, you've probably 
seen dozens of players ejected 
from the hardwood for one rea- 
son or another. But how many 
Demon fans would guess that 
Dick Brown was thumbed out of 
a game last year? 

It happened up at Memphis, 
in the last three minutes of a 
game which Memphis State's Ti- 
gers had in the bag by 20 points. 

The Tigers were point-happy 
that night, and stayed in a full- 
court press all the way to the 



final gun. (The press had suc- 
ceeded in "holding" Brown to 30 
points.) 

Somehow a foul was called, 
. and when the referee turned to 

the scorer's table to announce it. 

a Memphis guard committed the 

unpardonable sin of trying to 
j take the ball away from Rapid 

Richard. 

When the Tiger started push- 
. ing and shoving, Brown tired of 
being used as a punching bag 
and let loose a right that didn't 
catch anything but the referee's 
eye. Result: banishment for 
Brown and two free throws for 
the over-anxious Memphis guard. 

Then when George McConathy 
scored 74 points in an Intramur- 
al game two weeks ago, it re- 
minded us of the time he saved 
a life by sinking a free throw. 

It was in a game at tiny Ark- 
ansas College two years ago, and 
a more hectic, mixed-up scrap 
you've never seen. After jumping 
off to a 10-0 lead, the Demons 
cooled off considerably and came 
down to the final ten seconds a 
point behind. 

Then an Arkansas guard ran 
over McConathy, and the big 
NSC forward stepped up t° the 
free throw line to tie it up, 60-60. 

Northwestern coach Charles 
"Red" Thomas asked a student 
manager who was acting score- 
keeper how many timeouts had 
been called by the Demons. When 
told "Pour," he asked for an- 
other. 

The only thing wrong with 
that was that there had been 

five, and the extra timeout meant 
a technical foul on NSC and a 
free throw for the Arkansas 
team. 

After one of the biggest rhu- 
barbs we've ever witnessed on a 
basketball floor, McConathy 
stepped back up to the line for 
his second free throw and the 
Arkansas captain waited down 
on the other end of the court for 
his technical toss. 

George hit, the Arkansas play- 
er's shot rolled around the rim 
and out (it was his first missed 
free throw of the night) and the 
Demons won, 61-60. No sweat.

$45,000 Poultry Lab Is Authorized 

Construction of a large animal and poultry diagnostic 
laboratory at Northwestern was announced here last 
week. 

House Bill No. 137, signed by Gov. Earl K. Long, made 

it official. Time and exact 
place of constructon on the 
NSC campus wll be announ- 
ced at a later date. 





FIRST RECEPIENT of the Anna 
Hester Morton memorial schol- 
arship at Northwestern is Lor- 
raine Hosea, freshman from Del- 
hi who was chosen for the hon- 
or this week. The scholarship, a 
S300 annual award was estab- 
lished by Jonesboro attorney 
Charles H. Morton in memory of 
his mother, who graduated from 
NSC (Normal) in 1888. 



Introduced in the state legis- 
lature by Representatives Mon- 
nie Cheves and E. H. (Hinky) 
Haynes, and "pushed" in the 
State Senate by Senator Sylvan 
Friedman, the bill calls for an 
appropriation of $45,000 for the 
laboratory. 

When completed, the diagnos- 
tic center will provide all live- 
stock and poultry owners in 
North and Central Louisiana 
with a valuable service — the 
quick diagnosing of diseasees and 
parasites, and aiding in nutri- 
tional problems of both poultry 
and large animals. 

• Facilities for poultry diagnos- 
tic procedures only are located 
at present in the Old Science 
building on the NSC campus. 
Plans are to move the expanded 
program to a more suitable loca- 
tion. 

Dr. Varley Young is in charge 
of the existing laboratory, which 
is under the supervision of the 
Louisiana Livestock Sanitary 
Board, directed by Dr. B. F. 
Wheeler of Baton Rouge. 



STATE BOARD HEAD TO SPEAK 

Robert H. Curry, president of the Louisiana State Board of Education, will delive, 
the commencement address at Northwestern at 8 p. m. on August 2, it was announc- 
ed this week by President John S. Kyser. 

Graduation exercises are 
scheduled for that evening 
when some 128 seniors will 
receive degrees from the 
college, along with 14 gra- 
duate students. The latter stu- 
dents will be the second group to 
feceive master's degrees at the 
college since the graduate school 
was established here recently. 

Curry, long a leader in lay 
education circles, was named 
president of the state board last 
December. When he was elected, 
a daily newspaper in Louisiana 
termed his selection ' - a splendid 
one." 

A native of Plain Dealing, 
he is the son of Robert H. and 
Mollie Banks Curry. His mother 
Mollie Banks Curry Gray, is 
still living in Plain Dealing, She 
is 94. 

He was elected to the State 
Board of Education from the 
Fourth Congressional District in 
1942 for an eight-year term. He 
was re-elected in 1950 without 
opposition. 

Vice-president of the South- 
western Natural Production Com- 
pany, he is also a member of the 
Mid-Continent Oil and Gas As- 
sociation, Southern Gas Assoc- 
iation, the Independent Petro- 
leum Association of America and 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

Curry is a member and elder 
of the First Presbyterian Church 
in Shreveport, where he resides 
at 202 Preston Avenue. 

Before moving to Shreveport 
in 1944, he resided at Haynes- 
ville for more than 20 years. 
During residence in Haynesville, 
he was president of the Nor- 
wella Council, Boy Scouts of 
America, the one person outside 
of Shreveport to hold this po- 
siaion. 

Married to Mildred S. Curry, 
a former school teacher, he is 
the father of three daughters 
He. has eight grandchildren.

Rebel Hall will 
be a sophomore dorm and the 
Dining Hall will be a freshman 
dorm this year. 

Although new beds aren't avail- 
able for all women students right 
now, they are on the way and will 
replace all old beds in the near 
future. This especially applies to 
rooms with three occupants. 

Floors have been varnished or 
painted in all of the Frames 
buildings, Brick Shack, both Bar- 
racks buildings and Rebel Hall.

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To The Men .... 

You will probably make more important decisions 
in the next week than you have made throughout 
high school. One of them will invovle ROTC. 

There are two extreme views on almost anything. 
So it is with ROTC. Some upperciassmen will prob- 
ably warn you about "signing your life away." Oth- 
ers, particularly veterans and 4f's, will laugh and say, 
"What are you, a draft-dodger?" 

Enrolling in the Basic Course of Northwestern's 
ROTC program is neither "signing your life away" 
or draft-dodging. It differs from no other course, ex- 
cept that it prepares you for an even bigger decision 
two years from now. 

At that time, if you are able to pass a series of fit- 
ness tests, vou will be eligible for the Advanced 
Course. If you enroll in ihe Advanced Course, you will 
lei.eive over $700. 00 in your last two years of college, 
and when you are graduated you will be commission- 
ed as a Second Lieutenant in te Army Reserve or Reg- 
ular Army. 

Students at other colleges in the state have no 
choice. They are required to enroll in the Basic 
Course. At Demonland the choice is yours. 

It all boils down to this — would you rather be draf- 
ted into the Army and start from scratch after grad- 
uation, or enroll in ROTC and receive a commission 
plus financial benefits to the tune of $700.00 in your 
last two yeai s at NSC ? 

There are some men who, for excellent personal 
reasons, would rather be an enlisted man than an 
officer. If you are among them, then you should cer- 
tainly think twice before enrolling in the ROTC Ad- 
vanced Course. (Of course, the Basic Ccurse would 
help you even if you were drafted.) 

But the important thing is that you recognize the 
choice that can be yours to make in two years— it is 
between non-commissioned status and commissioned 
ftafcus in the Army. In 1956, there is no choice be- 
tween military life (if only for two years) and civi- 
lian life. 

Some hot-rods named Bulganin, Khrushchev and 
Nasser have already made that decision for you. 



A Reminder 



The purchase of a Dining Hall seven-day meal 
ticket is optional this semester. Residents on the cam- 
pus may take their meals in the Dining Hall, the 
Student Center Cafe, or off the campus and pay for 
them on a per-meal basis. The cost for the semester 
will be substantially higher, however, when food is 
purchased in this manner. 

Students who want to save money by buying a 
Dining Hall meal ticket may so indicate at the be- 
ginning of the semester and pay the entire cost then 
or may make monthly payments. If neither of these 
arrangements is made at registration, a student may 
elect to buy (at the beginning of any board period) 
a meal ticket for the Dining Hall. However, once a 
contract for a dining hall meal ticket has been made, 
the payments must be continued throughout the re- 
mainder of the semester.

Its original purpose was 
to protect the Louisiana Ter- 
ritory from the Spanish, who 
were pushing in from Texas. 

The official boundary between 
the French and the Spanish was 
between Natchitoches and nearby 
Robeline, although it was not set- 
tled until the United States 
bought the territory a century 
later. 

Meanwhile, the Presidio de los 
Adais near Robeline was the cap- 
ital of Texas for more than fifty- 
years, and was the official seat of 
13 royal Spanish Governors. 

The first fort in Natchitoches 
was built on the river, but 'the se 
cond was on the hill where the 
American Cemetery is now locat- 
ed. St. Denis home was on the 
site of Northwestern. 

The town was of strategic im- 
portance for many years, and a- 
mong the United States Army of- 
ficers stationed in the area were 
Zachary Taylor, Robert E. Lee, 
ana tj. S. Grant. Preceding the 
Mexican War, many expeditions 
were fitted out from Natchito- 
ches. Sam Houston wae a frequent 
visitor. 

During the Civil War, Natchi- 
toches was taken by the Union 
troops several times, but was not 
captured. 

Today. Natchitoches has an ex- 
cellent system of public schools 
numerous churches and a pro- 
gressive municipal government. 
Living conditions are attractive 
for heads of families who wish to 
educate their children and enjoy 
the advantags of living in a col- 
lege town. 

It is about 7i> miles from 
Shreveport and 58 miles north of 
Alexandria, and is located on the 
Texas and Pacific Railroad. There 
are three bus lines serving Nat- 
chitoches, making the town rea- 
dily accessible from all directions. 

The business district is about 
a half-mile as the crow flies (or 
twenty minutes as the "dog" 
walks) from the college. 

Natchitoches and the surround- 
ing area is replete with heritage 
and many legends, including the 
story of the Indian Princess on 
Grand Ecore bluff. Most students 
prefer to investigate that one for 
themselves, however.

Most Freshmen Take General Courses 



Basic Courses 
Are Popular In 
Freshman Year 

No matter what a student's 
major subject is, his first year 
of study usually follows along 
a number of basic courses which 
are "core requirements" in al- 
most all departments. 

Basic courses in English, Soc- 
ial Science, Physical Science, 
Biology and Math are required 
in all four of Northwestern's un- 
dergraduate schools. Health 102 
and 202 are required in all sch- 
ools except the School of Nurs- 
ing. 

Even if you have already de- 
cided upon a major, it is usual- 
ly wise to schedule these "gene- 
ral" courses during your fresh- 
man year. In that way, you won't 
lose any hours if you change 
your mind later in your freshman 
year. 

There are, of course, excep- 
tions to this rule. In certain cur- 
ricula such as Nursing and Bus- 
iness, a little specialization is 
necessary even in the first year 
of study. Even these courses con- 
tain many "core requirements," 
however. 

An average semester "load" is 
15-18 hours, depending upon the 
course taken and, if you have 
a working schlorship of some 
kind, upon your work schedule. 

All of these things should be 
taken into consideration when 
you discuss your upcoming se- 
mester schedule with your ad- 
viser Wednesday or Thursday, 
Later it will "come naturally," 
but especially in the fresh- 
man year - - - it's better to be 
safe than sorry.

School of AAS Stresses Vocational 

Northwestern's School of Applied Arts and Sciences 
stresses the vocational aspects of college training, and 
offers many specialized courses that lead to direct em- 
ployment in varied fields. 

Courses in the School of 
Applied Arts and Sciences 
include Agriculture, Acount- 
ing, Business Administrat- 
ion, Marketing, Secretarial 
Science, Dietetic and Institution- 
al Management, General Home 
Economics and Industrial Arts. 

In the Secreterial Science cur- 
riculum, a complete four-year 
course is offered leading to the 
B. S. degree, and a two-year 
"terminal" course consisting of 
only 65 hours is offered. 

Graduates of Northwestern's 
School of Applied Arts and Sci- 
ences will find that job oppor- 
tunities are numerous in the var- 
ious fields of business which the 
School covers. The demand for 
college-trained young people in 
these professions is always more 
than the supply. 

The School of Applied Arts 
and Sciences differs from the 
School of Education only in the 
fact that it does not prepare a 
student to enter the teaching 
profession.

In the School of Applied Arts 
and Sciences, the "core" require- 
ments are less restrictive than 
other curricula, with opportuni- 
ty for individual choice.

Special Education 
Center Has Two

In cooperation with the Loui-

The Center serves public school 
children of DeSoto, Grant, La-

Home economics is a life-time 
profession for the well-trained 
and ambitious. Professionally, it 
offers to the women a career 
in which being a woman has 
many distinct advantages. Com- 
petition in the field is largely 
with women. 

Graduates of Northwestern's 
Department of Home Economics 
work in many fields, such as re- 
search, dietetics and institution- 
al administration, social welfare 
and public health, business, the 
agricultural extension service, 
teaching, homemaking and num- 
erous other vocations. 

Beginning salaries are com- 
parable to those in other pro- 
fessions requiring college train- 
ing. Average salaries after a few 
years' experience are above the 
national average income for wo- 
men. Top limits depend mainly 
on ability, experience, initiative 
and ambition. 
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Math Enrollment Higher Since War 

Enrollment in college mathematics courses during the 
last ten years has been much greater than it was before 
World War II. This is due largely to the increased need 
for scientifically trained persons in the physical and bio- 
logical sciences, engineering and mathematics. 

The study of mathemat- 
ics in college should begin 
in the freshman year and 
continue as long as the stu- 
dent is making satisfactory 
progress and is happy in his 
study. Northwestern's Depart- 
ment of Mathematics offers maj- 
and Sciences or the School of 
and Sciences or the Sshool of 
Education. 



There is a great shortage of 
trained persons in technical 
fields such as mathematics, both 
in industry and the teaching 
profession. Those who are well 
trained in the sciences are being 
rewarded with splendid salaries 
in industry. 

A freshman who has done grad. 
work with his high school mat- 
hematics has a good opportun- 
ity to continue the study of mat- 
hematics at NSC. A fair know- 
ledge of mathematics is requir- 
ed for the successful study of 
any of the sciences and engin- 
eering. 

Mathematics students at 
Northwestern may complete a 
major consisting of 33 semes- 
ter hours in three to four years. 
Graduate courses in mathemat- 
ics leading to the Master's de- 
gree are also offered. 

Several "special" courses in 
mathematics are offered for stu- 
dents who are not majoring in 
any of the sciences. These cour- 
ses provide a knowledge of mat- 
hematics that is needed by cer- 
tain students in other curricula. 

A professional mathematician 
works as a teacher of mathemat- 
ics, statistician, actuary for in- 
surance companies, numerical 
analyst, mathematical consul- 
tant, research mathematician, 
technical writer, mathematical 
physicist, computer for oil com- 
panies, and a variety of other 
occupations.

The College Book Store is lo- 
cated in the Student Center Bui- 
lding, next to the Post Office.

Textbooks may be obtained on 
a rental basis, or may be purchas- 
ed outright. If rented, the books 
may be kept at the end of the 
semester (or semesters, if need- 
ed for two semesters) or may be 
returned, with most of the rental 
charge being refunded. 

The Book Store is general 
headquarters for the sale of tick- 
ets to most of the athletic con- 
tests, dramatic productions or 
other entertainment shows on the 
campus.

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Few Have Seen Demon Thinclads Lose 



Own 32-2 Mark 
For Four Years; 
Unbeaten At Home 

You won't find many students 
at Northwestern who have ever 
seen Coach Walt Ledet's track 
and field team lose a meet. 

In the last four years, the 
Demon thinclads have wrapped 
up four straight Gulf States 
Conference championships and 
four straight Northwestern Re- 
lays crowns. During that stretch 
they have been undefeated at 
home, and have only lost twice 
to conference foes away from 
Demonland. 

Led by middle-distance ace 
Charlie "The Horse" Hennigan 
and sprinter Steve Jordan, the 
1956 squad ran the four-year 
record to 32-2, finishing up 
with GSC and NSC Relay titles 
Number Pour. 

Hennigan, who must be seen 
to be believed, set school records 
of 47.9 seconds in the 440 yard 
dash and 1.54.3 in the 880 yard 
run. He also anchored two re- 
cord-breaking relay teams - the 
mile foursome which did 3.18.2 
and the sprint medley crew that 
made it in 3.33 flat. 



Jordan turned in performances 
of 9.8 seconds in the 100 yard 
dash, 21.1 seconds in the 220 
dash and 22'6" in the broad jump. 
The lanky Shreveport speedster 
was the GSC Meet's high scorer 
with 16 points. 

Both Hennigan and Jordan 
will be back for the 1957 cam- 
paign, but many of the other 
aces who helped pile up that 
magnificent four-year record 
have been sheepskinned off the 
Demon Stadium cinders. 

The losses will be felt most in 
the field events, with the gradua- 
tion of such all-time greats as 
"Doc" Bankston, Larry Whitt, 
Ted Duggan, Clyde Chesson, 
Lacey Lofton, Ted Simon and 
Tom Straughan. 

Bankston holds school and 
GSC shot put records of 51'3-%". 
Whitt holds school and GSC 
broad jump records of 22' 10- 
1/8". Duggan holds the school 
record of 6'7%" and the GSC 
record of 6'6-15/16" in the high 
jump. Chesson is the school 
record-holder in the pole vault. 
Simon and Straughan were con- 
sistent point-winners in the dis- 
cus and javelin events, respec- 
tively. 

Except for the loss of ace spri- 
nter Jack Rogers and the dis- 
tance men. Northwestern's run- 



ners will be back. The distance 
losses include ace miler "Coun- 
try" Claybrook, a 1956 tri-cap- 
tain, and two-year letterman 
Ray Timm. 

Barney Seiler the '56 fresh- 
man ace who broke ten minutes 
in the two mile run four times, 
may not be able to run this year 
because of an old leg injury caus- 
ed by an earlier attack of polio. 

Otherwise, the track outlook is 
fine. Sprinters Jordan, John Mc- 
Clelland and Pete Moore com- 
bined with the now-departed 
Rogers to set a school record 
of 1:28.4 in the 880 yard relay. 
Both ,McCelland and Moore were 
freshmen, and should be im- 
proved in '57. 

In the 440 yard dash, Henni- 
gan and freshman "Sonny" 
Jimes finished first and fourth 
at last year's conference meet. 
Jimes, a hard-working ex-Bos- 
sier City thinclad, came through 
in fine fashion in the late stages 
of the season. He broke 50 sec- 
onds several times. 

The half-mile trio of Hennigan 
Harold Smith and Paul Adams 
should be hard to beat. Smith 
holds the GSC record of 1:58.9. 
Adams, a former LSU ace, round- 
ed into condition after two years 
in the Army and took fourth 



in the GSC last May. 

Another freshman middle-dis- 
tance star, Don Hill, was ham- 
pered by injuries during the last 
part of the 1956 season. He 
turned in outstanding times in 
the 220, 440 and 880 races, how- 
ever, and should be a big asset 
this year. 

Versatile Sammy Essmeier re- 
tons in the hurdle races and 
broad jump. Helping out the 
soph in the hurdle races will be 
two refugees from the 
sawdust pits, sophomore Bobby 
Wicker and Harold White. 

Wicker alternated between the 
high jump, pole vault and low 
hurdles last year. White was 
fifth high scorer on the team, 
scoring in both jumping events. 
He high jumped 6'4-%" and 
broad jumped 21'6". 

Two other returning lettermen 
in the jumping events are pole 
vaulter Robert Farrar and broad 
jump champ Jordan. Farrar was 
the most consistent vaulter last 
Spring, clearing 12'6" at the con- 
ference meet to tie for second. 
Jordan, who won the broad jump 
with 21'10", has leaped 22'6". 

"Spanky" McCoy, whose brok- 
en leg prevented him from reach- 
ing top form last year, was a 
consistant 22-foot jumper in 



high school and should help out 
the Demon cause next year. 

The returnees in the weight 
events are few but talented, m 
the javelin, chunky little Dale 
Hoffpauir improved 40 feet dur- 
ing the season and took third 
place at the '56 GSC meet. His 
best effort of 190' 3-%" was only 
six feet off the all-time North- 
western record, which he should 
reach as a soph this year. 

Charlie Johnson and Rudy 
Landry are back to compete in 
the discus and shot put con- 
tests. Johnson holds the school 
record of 145'2" in the discus, 
and placed third in the shot put 
last Spring. He has bettered 47 
feet in that department. 

Landry was a consistent scorer 
in the discus, getting sixth place 
at the GSC Meet. 

If Coach Ledet, a producer of 
"miracle teams" in his five years 
at the NSC helm, is able t° fill 
the big holes in the weight and 
discus events, his Demons should 
be hard to hold again. 

With that 32-2 four year mark 
behind him, no one will be sur- 
prised if he does. Opposing coa- 
ches are beginning to wonder if 
the word "lose" is in "The Ca- 
jun's" dictionary.

Swimming for recreation, pra- 
tice, improvement of strokes, or 
just plain "fun" - - . it doesn't 
matter. The natatorium is avail- 
able Monday through Friday 
from 6 to 7:30 in the evening, 
and on Saturday and Sunday 
afternoons from 2 to 4. 

A qualified lifeguard will be 
on duty during these hours to

A few vital statistics show that 
the college natatorium is regard- 
ed as one of the most beautiful 
pools in the South. It is also re- 
puted to have water that is "fit 
to drink." This sparkling clear 
water is constantly maintained 
through modern filiation and 
chlorination machinery. 

The pool is 100 feet long and 
40 feet wide, with a shallow end 
dept of 314 feet, gradually taper- 
ing to a maximum depth of 9

Basketball Team Has 8 Lettermen 

Northwestern's basketball team is expected to retain its position near the top of the 
Gulf States Conference when the 1956-57 season rolls around, despite the loss thro- 
ugh graduation of two-time All - GSC forward George McConathy. 

With a record of 30 wins 
and only six losses in con- 
erence play for the last 
three years— that's a percen- 
tage of .833 — Coach "Red" 
Thomas' Demons will be the 
number one targets of every team 
they play. 

In fact, they'll probably be 
picked as pre-season favorites 
for the conference championship 
on the basis of eight returning 
lettermen — including four start- 
ers — from last year's Cinderel- 
la crew that racked up a 10-2 
conference record. This will prob- 
ably be displeasing to Coach 
Thomas, who prefers to drive 
from the underdog's seat. That's 
where his Demons sat last year, 
when a team that always had 
two freshmen on the starting 
five and sometimes three nailed 
down second place in the GSC 
and was the only team in Louisi- 
ana to beat national champion 
McNeese. 

Heading the list of returnees is 
5'10" guard Dick Brown, the 
sparkplug of Northwestern's flo- 
or game for the last two years. 
Ready for his senior campaign 
at Demonland, Brown is 162 
points ahead of Claude Stauta- 
mire's scoring pace when "King 
Jodie" set the all-time North- 
western record of 1,534 back in 
1946-50. 

Durable Dick sacked up 519 
points last year, finishing second 
to national scoring leader Bill 
Reigel of McNeese in the con- 
ference. He was a solid choice 
for All-Conference guard, and is 
the only member of the all-star 
fvie who is back this year. 

Other returning Demon start- 
ers are 6'10" center "Loopy" 
Langston and sophs "Red" Leach 
and Bobby Wicker. Leach, a 5'9" 
guard, set a freshman scoring 
record of 317 points last year. 
Wicker, a 6'1" athlete who also 
lettered on Northwestern's con- 
ference track championship team, 
was a consistent rebounder and 
ball -hawker for the Demons last 
year. 

Langston, the hook-shooting 
giant from Pollock, may hold 
the answer to the 1956-57 picture 
in his senior campaign. One of 
GSC's most underrated players 
because he has rarely stolen the 
scoring show, the rugged center 
has been a vital factor in the 
Demons' success of the last two 
years. 

Front-line reserves who will be 
back are guards Ronnie Lebo and 
Pete Walpole, and center-for- 
wards Larry Fontenot and Mic- 
key Crnkovic. All four lettered 
on the 1955-56 team. 

Lebo, a junior, and Walpole, 
another soph, were outstanding 
in fireman roles last year. Both 
have deadly set shots. 

Fontenot and Crnkovic turned 
in brilliant spot performances 
under the backboards last year. 
With another year of seasoning, 
either could be "ready" for first- 
string status this year. Fontenot 
is 6'6" tall, while Crnkovic (pro- 
nounced Sink-o-vic) is 6'3%". 

Top-ranked newcomers are 
junior college transfer Bobby 
John Howell, LSU transfer Don 
Oatley, and freshmen Jimmy Ad- 
kins of Gibsland, Earl K. Long 
of Tullos and William Stewart of 
Doyline. All five play either cen- 
ter of forward. 

Despite the loss of McConathy, 
the team's outlook seems to be 
better than last year's picture. 
Whether the Demon dribblers are 
able to "produce" in the same 
fashion that the '55-'56 club did 
remains to be seen, but it should 
be interesting to watch 'em try.

and Don Wilmore, were 
eliminated by pro contracts. 
Zabasky signed with the Shreve- 
port Sports before the season be- 
gan, and home run-hitter Wil- 
more was grabbed up by the New 
York Yankees right after it end- 
ed. 

Another blow to the Demon 
mound corps was the departure 
via graduation of four-year let- 
terman Jerry Lavespere this 
Summer. 

Even so, the 1957 picture has 
its bright spots. Returning axe 
three monogram-winners from 
last Spring's pitching staff — All 
Gulf States Conference fresh- 
man Billy Roy Cook, veteran 
fireman Bob Lewis and knuckle- 
bailer Blake Sims. 

Cook's 5-1 record and 1.96 
earned run average were tops for 
Northwestern last year, although 
Wilmore was the GSC's mound 
king with a 1.54 ERA in confe- 
rence play. Lewis notched a 3-0 
record, mostly through relief per- 
formances. 

The infield returns intact, with 
first baseman "Plash" Gordon, 
second sacker "Spanky" McCoy, 
shortstop "Red" McNew and third 
baseman Billy Jack Booth back 
for another whirl in Demon flan- 
nels. 

Whether it will remain intact 
is another question, especially in 
view of the return to action of 
third baseman David Sosa and 
second baseman Dick Brown, who 
were regulars on the 1955 nine. 

Brown, a two-year starter, was 
unable to play last year because 
of a basketball knee injury. Sosa, 
a bullet-armed Puerto Rican star, 
was sidelined by the textbooks 
last year after a brilliant fresh- 
man year. 

Among the returnees, Gordon 
was the "handy-man" of the 
1956 campaign. The broad-shoul- 
der slugger alternated between 
first base and catcher, sometimes 
playing the outfield. He led the 
team in home runs with six dis- 
tance belts, and finished the sea- 
son with a healthy .325 batting 
average. 



McNew led the regulars in hit- 
ting for the second straight year 
with a .348 mark. He hit .365 in 
Gulf States action, and tied Wil- 
more for third spot on the squad 
in runs batted in. 

A freshman starter from Far- 
merville, Booth batted in 23 
mates during his initial cam- 
paign to tie Gordon for the team 
leadership in that department. 
Hitting the ball at a .255 clip, he 
rapped out 12 doubles to more 
than double the production of 
any other Demon. 

Big Harry Pontenot, the Beau- 
mont footballer, returns as the 
team's number one catcher. Last 
year he shared backstopping dut- 
ies with Gordon because of in- 
juries which plagued him thro- 
ughout the campaign, but still 
wound up with a .231 average 
and seven RBI's. 

The outfield picture is not 
nearly so bright, because of the 



loss through graduation of two- 
time All GSC center fielder Larry 
Whitt. The 1956 team captain, 
Whitt's clutch playing and .300 
batting for the last three years 
have become Demon trademarks. 

Last year he swatted the ball 
at a .308 clip, rapped out four 
home runs and covered center 
field brilliantly for the Demons. 

Last year's edition of Demon 
flannel-clads ran up an impres- 
sive 17-5 overall record and 
knocked out eight GSC victories 
in twelve outings for second place 
in the tight conference race. After 
this spectacular showing, which 
was Northwestern 's best diamond 
campaign in several years, a let- 
down might be expected. 

But with a flock of lettermen 
returning, the let-down won't be 
too great. The only missing ele- 
ments seem to be a couple of 
slugging outfielders and a good 
left-handed pitcher.

ROTC Is Voluntary At Demonland 

Northwestern's ROTC program is the only Army ROTC unit in the state where 
enrollment is volutary. Its primary purpose is to produce commissioned officers for the 
United States Army Reserve and the Regular Army. 

Because of the fact that participation is not required at NSC, an "esprit de corps" 

has been created in North- 
western's ROTC batallion 
which has placed it at the 
top of college units in the 
Fourth Army Area. 

ROTC training is given at no 
cost to the student. During the 
first two years (Basic Course) he 
is provided with a complete offi- 
cer-type uniform including shoes. 
In the Advanced Course he is paid 
$27.00 a month and is furnished 
a complete tailored uniform 
which becomes his personal pro- 
perty upon graduation. 

He also receives $78.00 a month 
while attending a six-weeks Sum- 
mer Camp between his Junior and 
Senior years, and upon success- 
ful completion of the course is 
commissioned as a Second Lieu- 
tenant in either the -.Army Re- 
serve or the Regular Army. 

In his freshman year, the RO- 
TC cadet spends three hours per 
week in the classroom and one 
hour on the drill field, for which 
he receives two hours of school 
credit. He studies such subjects as 
Military History, Individual Wea- 
pons and Marksmanship.

hours of school credit per semes- 
ter. 

At the end of his sophomore 
year, the ROTC student is ready 
for the big step. He must pass an 
Army Classification Test, a phy- 
sical examination, and an inter- 
view with a board composed of 
members of the military staff. 

If he meets these requirements 
and has maintained a satisfactory 
scholastic aerage, he'' is admitted 
to the Advanced Course at the 
beginning of his Junior year. 

Advanced Course cadets are the 
student leaders of the corps. They 
are required to both give and sup- 
ervise instruction on the drill 
field. They are expected to set 
high standards of deportment and 
bearing, and they are expected to 
assume the responsibility of lead- 
ership in extracurricular activi- 
ties, both in ROTC and in other 
phases of college life. 

In the Advanced Course, the 
student spends five hours per 
week in the classroom and one 
hour at drill. He receives three 
hours' credit per semester. 
For extra-curricular activities the 
cadet may become a member of 
the rifle team and compete with 
neighboring college teams. He may 
join the crack drill team and per- 
form at ceremonies and parades. 
The annual Military Ball is one 
of the outstanding social events 
of the year. 

Many awards are offered to out- 
standing ROTC cadets by various 
military organizotions, civic or- 
ganizations and interested indi- 
viduals each year. Examples are a 
$25.00 Savings Bond and a wrist 
watch.

Library Suffers From "Groiving Pains" 

Russell Library will be operating under serious handi- 
caps this fall. The building-expansion program, which 
has been in the planning stages since 1947, is now actual- 
ly underway. At present, the use of the library is confined 
to the front of the second floor, three rooms at the nort- 
east corner of the second floor, and the central portion 
of each level of stacks. 

Some 40,000 volums, ap- 
proximately half of the tot- 
il collection of books, have 
5een stored in the basement 
)f the Old Science Building. 

The new wing of the building 
is scheduled for completion in 
late September or early October. 
At this time, the library will be 
withdrawn from the front por- 
tion and transfered into the wing. 
Renovation of the old portion of 
the building should be complete 
by mid-December. 
It is expected that library ser- 
vice will be back to normal by 
the beginning of the Spring se- 
mester. Meanwhile, the staff 
urges that all students cooper- 
ate with them in every way pos- 
sible. "Above all," as librarian 
Eugene P. Watson commented, 
"cultivate the virtue of patience!" 

When completed, the library 
will provide seating areas for 
400 people, and shelving for 150,- 
000 volumes, in addition to ad- 
ministrative offices and areas for 
technical processes. No other col- 
lege in the state will have faci- 
lities comparable to those in Rus- 
sell Library. 

Virtually all materials in the 
completed library will be on open 
shelves, and the stack areas and 
reading room areas will be com- 
bined so that students can have 
easy access to the books. 

Material in the library will be 
arranged in four major divisions. 
Humanities, Sciences, Social Sci- 
ences, and Education. There will 
also be a number of special rooms, 
such as group study rooms, lis- 
tening rooms, typing rooms, map 
rooms, conference rooms, a Lou- 
isiana room, and an auditorium. 

When work is completed, the 
library will be air conditioned 
throughout, and the lighting fac- 
ilities will be excellent. 

During the Fall semester, the 
library will be open from 7:45 
in the morning until 9:30 at 
night, Mondays through Thurs- 
days. On Fridays and Saturdays 
library hours will be 7:45 in the 
morning to 5:00 in the evening.

Student Body 
To Sponsor 
Insurance Plan 

The Student Body Association 
will sponsor a Student Accident 
Insurance Plan for the next col- 
lege year, president Don Morgan 
recently announced. The insur- 
ance will be underwritten by thte 
Pilot Life Insurance Company of 
Greensboro, North Carolina. 

The purpose of this plan is to 
reimburse students for the expen- 
ses of hospital, surgical and other 
necessary medical services requir- 
ed as a result of accidents dur- 
ing the 1956-57 school year. 

Coverage will be in effect 48 
hours before the college opens, 
and will continue for 48 hours 
after the closing day, May 30, 
1957. The plan covers all acci- 
dents (except those incurred in 
football), whether they occur at 
home or while traveling between 
home and school. 

Benefits will be paid as stipu- 
lated regardless of any insuran- 
ce that might be carried by the 
student. 

The cost of this insurance for 
the semester is $2.50 for each 
student, payable at the time of 
registration. According to Dirtc- 
tor of Student Relations Dudley 
G. Fulton, many students have 
already mailed in their payments 
for the insurance plan.

"Home Opener" is the label tabbed on tomorrow 
night's Gulf States Conference classic between the North- 
western Demons and McNeese's championship-minded 
Cowboys in Demon Stadium. But the game will be a 
"Home Opener" in several respects. 

Firstly, it will mark the NSC football team's first ap- 
pearance in Natchitoches after two successive thriller-dill- 
ers on Texas soil. The Purple and White-clad gridders will 
be trying to shake off an injury "bug" and get a big jump 
in the Gulf States Conference race. 

Secondly, it will mark the first appearance "en masse" 
of another big factor in the GSC race— the Demon fans 

The way in which the fans support Northwestern's 
Demons tomorrow night could easily set the keynote for 
the entire year at Demonland, both in athletics and other 
activities. 

Many people think there is only one way to support a 
team, but any one who has been around athletics any 
length of time can clarify that point pretty quick. 

The most common type of fan is the front-runner.

If the score is close, they vent their rage on the offi- 
cials.

Although Northwestern opens at home tomorrow 
night, the Demons have already proven themselves on the 
playing field. They have fought the uphill fight, coming 
from behind to score in both games. They have been out- 
scored once, but never outplayed. 

The Demon fans have not proven themselves yet. A lot 
will depend on their ability to do so.

Football Forecast

It seems as though the "injury jinx" that plagued the De- 
mons last year is still in our midst.

A close second is fresh- 
man fullback Charlie Tolar, who 
has 196 yards on 50 carries, a 3.9 
average. 

McNew also leads the squad — 
and the Gulf States Conference — 
in punt returns and kickoff re- 
turns. He has returned four punts 
for 110 yards and six kick-offs for 
127 yards. 

He has done two-thirds of North- 
western's punting, getting off 12 
boots for a 32-yard average, and 
is second in scoring with 12 points. 
Tolar leads that department with 
18. 

Sopomore quarterback Dale Hoff- 
pauir still leads in passing with 
13 completed in 24 throws for 135 
yards and one touchdown. Only 
one Hoffpauir aerial has been in- 
tercepted. 

Top pass receivers are still Billy 
Jack Booth. Brudder Wampold, 
George Smith and Charlie Henni- 
gan.

Northwestern's "Outside-Inside" 
combination of quarterback "Red" 
McNew and fullback Charlie Tolar 
continued to dominate the Demons* 
offensive statistics as the 1956 sea- 
son reached the halfway mark 
last week. 

McNew, "Mister Outside," leads 
the team in rushing with 272 yards 
in 46 carries, an average of six 
yards per try. He is second in 
scoring with 18 points. 

Tolar. the stocky "Mister In- 
side, " is the top scorer with 25 
points and ranks a solid second in 
rushing. The work-horse of the 
NSC ground attack, Tolar has car- 
ried the ball 62 times for 246 yards, 
an average of fou r per run. 

Sophomore quarterback Dale 
Hoffpauir is still the team's "Mis- 
ter Over," passing the ball 26 
times and completing 13 for 135 
yards and one touchdown. McNew 
has completed four of 13 passes 
for 69 yards. 

In all, six Demon ball-toters have 
gained 100 yards. Aside from the 
Outside-Inside combo, the big gain- 
ers have been sophomore hnlfback 
Judson Hale with 129 yards, senior 
halfback Lacey Lofton with 121, 
sonhomorie ' fullback Dewey O'Neal 
with 120 and junior halfback Char- 
lie "The Horse" Hennigan with 
109. 

Ends Billy Jack Booth and "Bru- 
dder" Wampold continue to lead 
the team in pass receiving with 
four catches each. Booth has 
gained 50 yards and Wampold 36. 

McNew tops the punting, punt 
return and kickoff return depart- 
ments.

Deferment Exams Preston Promoted 

Set For Students 



"Republican" and "Democrat" 
locked in debate in a special elec- 
tion symposium at Northwestern 
State College last Friday, with four 
NSC professors squaring off to take 
the two points of view. 

Speaking on the Democrat side 
for the coming presidential election 
were Dr. Dick Payne and Dr. Rich- 
mond Hathorn, while Dr. Medford 
Evans and Dr. Walter Robinson 
spoke for the Republicans. Each 
presented a different issue of the 
election campaign, with a small but 
interested audience of students, 
faculty, and townspeople listening. 
The symposium was also broadcast. 

First speaker was Dr. Hathorne, 
■with a Democrat argument. "In 
1952 the Republicans asked the Na- 
tion to join their crusade," he said. 
The question which has arisen is 
"A Crusade to what?" 

President Eisenhower advocates 
a political philosophy of "dynamic 
conservatism," Dr. Hathorne point- 
ed out. Analyzing this phrase, he 
asked "How conservative has the 
Republican administration been in 
its performance?" 

The Republican administration 
policies have been a continuation 
of Democratic policy set over the 
preceding 20 years, Dr. Hathorne 
said. "They (Republicans) blame 
the Democrats with Socialism. But 
what do they call Socialism?" he 
asked, referring to the Social Secur- 
ity, R. E. A., T. V. A., S. C. S., and 
other "economy planning" measur- 
es which the GOP has continued 
and enlarged upon. 

"How dynamic has the Republi- 
can administration been?" Dr. Ha- 
thorne asked, in referring to Eis- 
ephower's "delegation of responsi- 
bility." 

Ike has been lucky, but his luck 
has not always been in the Nation's 
interest. Dr. Hathorne stated. Sum- 
ming up, he called the Republican 
administration so far a "direction- 
less crusade, with a leader who has 
not led and a following which has 
not followed." 

Dr. Robinson, in taking the Re- 
publican side, brought out the Tide- 
lands question as an election issue 
for the coastal states. 

Louisiana has received $117,000, 
000 from the lease of offshore oil 
lands under the Eisenhower admin- 
istration, while Stevenson and the 
Democrats have expressed them- 
selves as believing in Federal own- 
ership of offshore lands, Dr. Rob- 
inson said. 



Pointing to the Eisenhower rec- 
ord, Dr. Robinson said free enter- 
prise is favored, and the centrali- 
zation of government functions un- 
der bureaucratic direction is op- 
posed. He said the present "Board 
of Directors" in Washington has re- 
stored the integrity and moral code 
in the White House, has brought 
about peace, has made labor-man- 
agement relations much better, has 
made no secret agreements with 
foreign powers, has established the 
flexible farm price supports for 
farm products, and has favored 
Louisiana on the Tidelands issue. 

Dr. Robinson stated business up 
in Louisiana, and the sale of manu- 
factured goods is up, without the 
stimulation of a war or the immedi- 
ate preparation for war. 

Dr. Payne, speaking for the Dem- 
ocrat side, said Stevenson is more 
experienced and is a better chief 
executive that Eisenhower, who was 
"still looking up the chain of com- 
mand at Truman" while Stevenson 
was governor of Illinois. 

"Don't let folks 'egg' you into 
losing your 'head' " Dr. Payne 
warned in a play on the "egghead" 
tag on Stevenson. 

Dr. Payne stated Ike has been a 
chief executive in name only, dele- 
gating responsibility to subordin- 
ates. Ike's big "business" men have 
not made good public business men, 
he stated, in that they have diffi- 
culty in realizing the differences 
between public and private busi- 
ness. 

"Let's abandon the politics of 
revenge," Dr. Payne said. "Herbert 
Hoover, Truman, Roosevelt" etc. 
are not running for president, he 
pointed out. 

Dr. Evans pointed up the integ- 
ration problem and charged cor- 
ruption in his talk for the Repub- 
lican side. 

"I'm for Eisenhower because I 
was born a Southern Democrat," he 
said to open his remarks. 

Referring to the handling of the 
integration problems in Tennessee 
and Texas, Dr. Evans said "Clement 
had tanks and soldiers and integra- 
tion. Shivers had order, and no in- 
tegration." 

"I'm taking the 'low road' because 
that's where Adlai and Estes are," 
he said. 

Dr. Evans charged that Steven- 
son's political benefactor is Jack 
Arvey, an Illinois political boss who 
was forced into resignation from

The Little Man On The Campus

Nearly eighty years ago Bartley Campbell wrote. 
"Rags are royal rainment when worn for virtue's sake." 

When you analyze those words, they bear a lot of the 
feelings expressed by students, 
faculty and alumni of North- 
western when Coach Harry 
"Rags" Turpin resigned Mon- 
day after spending more than 
30 of his 54 years as a Demon 
coach. 

The written word pre- 
sents a serious handicap when 
it is used on someone whose 
life-long dedication has been 
service to others. How can pa- 
per and ink express the collec- 
tive sentiments of over 1,000 
athletes who have played 
under "Rags" Turpin? 

Turpin is a native of 
L'Argent, a Louisiana fishing 

community on the Mississippi River. At Natchitoches High 
School, Louisiana "Normal" and Tulane University he was 
a star halfback and ten-flat sprinter in track. During these 
days he received the nickname "Rags," because opposing 
players frequently tore his jersey trying to grab the slip- 
pery scatback. 

At the age of 24 he became Assistant Football Coach 
at Northwestern. At 32 he succeeded H. Lee Prather as 
Head Coach. He hasn't missed a Demon football game 
since 1925. 

As time passed, Coach Turpin used different systems 
and different formations. But his fundamental beliefs to- 
day are the same that they were 30 years ago. "Desire" 
has been the password at Demonland. "If a man wants to 
play ball, he'll see to it that he's good enough," he has 
often said. 

Rather than weight or experience, Turpin prefers a 
fighting player with "that old Demon spirit." His teams 
have been noted for hard but clean play. 

Throughout the 30 years, Turpin has taught his 
charges that football is primarily a game for men. Probab- 
ly many Demons did not fit into that category when they 
first stepped on the NSC practice field. After four years 
under "Rags" Turpin, however, very few "boys" have 
walked away from Demon Stadium. 

Thirty years at one institution may not seem like 
much of a "Rags to Riches" story. But when the thousands 
of life-long friends he has made are taken into account, the 
wealth of "Rags" Turpin is surpassed by few indeed. 

The same unselfish devotion and high principles that 
have marked his association with Northwestern football 
players has been the trademark of "Rags" Turpin in his 
home town. He has built up such a reputation, that no one 
was surprised when he recently donated a plot of land for 
the new hospital. 

Although he has resigned his coaching position, 
"Rags" Turpin remains at Northwestern as Athletic Di- 
rector — a position he has held for five years.

The arts of electric and acetylene 
welding are changing but the Nat- 
chitoches Trade school intends to 
keep up with the latest methods 
and machines in the field. 

Wednesday night under the di- 
rection of Carl Tolar, in charge of 
welding and machine shop work, 
school arranged for a demonstra- 
Henry McTyre, director of thy 
tion of Heli-Arc welding by Mau- 
rice J. Simpson, sales manager of 
Louisiana Welding Supply Co. 

Representatives of many Nat- 
chitoches businesses were on hand 
to see the machine operated. 
Among them were C. E. Collins 
and Son, Raymond Breazeale, T. G. 
T„ and the Industrial Arts Depart- 
ment at NSC. 

The main interest was the ability 
of the machine to successfully weld 
aluminum, stainless steel, cast al- 
uminum as well as all other metals 
that have to be handled in repair 
and manufacturing processes. 

Heretofore, no really safe meth- 
od of joining aluminum or stainless 
has been found. The penetration of 
unsatisfactory by either the stand- 
joints and reinforcements had been 
ard electric welding or acetylene 
methods. 

The new machine employs a 
combination of hand techniques of 
the two methods by use of an elec- 
trode in the right hand and a rod 
of metal in the left but the join- 
ing is done electrically. A combin- 
ation of electric power, water to 
cool the electrode and argon gas 
to make the weld is used. The ma- 
chine is about $1,000, in the price 
class of better electric welders. 

The local trade school is the only 
school in north Louisiana with this 
facility and virtually the only trade 
school in the state so equipped. 
A great amount of work in repair 
and construction will be done by 
this method in the future. It's com- 
mercial use has been increasing 
since the method was introduced in, 
1942. It is noted that in some sec- 
tions of the country, primarily the 
west coast, a great deal of the for- 
mer electric and acetylene gas 
equipment is now considered obso- 
lete, most especially where alum- 
inum and stainless are part of fab- 
rication or repair work. 1

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Two-Way Dilemma 

As one harried student put it, "Mother told me there 
would be days like this — but she didn't say they would 
come in a row." 

We haven't seen such a collection of sad faces on the 
campus since the Dodgers had the Yankees two up. And 
the reason? "Six-weeks' grades." 

This system of giving "six-weeks' grades" to freshmen 
was installed at Northwestern to give the frosh a second, 
second chance. Judging from the results, the system came 
none too soon. 

We have heard of several classes in which 75 per cent 
of the students received "F" grades at the end of six 
weeks. These may be extreme cases, but the over-all aver- 
age is undoubtedly much lower than what the frosh were 
hoping for. 

It isn't a one-sided problem. The situation is worry- 
ing many faculty members as much as it is worrying the 
failing students. The "reason," most agree, is lowered 
standards in the public schools. But the "answer," if there 
is one at this stage of the game, hasn't shown up yet. 

While the professors are seeking a way to do four 
years' work in eighteen weeks, however, students can al- 
leviate the "problem" a great deal in two ways. 

Firtsly, they can show enough concern over the low 
marks to puli themselves up by their own bootstraps. 

Secondly, they should not assume a defeatist attitude 
and "quit" in mid-stream. 

Even though it may require a little extra time, there 
is little doubt that 95 per cent of the students at North- 
western can achieve passing grades by the end of the se- 
mester. It is not uncommon for some one who shows con- 
cern over his marks to raise them as much as three letter 
grades. 

Abe Lincoln, for instance, wasn't a clock-watcher in 
his "learning" days. That stuff about burning the midnight 
oil may be for the birds, but how about burning the eleven 
o'clock oil or even ten o'clock oil? 

Even if there were no electricity on the Northwestern 
campus, the "six-weeks' grades" would leave the impres- 
sion that Demonland is a poor market for that brand of oil.

McNew Roils Along As Leading Gainer 



Like "Ole Man River," North- 
western quarterback "Red" McNew 
just keeps rollin' along as the lead- 
ing ground-gainer on the Demon 
squad. 

McNew picked up 99 more yards 
in NSC's 18-6 win over Howard 
Payne to bring his season total to 
385 yards in 64 cracks at the line, 
an average of six per try. 

Fullback Charlie Tolar and half- 
back Charlie Hennigan remained 
in second and third positions. To- 
lar has picked up 297 yards in 82 
runs and Hennigan 216 in 55 for 
averages of 3.6 and 3.9 yards, re- 
spectively. 

Sophomore Dale Hoffpauir click- 
ed on four of eight passes against 
Howard Payne to bring his team- 
leading total to 18 completions in 
37 heaves for 199 yards and one 
touchdown. 

End Billy Jack Booth caught two 
McNew passes to increase his lead 



in the pass-receiving department. 
He has now snagged eight for 120 
yards and one touchdown. Next in 
catches is "Brudder" Wampold 
with four for 36 yards, while "Doc" 
Bankston is second in yardage. He 
has caught three for 53 yards. 

It's McNew all the way in punt- 
ing, punt returns and kickoff re- 
turns. The red-haired Ferriday 
alumnus has punted 21 times for 
an average of 30.6 yards, returned 
four punts for 110 yards and re- 
turned eight kickoffs for 159 yards. 

He trails Tolar by one point in 
scoring. Tolar has scored 25 and 
McNew 24 this season. 

McNew also leads the team in 
pass interceptions, with three steals 
returned a total of 68 yards.

Experiences in the meaning and methods of 
democracy begin early and continue through the child's 
entire school life. 

Observing National Education Week November 11-17, 
the V. L. Roy Chapter of the Future Teachers of America 
will present a radio program each night from Monday, 
November 12, through Friday, November 17. at 5:45 p. m. 

The programs will consist of skits concerning educa- 
tion, its problems and its- joys. The programs will feature 
many Northwestern students in the field of education. 
Highlighting the week's activities will be an FTA Meeting

Coming Soviet Debacle 



Editor's Note — Dr. Medford Evans is a Social Sci- 
ences professor at Northwestern. Before coming to 
NSC, he served with the Atomic Energy Commission 
for eight years, was editor of "Facts Forum" and 
author of "The Secret War For The A-Bomb." The 
The Current Sauce asked Dr. Evans to write a guest 
editorial on the present turn of events in Egypt and 
Hungary. The following is his reply. 

Communism started to crack up last February, when 
Krushchev's speech against Stalin revealed and deepened 
the great fissure in the Communist mind. No organization 
can survive such total schizophrenia. 

Now the eruption in Hungary and the awkward ges- 
tures toward Suez demonstrate a sharp decline in Soviet 
competence. It is the beginning of the end. Lenin was bril- 
liant. Stalin was brutal. Bulganin is bewildered. (By the 
way, where is Khrushchev? Passed out, probably.) 

The trouble with the Soviet world is that it cannot 
succeed without the Near East, and it cannot succeed in 
the Near East. The isthmus of Suez is not only a conven- 
ience to sea power, it can always be commanded by sea 
power. In this kind of power, compared to the West, Soviet 
Russia is feeble. 

From the military point of view, Suez is less a sea 
lane than a land bridge. The connection it offers England 
to the Orient is less important than the connection it might 
offer Russia to North Africa. (This has been pointed out 
by F. A. Voigt, London correspondent of "National Re- 
view.") Thus, when the English and French take Suez at 
the cost of blocking the Canal, they are not cutting off 
their nose to spite their face. They are sacrificing a lesser 
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advantage to make sure that the Soviet Union does not gain 
a greater advantage. 

Frustrated in the Near East, the Communists are 
desperate in Eastern Europe. They are sowing the drag- 
on's teeth in Hungary, and they will not survive the har- 
vest. 

In their desperation they may attack the West direct- 
ly. If they do, then, as General Gruenther has indicated, 
they will be destroyed. 



Records Vs. Demonaires 

Several comments have reached the ears of The Cur- 
rent Sauce regarding the decision to sever the relation- 
ships between Northwestern's exhibition gymnastic team 
and the Demonaires. 

In the past, the Demonaires have provided accom- 
panying music for the gymnastic shows. Now, recorded 
music serves this purpose. This announcement, when it 
was made several weeks ago, was met with mixed emotions 
and obvious disillusionment by both the gymnasts and 
Demonaires. 

It seems to us that records music in the place of the 
Demonaires detracts from the tradition of "Northwestern's 
Travelling Salesmen of Good Will." Certainly recorded 
music is cheaper and of a higher quality, but is the primary 
purpose of the gymnastic tours creating a professional-like 
show or creating a favorable impression of Northwestern 
throughout the state? 

If the latter is true, then a great opportunity in this 
direction is being missed when recorded music replaces 
NSC's own Demonaires. We hope that this will be taken in- 
to consideration when next year's tour is planned. 

In the meantime, all Northwestern students should 
come to the Fine Arts Auditorium Tuesday night to see 
one of the finest reasons for Northwestern being the best 
college in the state.

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The Changes Involved 



Northwestern's Student Body Constitution requires 
that any proposed amendments to the constitution be pub- 
lished in three consecutive issues of The Current Sauce 
before the students vote on the amendments. 

Because of this, we are running the four proposed 
amendments which will come up for a vote December 17. 
They will also appear in the next issue and the issue follow- 
ing that. 

But we believe that a student newspaper should at- 
tempt to clarify the terminology of such amendments, and 
for that reason we will attempt to explain the changes 
which will take place in the constitution if the amend- 
ments are passed. 

The amendment to Article IV concerns qualifications 
for student body officers. The key sentence in the amend- 
ment is, "Only the president of the college will have the 
power to place a student on disciplinary probation as far as 
this constitution is concerned." 

If the amendment is passed, this sentence will be add- 
ed to the statement in the constitution preventing a stu- 
dent on disciplinary probation from running for — or hold- 
ing — a student body office. 

The two amendments to Article VIII were recom- 
mended to the Student Council by Dr. Eugene Watson, 
chairman of the Student Publications Committee, after the 
committee had met and discussed the possibilities of both 
amendments. 

Their main purpose is to make the "Potpourri" and 
the "Current Sauce" budgets completely self-supporting. 
In the past, the editors of the two publications have receiv- 
ed their scholarships from the general Student Body fund. 

The only real addition involved is a half-time scholar- 
ship for the Associate Editor of the "Potpourri" and the 
Associate Editor of the "Current Sauce." 

There is no such position on the "Current Sauce" staff 
now, but if the amendment is passed an Associate Editor 
whos« main duties will consist of circulation will be added 
to the staff. As a result, the staff might be able to improve 
its circulation to the extent of delivering copies of the- 
newspaper to each dormitory. 

The amendment to Article IX changes the maximum 
amount available on short-range loans from §25 to $50. In 
this manner, the fund can help those students on working 
scholarships who need the first month's living costs in ad- 
vance. 

We urge all Northwestern students to study these 
amendments carefully before the election December 17. 
The Current Sauce will attempt to clarify the amendments 
even further during the next two issues with "guest edi- 
torials." 



Proposed Amendments 

ARTICLE IV 

Article IV, Section 3, Sub-Section B, Paragraph 8, 
shall be amended to read, "No person who is on disciplin- 
ary probation is eligible to run for office, and must forfeit 
the office if placed on disciplinary probation. Only the 
president of the college will have the power to place a stu- 
dent on disciplinary probation as far as this constitution 
is concerned." 

ARTICLE VIII 

Article VIII, Section 2, Sub-Section B. shall be amend- 
ed to provide that, retroactively effective at the beginning 
of the 1956-57 Student Body year, there shall be paid from 
the "Potpourri" funds scholarships to the members of the

Ellender To Speak 
Here On Tuesday 

Senator Allen J. Ellender, who has recently returned from 
inspection trips in the Far East and Russia, will speak to the 
Northwestern student body and faculty at an assembly at 11 
a. m. Tuesday in the NSC Fine Arts auditorium. i 



Senator Ellender, who has 
been a member of the U. S. 
Senate for 20 years, will come 
to Northwestern at the personal 
invitation of President John S. Ky- 
ser. 

One of the mosf." well-traveled 
men in Congress, the senior senator 
from Louisianji-feSs since 1946 made 
five complete 4i*ips around the 
world and has visited all countries 
except two. 

He returned on Nov. 2 Of this 
year from an inspection tour which 
took him to all of the nations of 
the Far East, except Red China. He 
spent much time in Korea, Form- 
osa, Indonesia, Afghanistan, Paki- 
stan and India. 

In August he visited Russia 
where he traveled 7,500 miles in 
this country alone, including a 
visit to the new agricultural lands 
recently opened up in Siberia. 
While in Russia, he talked with top 
Communist leaders including boss 
Nikita Khrushchev. He also visited 
Turkey, Italy, France and Sweden. 
A trip to the Holy Land was also 
part of his itinerary this year. 

With 20 years of service, Senator 
Ellender is outranked by only five 
Members of the Senate. 

He is chairman of the Agricul- 
ture and Forestry committee of the 
Senate and is number three man on 



the powerful Senate Appropriations 
Committee. 

A native of Houma, the senator 
is a graduate of St. Aloysius Col- 
lege in New Orleans and Tulane 
University, where at the latter he 
received a degree in law. He has 
been a city attorney (Houma). dis- 
trict attorney (Terrebonne Parish), 
and was elected to the U. S. Sen- 
ate in November, 1936, where he 
has been re-elected three times 
without opposition. 

He has been an active member 
of the Senate Agriculture Commit- 
tee since 1937, serving as chairman 
of the committee during the 82nd 
Congress in 1951-52, and as rank- 
ing Democratic member during the 
83rd Congress. He succeeded to the 
chairmanship once again with the 
advent of the Democratic-control- 
led 84th Congress. 

After holding hearings 
throughout the nation as a member 
of the special Senate Agriculture 
Committee in 1937, he assisted in 
the drafting of the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act of 1938, which forms 
the basis of our present farm pro- 
gram. 

He recently accepted, "to better 
serve Louisiana," appointment as 
chairman of a sub-committee of the 
Senate Appropriations Committee, 
the Public Works sub-committee, 
which is concerned with appropri- 
ations for rivers and harbors, flood 
control and atomic energy, as well 
as all types of power.

LITTLE MAN ON CAMPUS

In one of the many means of demonstrating public 
opinion toward the Soviet Union's recent action in Hun- 
gary, Mr. Christopher Emmet, chairman of the American 
Friends of the Captive Nations, has called for an individual 
boycott of the Soviet Union. 

The American Friends of the Captive Nations, whose 
offices are at 62 West 45th Street, New York 36, N. Y.. is 
a non-political group of men and women who join in advo- 
cating foreign policy aimed at liberating the captive na- 
tions. 

Among the members of its steering committee are 
such well-known political leaders as Representative Wal- 
ter Judd and Senator John Kennedy. 

This group originated the idea of "The Hungary 
Pledge," believing that something of this nature is essen- 
tial to crystallize the profound and passionate sympathy 
of the American people for the Hungarian people by some 
action which individuals can take to show that they are 
with the Hungarians in spirit. 

If you desire to subscribe formally to "The Hungary 
Pledge," you may sign it and mail it directly to the address 
listed above. We would prefer, however, that you bring or 
mail it to The Current Sauce, because we would be inter- 
ested in knowing what percentage of NSC students are in- 
terested enough, and feel strongly enough, to sign the 
pledge. 



The Hungary Pledge 

The Soviet regime having by the Hungarian massacre 
demonstrated once again its isolation from the moral com- 
munity, I pledge that until all Soviet troops and police are 
withdrawn from Hungary, I will enter into no economic, 
social, political or cultural relations with that regime, or 
any of its domestic adherents or institutions, or with any 
Soviet citizens abroad (since these must act whether vol- 
untarily or not as representatives of the regime), or with 
any persons or institutions freely condoning the Hungar- 
ian massacre, except for the sole purpose of persuading 
such individuals to defect.

Frexy On Amendments 

(Editor's Note — This week The Current Sauce has invited Stu- 
dent Body president Don Morgan to write a "guest editorial" con- 
cerning the proposed amendments to the Student Body constitution 
which will come before the Student Body December 17. The fol- 
lowing is president Morgan's reply.) 

Why have amendments to a constitution? No consti- 
tution can be written to perfection. One of the jobs of our 
Student Council is to continuously study the Northwest- 
ern Student Body constitution and present the needed 
changes to the Student Body for their approval, in order to 
have a more efficient student government. 

Under our present constitution, which was adopted 
last spring, each amendment must be published in The 
Current Sauce for three consecutive weeks before these 
amendments can be voted on by the Student Body. This 
measure was taken so that each student could become fam- 
iliar with the amendments so that they will know what 
they are voting for. If these amendments are passed by 
the Student Body, just what will they mean? Article IV, 
Section 2, Sub-Section B, Paragraph 8 will state that if a 
student is placed on disciplinary probation by any of the 
discipline boards on the campus, the president of the col- 
lege will also have to state that the student is on disciplin- 
ary probation by any of the discipline boards on the cam- 
pus, the president of the college will also have to state that 
the student is on disciplinary probation. Only when the 
president has so stated will a student be ineligible to run 
for a Student Body office, and if he is holding an office he 
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will have to resign. 

If Article IX is passed, the amount of money a student 
may borrow from the short-range loan fund will be increas- 
ed from $25 to $50. The service charge of $.50 per loan 
will remain the same. 

Concerning Article VIII, Section 2, Sub-Section B, 
under our present constitution the editors of the "Pot- 
pourri" and the "Current Sauce" receive full-time scholar- 
ships which are paid out of the general Student Body 
fund. The business- managers of the two publications re- 
ceive 20% from the advertising sales, not to exceed a full- 
time scholarship. The money each business manager re- 
ceives is taken out of the respective publication's budget. 

After much consideration, the Student Council pre- 
sents these amendments to the Student Body for your rati- 
fication. We of the Student Council hope that you, the Stu- 
dent Body, will study each of these amendments and on 
Monday, December 17, go to the polls and vote.

of advertising.) 

Article VET, Section 2, Sub-Section B, shall be amend- 
ed to provide that, retroactively effective at the beginning 
of the 1956-1957 Student Body year, there shall be paid 
from the "Current Sauce" funds scholarships to the mem- 
bers of the "Current Sauce" staff as follows: one full-time 
scholarship to each the Editor and the Business Manager, 
and one half-time scholarship to the Associate Editor (the 
Editor would no longer receive a scholarship payment 
from the general Student Body fund; and the Business 
Manager would no longer receive a percentage of the 
revenue from the sale of advertising.) In the event that the 
Editor, Associate Editor and/ or Business Manager does not 
attend college during the summer session, the individuals 
who serve in their respective places shall receive their 
respective salaries.

You will see her almost anywhere you go — Dining Hall, assemblies, movies, Rendez- 
vous, classes, on the campus — and you will alvr ,ys see her smiling. The only thing about her 
that is different from any other Northwester 1 student is her wheel chair. 

Marcia Fincher decided to 
come to Northwestern last 
summer, and enrolled here this 
fall. She is" a speech correction ma- 
jor from Homer. 

Marcia was a victim of polio in 
1951, when she was in the ninth 
grade. For several months sh e stay- 
ed in the Shreveport polio center, 
and then went to Warm Springs 
where she made up a year of high 
school she had missed. 

Afterwards, back at Homer, she 
spent three yea s in high school, 
graduating in 1D55. After gradu- 
ation came an eight-month stay at 
a New Orleans hospital. 

It was at the New Orleans cen- 
ter that Marcia developed an inter- 
est i» speech. During the months 
there she did some work with chil- 
dren who had cerebral palsy and 
speech defects. She plans to work 
with children in their speech prob- 
lems when she graduates from NSC. 

Marcia chose Northwestern be- 
cause of its reputation in speech 
training and speech correction, al- 
though it is not the nearest col- 
lege to her home. 

She says that she has to study 
a good bit. She is taking social 
studies, speech, English, math and 
other freshman subjects. 

Harold Flurry, also from Homer, 
and Dot Herrington of Shreveport, 
who is also a freshman speech ma- 
jor living in Agnes Morris, usually 
help her to get to her classes. For 
those on second floors or for other 
places up stairs such as the Dining 
Hall, the chair is pulled up back- 
wards. 

Marcia's chair is an ordinary por- 
table model with a detachable arm 
rest. In a speech class recently, she 
demonstrated tht technique of oper- 
ating it for one of her speeches. 

She is the oldest of three child- 
rex, having a 16-year-old brother 
and a three year-old-sister. She is 
19 years old, a brunette with brown 
eyes and a quick smile.

The spirit of the occasion seems to have settled on the 
campus for the last week. There has been an unexplained 
"warmth" that certainly hasn't stemmed from the weather. 

Christmas seems to be the only time of the year that 
people don't worry too much about getting knifed in the 
back. Every one forgets that the world ir- populated by 
crooks and for a couple of weeks there is truly "Peace on 
Earth, Good Will Toward Men." 

That is why we think it is so bad when some one vio- 
lates this Christmas spirit. The worst mistake the Japanese 
made was to attack Pearl Harbor with only 16 shopping 
days till Christmas. Germany would probably be a lot 
closer to rehabilitation now if Von Rundsted hadn't tHed 
to play Santa Claus for the people of Paris with the Bel- 
gian break-through. 

Many philosophers have remarked that it is a shame 
that this spirit can't be carried over into the other 11 ¥2 
months. If it were, however, there would be no reason for 
people to be especially happy during the Christmas season. 



Conquest Through Comparison 

"Conquest Through Comparison" might well be term- 
ed the central theme of the off-the-cuff speech delivered 
by Senator Allen J. Ellender in the Fine Arts Auditorium 
Tuesday morning, and we have seldom witnessed an add- 
ress of that nature that was better received by its audience. 

"When you speak to a man like Khruschev, as I did for 
two hours- and 38 minutes," the Senator stated, "you soon 
learned that that man has some sincerity in his system, 
that what he savs about Communism I don't agree with 
but he might. Why should we question it?" 

Continuing, the veteran of 20 years in the Senate 
offered the basic idea behind his approach to world rela- 
tions. "And when he asked me in conversation whether I 
would agree to let Communism and democracy live side 
by side, I said on only one condition. 'What's that,' he said. 
I said on the condition that you would let the people them- 
selves judge whether they want Democracy or Commun- 
ism." 

Later in the program Senator Ellender came bac v +0 
th ; * idea, ?avins. "Ji it's vour desire to c ? n our w»v of Hfe 
to the Russians, do it objectively. Say what it is and at least 
give them an ounce of sincerity .... In that way, we will 
be able, in my humble judgment, to live side by side, and 
they will soon learn that our wav of life is so much better 
than theirs that it is just a question of time. It's just that 
simple." 

One of the very few criticisms of the address probably 
referred to this point. Leaving the assembly, one faculty 
member was overheard remarking to another, "The solu- 
tion isn't as simple as Senator Ellender seems to think it 

iSfc" 

That is undoubtedly true. But in our opinion the sena- 
tor was proposing an attitude rather than a definite course 
cf action. It is a positive approach to winning over the Rus- 
sian"?, and w*» would not classttv ; * ^ "^aceful coexist- 
ence" in the lone-range sense of the term. 

Whatever the senator's r^an was. it. must have had its 
merits to keen a few hundred Northwestern students spell- 
bound in their seats while the "dinner bell" rang.

Article IV, Section 3, Sub-Sectioa B, Paragraph 8, 
shaW be amended to read, "No person who is on disciplin- 
ary probation is eligible to run for office, and must forfeit 
the office if placed on disciplinary probaticn.

Tis Christmas again ! 

"For unto you is born this day in the city of David a Sa- 
vior, which is Christ the Lord."— St. Luke 2:11. 

The first Christmas was that day nearly two thousand 

years ago when Jesus was born 

of Mary in a Utile town in Ju- 
dea . . . Bethlehem. Since then, 
in Christian countries, Christmas 
has been the most important and 
meaningful day of the year. 

At first this holy day was kept 
by reverent ceremonies in the 
Christian churches, but as time 
went on many customs were adapt- 
ed, often pagan in origin, and some 
so objectionable that our own New 
England colonies in 1659 passed a 
law making Christmas celebration 
a penal offense. 

Today, no holiday is so dear to 
the hearts of children and grown- 
ups alike. Reverent and beautiful 
church celebrations bring joy to 
everyone. Custom brings in the 
Christmas Tree, holly, mistletoe 
and Santa Claus, who is Christmas 
to children, and who, although of 
traditional origin, was a real per- 
son. 

Toward the end of the third cen- 
tury, a child named Nicholas was 
born in Lycia, Asia Minor, and he 
became a Bishop who was a mem- 
ber of the Council of Nicea in 325. 
He was famed for his kindness. 

One story is told of how he help- 
ed three poor maidens who had no 
suitors. He filled three purses with 
goid and took them to the homes 
of the maidens. With such dowries, 
the maidens soon married. From 
then on, unexpected gifts were 
credited to Nicholas, our St. Nich- 
olas or Santa Claus. 

From Norway comes the story 
that Santa Claus comes down the 
chimney. Here the goddess Hertha 
appeared in the fireplace, bringing 
good fortune to the house. 

The giving of gifts at Christmas 
bespeaks those early gifts of the 
Wise Men to the Holy Child.

Five Dorms, Dining Hall Approved 

The State Board of Education has approved a plan which will provide two extra 
men's housing units on the Northwestern campus by the fall semester of 1957, Director of 
Student Relations Dudley Fulton announced yesterday. 

One of these will result from the conversion of the top floor of Demon Stadium into 

a dormitory housing 25 men 
students. Dean Fulton said the 
largest rooms on the campus 
will be located in the stadium. 

At present the space is being 
used as a warehouse. 

Plans are also being drawn up 
for remaking the shop area in West 
Barracks into dormitory space for 
50 men and a house director. The 
garage and auto-repair shop locat- 
ed there now will be moved into 
the warehouse just below the park- 
ing lot. 

Three dorms — two for women, 
and one for men — and new din- 
ing facilities should be ready for 
student use by 1958, since NSC of- 
ficials were recently granted ap- 
proval on a federal government 
housing loan for the amount of $1, 
073,000.00. 

President John S. Kyser was noti- 
fied by United States Senator Allen 
J. Ellender that the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency in Washing- 
ton had approved Northwestern's 
application to issue revenue bonds 
for the construction of the new fa- 
cilities. 

The State Board of Education 
originally authorized Northwestern 
to apply for one million dollars. 
Because of the rising cost of build- 
ing materials, however, the Board, 
permitted the college to add $73, 
000 to the original application. 

The approval of the loan is the 
result of the efforts of the NSC 
administration to provide addition- 
al and better housing and dining 
facilities for all students. Presi- 
dent Kyser stated that the new 
buildings will play a significant 
part in meeting the urgent needs 
of the present as well as the greater 
enrs that will be brought about by 
incrasing enrollments in the years 
ahead. 

He added that construction of the 
new buildings will begin as soon 
as possible. The tentative locations 
have been decided. Probable site 
for one of the women's dorms will 
be the present site of the Home 
Management House. 

The new men's dorm will be lo- 
cated slightly west of Caspari Hall 
and will be joined to Caspari by a 
lounge which will be used by both 
units. The other women's dorm will 
be off Sibley Drive extension on 
"Blueberry" Hill across from the 
recently-begun biological sciences 
building. 

Each housing unit will be two 
stories high, constructed of fire- 
proof brick and with various 
streamlined features including a 
house director's apartment, student 
lounge, recreation room and two- 
way communication system. 

A meeting was held yesterday at 
which specific questions concern- 
ing the new dorms were decided.

If you are the victim of an automobile accident or a 
disabling disease, experts in modern rehabilitation can do 
much more to help you back to a useful life today than in 
the horse-and-buggy days. But your big problem would be 
to find the experts. There aren't nearly enough to go 
'round. 

A battle for greater professional competence in the 
care of the disabled has long been waged by the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. Through its profession- 
al education program, scientists, doctors and other profes- 
sional workers are supported during advanced training in 
specialties vital to the care of polio patients. 

Since 1938, when the National Foundation came into 
being, this program has required $24,900,000 in March of 
Dimes funds) — almost as much as the Foundation's total 
research investment that financed development of the 
Salk vaccine. 

Some 80.000 Americans born too soon to benefit 
from the vaccine need the kind of care that only trained 
professional personnel can provide. 

Before the National Foundation launched its profes- 
sional education program, only 300 hospitals admitted 
polio patients, and few doctors or nurses had information 
concerning the disease deemed adequate by today's stand- 
dards. Patients remained at home, and if paralyzed, were 
often neglected through lack of facts available to the. phy- 
sician as well as family. 

Today, about 2,000 hospitals admit polio patients, 
and 15 respiratory and rehabilitation centers are support- 
ed -by the National Foundation for the benefit of those 
with breathing difficulty or serious crippling. 

Additionally, the National Foundation assists in rais- 
ing professional standards by giving aid to medical schools, 
collaborating with and supporting professional associ- 
ations and by granting scholarships and fellowships. Dr. 
Jonas E. Salk of Salk vaccine fame received one of these 
fellowships in 1942. 

Despite the large numbers of scientists, doctors and 
other professional workers who have received assistance 
under the National Foundation's program there is still a 
dangerous nationwide shortage shortage in these services, 
the National Foundation warns. 

As the end of the semester draws near, The Current 
Sauce can think of no better cause to lend its support to 
than this. The 1957 March of Dimes is a battle which we 
can all help win.

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Evans Vs. Eggheads 



An article by Dr. Medford Evans of the Northwestern 
Department of Social Sciences appeared in "Human 
Events" last month. A reprint of the article, entitled "Why 
I Am An Anti-Intellectual," recently found its way to The 
Current Sauce desk, and we would like to pass on a few se- 
lected portions to you. 

In the opening sentence, Dr. Evans states, "I am an 
anti-intellectual because intellectuals, as the term is now 
used, are treacherous and stupid." That properly sets the 
stage for his definition of an intellectual as "one who 

"(a) thinks it is all right for a Government employee to 
be a Communist, but wrong for him to represent a business 
corporation, 

"(b) thinks atomic secrets should be published, but ad- 
mires Communists who plead the Fifth Amendment, 

"(c) thinks American fear of communism is hysteria, 
but that Soviet fear of 'capitalist encirclement' is only what 
one must expect, 

"(d) thinks 'Jim Crow' must be ended now, but that 
the Hindu caste system requires enormous patience, 

"(e) thinks it outrageous that veteran Congressional 
investigator J. B. Matthews should have in effect accused 
Harry F. Ward and Jack McMichael of pro-communism, 
but splendid that 'liberal' G. Bromley Oxnam should have 
done the same thing, 

"(f) thinks theology is intellectually ridiculous, but 
that professors of theology who attack capitalism deserve 
great respect, 

"(g) thinks that Dr. Kinsey, the sex expert, was cor- 
rect in saying that science has no concern with morals, and 
that the real greatness of Dr. Oppenheimer is seen in his 
'moral' objections to the hydrogen bomb, 

"(h) thinks that Supreme Court decisions must be 
carried out because they are the 'law of the land,' and that 
Lincoln's defiance of the Dred Scott decision was a mark 
of his magnanimous patriotism, 

"(i) thinks Stalin alive was the well-meaning prisoner 
of sinister men in the Kremlin, and that Stalin dead is a 
sinister tyrant from whom the well-meaning men in the 
Kremlin are fortunately delivered, 

"(j) thinks the radioactive fall-out of U. S. H-bomb 
tests is highly dangerous, and that fall-out which seems to 
come from Soviet territory shows that the Soviets treat 
their scientists better than we do ours and so have bigger 
and better H-bombs, and 

"(k) thinks that, of course, communism is bad; but 
that it is unshakably in the saddle in Russia and China; that 
Soviet power is forging irresistibly ahead of the West; and 
that the real danger is anti-communism." 

Having thus defined intellectuals, Dr. Evans next di- 
vides them into groups. According to Dr. Evans, "intellec- 
tuals are generally classifiable as follows: 

"(1) those who believe Soviet power must be checked, 
but do not know how to check it and are opposed to every 
practical suggestion for checking it, such as positive asser- 
tion of U. S. sovereignty in the protection of every U. S. in- 
terest, 

"(2) those who regretfully accept the idea of Soviet 
world power as 'inevitable, but think it 'hysterical' to admit 
their view in public, 

"(4) those who actively — under more or less transpar- 
ent cloaks — cooperate with the Communists to bring about 
Soviet world power." 

These two quotes from the article are certainly the 
equivalent of an advanced Social Sciences course themsel- 
ves. But the rest is just as forthright, and by the time the 
end is reached, we are prone to agree with Dr. Evans when 
he concludes, "Come to think of it, I am anti-intellectual 
because I am pro-intellect."

No Extra Qualifications

Mrs. Graham is one of 
several Southern and 
Louisiana Ba. tist leaders 
who will be on the YWA 
50th Anniversary pro- 
gram here. An estimated 
500 young women from 
all parts of the State are 
expected to attend. The 
five Baptist churches 
here are hosts, and mem- 
bers of the churches are 
housing the visiting dele- 
gates. 

Mrs. Graham possesses 
a highly colorful background of 
missionary work in the Holy Land. 
She says in an antobiographical 
sketch, "I was born November 17, 
1916 in Hallettsville, Texas, and 
moved to San Antonio with my fam- 
ily at the age of three. I attended 
the First Baptist Church . . . until 
I left for Baylor. 

"I was converted at the age of 
eight, being greatly influenced by 
a Sunday School teacher. When I 
was ten ... I felt God definitely 
calling me into special service. At 
the age of 12 I was baptized by Dr. 
I. E. Gates into membership at the 
First Baptist Church, San Antonio. 
After graduating from Thos. Jef- 
ferson High School in San Antonio, 
I went to Baylor, graduating in

"In August, 1938 I married James 
Henry Hagood . . . and in January 
of 1940 we entered Southwest Sem- 
inary.

Russell Library Gets 100,000th Book 



Speaks At Wesley 

"Students are the thinking body 
of the world" said Silu Macwan, of 
Alahahad, India, in his informal 
message to students at the Wesley 
Foundation Sunday morning. 

He went on to say that the stu- 
dents should use their positions to 
an advantage, to help advance the 
condition of Christianity. 

Macwan has been in the United 
States studying argiculture and 
dairying to help advance the farm- 
ing in India. 

According to Macwan, the nor- 
mal foreign opinion of India is that 
it is a land of Tigers, cobras and 
rich men who indulge in horse 
racing, diarribnd buying, and have 
100 wives. However, agriculture 
dominates the scene in India. 

India, too. is deeply religious. 
The students take special interest 
in his country. "Each one teach 
one" is the plan followed by stu- 
dents who spend their summers in 
country villages teaching new 
methods of agriculture, improving 
such things as homemaking and 
civic conditions. 

Education in India is equal for 
men and women. 

One of the major problems con- 
cerning welfare of the Indian peo- 
ple today, reported Macwan, is the 
need for a larger supply of milk. 
Part of this problem stems from a 
belief that the cow is sacred and 
should not be used for economical 
purposes. 

The schools in India, said Alec- 
wan, are trying to provide milk to 
students at least twice a day.

Dr. Watson stated that the first book to be received in 
the NSC library was Adam Smith's "Wealth of Nations," 
published in 1818 and acquired November 5, 1885, in the 
Louisiana State Normal School library. 

"Wealth of Nations" is now kept in the rare books col- 
lection. A gift of the Commercial Library in New Orleans, 
it was rebound in 1925. Dr. Watson added that book nunn 
ber 100,000 was published this year. It has been placed in 
the reading shelves alongside hundreds of other recent 
books on many subjects. 
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National Brotherhood Week 

National observance of "Brotherhood Week" will be- 
gin Sunday, and the occasion will be noted at Northwest- 
ern — as elsewhere throughout the nation — by special ser- 
vices among the various religious group. "Brotherhood 
Week" is sponsored by the National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews. 

An understanding of brotherhood is- as essential as an 
understanding of the ABC's these days. The only "isola- 
tionists" are the human ostriches who stick their heads in 
the sand, and if you are going to work side by side with a 
person of a different race, faith or nationality from your 
own. you should certainly try to understand him. 

"Brotherhood" also seems to be a term whose defini- 
tion has lost its critical approach. In other words, every- 
' one is for it. Although they may favor it in different ways 
or to varying degrees, all must admit that they're "for it." 

One of the best editorials we've seen concerning "Bro- 
therhood Week" came from the typewriter of Gilbert Love 
of the "Pittsburg Press," and through the NCCJ Brother- 
hood Week Press Committee, we're passing it along to you: 
"A slightly-traveled American suddenly had occasion 
to fly to the other side of the world. Reaching his destin- 
ation after dark, he was perturbed by the sights, sounds 
and smells of the East. He barricaded the door to his hotel 
room as he took a bath, and he thought the waiters who 
served his dinner were as fierce a band of cutthroats as 
had ever appeared outside a copy of the Arabian Nights. 

"He stayed some time at the hotel and, because he 
was alone and often ate at odd hours, he became fairly 
well-acquainted with the waiters in the dining-room. He 
j soon discovered that they had the same basic hopes and 
fears, joys and sorrows, greatness and weakness, as people 
in his own home town. 

"A big, dark man with a scar across his face brought 
out a picture of his small daughter and exhibited it with 
his pride. A younger man spoke of his dream of some day 
' going to America. All the servants were helpful and friend- 
| ly, and seemed genuinely sorrowful when the American 
had to leave. 

"An unusual experience? Not at all. When Kipling 
said the Colonel's lady and Judy O'Grady are sisters under 
J the skin he was stating a fact of life. He might have said 
the same thing about almost any two dwellers on this 
globe. 

"One of the chief benefits of travel is the discovery 
that, despite differences in appearance and mode of living, 
people all over the world are surprisingly alike. 

"Not all of us can travel to far-away places but, of 
course, there are persons of varying exteriors in our own 
' communities. If each of us would make a point of getting 
' better acquainted with just one "different" person we 
would improve our communities, strengthen our nation, 
aid the cause of peace in this troubled world, and enrich 
our own souls. 

"It would be a wonderful way to observe Brotherhood 
Week."

Northwestern's Demons dropped 
into a last-place tic in Gulf States 
Conference standings at Lafayette 
Friday night as the Southwestern 
Louisiana Institute Bulldogs oxer- 
took NSC at halftime and quickly 
pulled away for a 72 to 58 decision. 

Forward Elvin McCann kept the 
Demons even throughout the first 
20 minutes with a 16-point splurge, 
but his teammates couldn't pick up 
the slack as Northwestern counted 
only two points in the first ten min- 
utes of the second hall. 

Charles Bramlet of SLI was high

Writing Our Own Mail 



"Letters to the editor" have been few and far between 
in the first 20 editions of the 1956-57 Current Sauce. Judg- 
ing from past experience, they usually come in bunches 
when some "hot" issue crops up, and there hasn't been 
much news of that sort this year. 

While we are not alarmed at the lack of "fan" mail, 
we would like to see a diversity of opinion in The Current 
Sauce. Because of this, we have recently reprinted several 
articles of interest, both by NSC faculty members and 
others. 

This week several students and faculty members have 
expressed interest in a "letter to the editor" printed in 
Sunday's Shreveport Times, written by a Northwestern 
journalism professor who is on leave working on his doc- 
torate at Iowa, John Merrill. 

Merrill's article concerns the growth of television as 
an educational problem. We'll pass along selected excerpts 
for your inspection: 

"Critics of present-day educational practices in our 
schools have had plenty of 'ills' to lash out at during the 
past several years. But the next decade promises much big- 
ger and more formidable problems in the classroom. Chief 
among them is television." 

"The trend has begun," Merrill writes, wherein a uni- 
versity will be known as "a community of TV cameras and 
transmitting facilities interspersed with actors and com- 
munications technicians." He feels that this will damage 
"the personal situation which good education requires." 

He elaborates on this later, explaining that the one- 
way communication which TV will bring "will lead to 
greater conformity, which breeds sterile minds, hollow 
words, and eventually a drab, colorless and weak society. 
It will likely be the last word in stereotyping for medio- 
crity." 

Merrill feels that concentrating the teaching, potential 
"in the hands of a few who 'have the gospel' " will further 
lull the students of tomorrow into the deep sleep of ignor- 
ance. Projecting the situation to the extreme, he visualizes 
the day "when school buildings and campuses cease to ex- 
ist. Television education centers in certain key locations 
throughout the nation would offer diplomas and degrees 
to everybody right in their living rooms." 

The Current Sauce would welcome hearing from the 
other side of this question.

One-Third Were Brainwashed 

"Approximately one-third of the Americans taken 
prisoner by the Communists in Korea submitted to 'brain- 
washing' to some extent," Major William E. Mayer, one of 
the Army's foremost authorities on Communist indoctrin- 
ation, insists. 

Mayer, who will speak to Northwestern students in an 
all-college assembly at 9 a. m. Thursday, interviewed and 
examined the complete psychiatric records of more than 
1,000 American soldiers released from POW Camps in Ko- 
rea. 

"The Reds' astounding success can be attributed to 
several factors," he states. "A number of American sol- 
diers appeared to have weak loyalties to family, commun- 
ity, country, religion, and their fellow soldiers. They had 
a hazy concept of right and wrong, and too many had a 
lack of religious conviction and a lack of understanding 
of the American political and ecenomic systems." 

"The Korean captors did not try to convert the pris- 
oners to Communist doctrine. Rather, they sought to make 
their own job of control easier by placing each prisoner in 
a sort of spiritual and psychological solitary confinement. 
They did not subject men to physical torture, as a rule. In- 
stead they sought control by invasion of privacy, destruc- 
tion of the individual's dignity, and by building up suspic- 
ion and distrust of fellow Americans." 

"They have an efficient weapon, but we possess a 
better weapon in our American ideals and system. These 
must be used and understood and communicated. We 
must teach in our homes, schools, churches, and finally in 
the military services the duties and responsibilities of citi- 
zenship," Mayor Mayer warns.

"Old Reliable" closes out a brilliant four-year career 
at Northwestern when the Demon basketball team plays 
host to Southeastern's Lions tonight. 

Dick Brown, two-time captain of the Demons, has 
played in every NSC basketball game since the season 
opener his freshman year, and tonight will mark his 118th 
and final appearance in the Purple and White. 

The little guard from 
Oak Grove High School of 
Sabine Parish didn't have 
much fan-fare when he 
came to Northwestern. In 
his freshman year his per- 
game average was a mild 
8.6 points per game. 

In his last three 
years, however, "King Ri- 
chard" has scored more 
than 1,500 points for an 
average of 18.2 points per 
game. And all this from a 
play-maker who was fre- 
quetnly benched for not 
shooting in his first two 
years and still only aver- 
ages 11 field goal at- 
tempts- a game ! 

Brown has scored 1,

I 
cannot help but place Dick Brown in this group. Not only 
is he a great basketball player, but he plays the game with 
a fine spirit which all coaches so desire." 

LSU Coach Harry Rabenhorst, whose Tigers lost to 
Northwestern by 103-78 in the Louisiana Invitational Tour- 
nament when Brown sacked a record-breaking 32 points,

An 18-year-old Hungarian girl, now awaiting entrance 
to Ohio State University, wrote her life story for the Ohio 
State "Lantern," and it reached our hands through the 
"Parade of Opinion" circulated by Associated Collegiate 
Press. 

The girl doesn't consider herself a "freedom fighter," 
but we'll let you decide that after reading the auto-biogra- 
phy. Despite the difference in her life from the "average" 
Northwestern coed, her wants seem pretty much the same. 

Dear Students: 

My name is Erika Schick. I was born in Budapest in 
1938. 1 am now 18 years old. At home I graduated with fly- 
ing colors from Gymnazium, which is similar to your high 
schools. Then, I learned chemistry and decided that I want- 
ed to become a chemist. 

My father was a professional man, an electrical engi- 
neer; only five per cent of the children of professional men 
are allowed to go to the university. The Communists have 
first choice, and my application for college was refused. 
However, the little shop owner can never go to the univer- 
sity and cometimes they cannot even go to the Gymnazium. 

I worked in a textile chemistry factory from Septem- 
ber 1 until October 23. I left Hungary because I wanted to 
finish my education, I was tired of getting told what to do 
and I was tired of agreeing with what I knew were lies. 
But if you disagreed with them you lost your job. 

You must work eight hours a day but you do not earn 
enough to live on. I had to live with my parents since my 
money only covered my clothes. We had plenty of food un- 
til the Russians arrived November 4 and closed the roads 
leading to Budapest. 

I left Budapest November 25. My mother came as far 
as she could, we said goodbye and she went back to Buda- 
pest. There were 12 of us, one an old lady who had to be 
carried by two of the younger boys. 

We were very tired and almost turned back. The Rus- 
sians were looking for us and we had to lie on the ground 
while they shot up flares to find us. If they saw us, they 
would tell us to halt and if we didn't, they would shoot us. 
There were many times when I thought I would never 
make it. We didn't know the way and were afraid we'd go 
in a circle in the dark and end up back in Hungary. During 
our journey,- we had only lemons and apples to eat. 

Once we heard the footsteps of the soldiers; we hid in 
a churchyard. I asked God to help us. The soldiers passed 
by. We went on and about 8 a. m. in the morning we saw a 
custom house and knew we had reached the border. 

Everyone was happy and laughing. But I was both 
happy and sad. I was glad to be free but I thought about 
the people I left behind. 

We got to Vienna and were taken by bus to Salzburg 
and Munich, where we were flown to Camp Kilmer. 

In New York City, I told the officials I wanted to go to 
a university and live with a family. I was sent to Columbus 
to live with Mr. and Mrs. Zacks. 

I would like to get a scholarship and study chemistry. 
You people are very lucky and very fortunate. 

I ask you to help the Hungarian students; we have had 
such a bad life. We like the United States. You have such 
a wonderful life. You can't imagine what it is like to live 
through war. Please, help the Hungarian students !

Is Added to 
P. E. Department 

Something new has been added 
to Northwestern's Health and Phy- 
sical Education Department — a 
class called Phys. Ed. MW35 Aqua- 
tics — and it oromises not only ac- 
quired skills in p. popular sport, but 
plenty of fun and recreation as 
well. 

Students taking the course will 
receive one hour credit. The only 
prerequisite is a swimming test 
which requires the individual to 
swim one-quarter of a mile or 14 
lengths of the NSC pool, and also 
stay afloat for a period of ten 
minutes. 

The course is divided into five 
parts: advanced swimming, canoe- 
ing, rowing, outboaid motor oper- 
ation and skiing. The major por- 
tion of the course is devoted to 
the last two skills. 

Initial classes will be held in the 
Natatorium. but the course will 
later be held at Chaplain Lake and 
Cane River Lake. 

Dr. Capen of Northwestern's phy- 
sical education department, who 
is organizing the course, noted that 
"This course is interesting from 
the standpoint that it is one of 
the few such courses offered in the 
country. It's through the coopera- 
tion of an outboard motor manu- 
facturer that the college is able to 
offer the course." 

The first class will meet Mondav. 
March 4. Phys. Ed. MW35 is limit- 
ed to ten men and ten women 
students, so those interested should 
sign up immediately with Dr. Ca- 
pen as the deadline for registration 
is noon Monday.

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Carondelet's Answer

You may have noticed in recent editions of "The Cur- 
rent Sauce" a few accounts of parties held by Carondelet.

| of the year. 

After refreshments were served, the party moved to 
the basement for group singing, ping pong, dancing and a 
variety of entertainment. Carondelet's own band played 
for the occasion, and the dorm's most talented occupants 
performed for the guests of honor. 

The girls in Carondelet haven't been wasting any time 
worrying about a lack of activities. Whenever a lull ar- 
rives, they fill it — and how ! 

This "Do It Yourself" formula may be just the thing 
for a lot of NSC's ills. It certainly worked wonders on the 
basketball team. 

NSC "Bill Of Rights" 

A television comedian recently told his audience, "At 
our house, I make all the big decisions and my wife makes 
all the small decisions. She decides what kind of a car we'll 
buy, where we'll spend our week-ends, how much money 
j we'll spend — all the small things like that." 

"But," he continued with pride, "I make the big de- 
cisions like who will win the Cold War, what will develop 
in the Near East, which team will finish on top in the pen- 
nant race and what the weather will be tomorrow." 

Sometimes college newspaper editors catch themsel- 
1 ves wondering if — like the TV joke-maker— they aren't 
making too many "big" decisions and not enough "small" 
ones that apply strictly to the home campus. 

Looking at the Student Body Constitution from a cold, 
' detached viewpoint, for instance, we can see one glaring 
difference between it and the constitutions used by our 
state and national governments. 

That's the absence of a "Bill of Rights." 

Of course we realize that the final authority in the 
state and national constitutions is vested in the people, 
whereas the authority in the NSC constitution (as stated in 
Article I) "is delegated by the Administration of the col- 
i lege." But it seems that the administration could make 
some fundamental "guarantees" to students without jeop- 
ardizing its governing function. 

Such a "Bill of Rights" would probably go a long way 
' toward persuading Northwestern students that they are 
I actually governing themselves. 

A good example of what we mean by a "Bill of Rights" 
is seen in the recent evacuation of the Dining Hall Dorm. 
Moving the coeds from the dorm was certainly done for a 
good reason, but the rights of the individuals weren't fully 
taken into consideration. 

The necessity for such an action may not arise again 
in the next decade. But wouldn't the constitution be 
stronger if it guaranteed the students certain rights that 
they could claim "no matter what?" 

Of course, the main business of the administration is 
keeping all the cogs of a fast-growing state college in good 
running condition. Perhaps a "Bill of Rights" would be im- 
possible in view of the administration's dual responsibility. 

But we feel it's worth looking into.

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'Hobo' With A Message 



"It was in making education not only common to all, 
but in some sense compulsory on all, that the destiny of 
the free republics of America was practically settled," 
wrote James Russell Lowell. 

Those lines may be hollow to many Americans who 
have taken public education for granted, but we'll venture 
they have a real and lasting meaning for Billie Davis. 

Mrs. Davis, who will speak before an all-college assem- 
bly in the Fine Arts Auditorium at 7:30 Monday night, has 
received national acclaim as a lecturer and writer, since 
writing the famous "Saturday Evening Post" article, "I 
Was A Hobo Kid." 

Her talk is being sponsored jointly by the Natchito- 
ches Parish School Board and the Natchitoches Parish 
Teachers Association. Her appearance coincides with the 
centennial celebration of the National Education Associ- 
ation which is being observed at Northwestern this year. 

Mrs. Davis was the daughter of "a vagabond, to whom 
clocks or calendars or budgets or any sort of planning 
meant nothing." She had two strikes against her from the 
start, spending her childhood wandering across the coun- 
try, and many others in her situation would have watched 
the third pitch go by with the bat on their shoulders. 

But she found one equalizer that remained constant 
no matter what section of the country she was in — the 
equalizer of public education. 

"When I was a small, ragged hobo sitting on the 
ground beside a campfire, hungrily licking the fishy oil 
lesson, I was beginning already to understand the relation- 
ship between public education and personal liberty," she 
later wrote. 

After starting to school, she continued, "soon I had 
a room and a teacher. I had some books and crayons. And 
most wonderful of all, I had a desk. A certain special place 
which was mine — just like each other desk. When I sat 
there I was equal to anyone else. I had the same materials 
and the same opportunities. Outside they could jeer at my 
clothes- and laugh because I lived in a tent. They could fol- 
low me with cutting taunts when I peddled on the streets. 
But when I sat at my desk in school no one could laugh at 
me. I had found the secret key to equality and achieve- 
ment. I had found the magic place where money and 
houses did not count." 

"The talk I was always hearing around the campfires 
and in the lines at the relief office — about the rich crush- 
ing the poor and the working man not having a chance — 
it did not add up. But why did some people feel crushed? 
Why did some peoples of other nations fight against our 
American way? The answer came to me, just as it had 
when I had peddled by the schoolhouse long ago. School 
made the difference." 

The day finally came when Billie stood on the com- 
mencement platform, representing her class as the 
speaker. "As I started to give my speech," she recalled, 
"I thought back over the years of living in tents, peddling 
baskets, the immorality and filth and squalor that I had 
known. And suddenly I wanted to say to all the teachers 
that I had known, 'You have brought me from that hobo 
jungle up to the place where the white houses are. You 
have given me a life that is better than beans !" 

The article, "I Was A Hobo Kid," should be made "re- 
quired reading" for every student in the School of Educa- 
tion. It sums up far better than any high-falutin' theories 
what it means to live in a land of education for all. 

Billie Davis- has an inspiring message for all future 
teachers. She doesn't tell how to teach. She tells why.

Back To Politics 

There's a passage in the Student Body Constitution 
(Article IV, Section 3, Sub-Section A, to be exact) which 
states, "A student desiring to be a candidate for any one 
of the various Association offices shall file a written 'no- 
tice of intention' with the chairman of the Election Board 
not later than 4 p. m. on Monday of the ninth week of the 
spring semester." 

That means 4 p. m. on Monday, March 25 — just ten 
days away. The actual Student Body Association general 
elections will follow on April 16 — on month from tomor- 
row. 

Northwestern students haven't wasted any time 
watching the calendar this semester, for "that time" has 
slipped up on us from nowhere. In fact, the official dead- 
line for filing "notice of intentions" for the editorships 
of the "Current Sauce" and the "Potpourri" is Monday of 
the fourth week, according to the constitution. 

That was- February 18 — nearly a month ago — and 
nary intention has been filed yet. 

A brief run-down of qualifications reveals that the 
Student Body President must be a second-semester junior 
with at least one year of active participation on the Stu- 
dent Council. Other Student Body Association offices re- 
quire that the students be second-semester sophomores. 

Candidates for Senior Class offices, Junior Class offi- 
ces and Sophomore Class offices must be second-semester 
juniors, second-semester sophomores or second-semeter 
freshmen, respectively. 

The fact that the filing deadlines for the two editor- 
ships has passed by without even a flicker of interest may 
indicate that they have been set a little too early. There are 
probably a few prospective editors who have no idea about 
their plans for the coming year in mid-February, but the 
same ones could be much more definite a month later. 

At any rate, it seems that this year the intentions 
won't be filed till the last of March, constitution or no con- 
stitution.

The Natchitoches Community

In 1926, while Clarence Cram-

More than 
1,000 performances had been giv- 
en. 

Re-opening in 1955, the enthusi- 
astic response to magnificent sing- 
ing by the distinguished cast was 
typically expressed by critic Han- 
nelore Yager (Colorado Springs 
Free Press). 

"This is no tired road company 



reduced to touring the provinces 
after outliving their welcome in 
large cities. These artists are at 
the height of their musical careers 
and give a performa'nce worthy of 
that name. 

"Gala Night at the Opera" is an 
alternate performance from assist- 
ing in the presentation of complete 
operas, with the leading symphon- 
ies. It offers two of the most beau- 
tiful "intimate" scenes in operatic 
literature, scenes beloved by mus- 
ic lovers generation after genera- 
tion, requiring no chorus, and us- 
ing piano accompaniment.

auditorium, Dr. Edward Taborsky, distinguished authority of 

Eastern Europe, expressed his

Dr. Taborsky stated that the 
power which Stalin had over the 
people died with him. The prefent 
leaders are unsure of their position 
because they lack the strong auth- 
ority Stalin maintained with police 
protection and action.

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Fieldhouse Of The August Moon 

Yesterday we heard a professor strike upon the prob- 
lem that is probably the cause of 90 per cent of our fail- 
ures, both in school and outside school — mental laziness. 

The professor told how he had walked through the 
Student Center at 10:40 in the morning. "What did I find? 
Ten students engaged in ping pong, either as spectators or 
players. About 50 watching TV. About 50 more in the 
'middle room' in a state of collapse — doing nothing — and 
the cafeteria filled with students eating breakfast, eat- 
ing dinner and in between." 

Pausing a moment, the professor continued, "Put 
yourself in the position of a typical Louisiana bourgeois 
who comes to the campus and has to walk through the 
Student Center. What impression is he going to get about 
the use of the taxpayers' money '' 

But it seems much more to the point if we put ourselves 
in the place of college graduates who get degrees after 
four years of applied "campusology." The college gradu- 
ate represents the cream of the crop. If he can't get the 
job done, who can? 

And yet we sometimes wonder if the atmosphere de- 
scribed in the second paragraph— which is prevalent all 
over the campus, although it is most visible in the Student 
Center — will lead to "getting the job done." 

We saw a movie called "Teahouse Of The August 
Moon" Monday night. The part of the show which most im- 
pressed us was the scene in which all the townspeople 
and the Americans seated themselves on the hillside and 
watched the sunset, contemplating the end of day. 

The atmosphere which was created there can be com- 
pared to the atmosphere at NSC— even in the Student 
Center at 10:40 in the morning— but it had a different 
goal in sight. 

The movie characters sought a feeling of beauty. 
What are the students who try to cram as much nothing- 
ness into their four years as possible seeking? 

"Getting by" seems to be the school's favorite pas- 
time, and the students who occupy the places of respect 
are those who "get by" with less effort than the others. 
Learning something just for the sake of learning is un- 
heard of. 

The Okinawans in the movie seemed to achieve a 
sense of serenity as they watched the sun set. If ignorance 
is bliss, Northwestern (and all other college) students prob- 
ably get the same effect. 



It's Amendin' Time Again 



In a recent Student Council meeting Bennie Barron 
proposed another amendment to the Student Body consti- 
tution. The amendment would change the deadline for fil- 
ing "notices of intention" for student publication editor- 
ships to the seventh week of the Spring semester instead 
of the fourth week. 

The amendment would read as follows: "Article VII, 
Section I, Sub-section A, Paragraph 4-a. A 'Notice of In- 
tention' for the editorship of any student publication shall 
be filed with the Secretary of the Association not later than 
Monday of the seventh week of the Spring semester; each

notice shall include the name of the proposed business 
manager and the other most important staff members. 
The Student Council shall refer these notices to the Chair- 
man of the Student Publications Committee; and this Com- 
mittee shall determine whether or not each candidate is 
qualified for the editorship to which he aspires (only the 
names of those candidates approved by the committee 
shall appear on the ballot)." 

That is essentially what we proposed last week. If an 
unusually large number of students filed for the position, 
the election for the editorship would have to be pushed 
back to allow for trial editions. But for the last four years 
only two candidates have been approved by the Student 
Publications Committee in a single year, and this year only 
one has filed.

Spivey, who led Coach "Bloom-

and broken jaw. 

Decker and Glenn led the Mc-

Teams From Texas 
Enter NSC Meet 
For First Time 

Track and field records 
s-eem to get cheaper each year, 
and the college division of the 
19th annual Northwestern Relays 
which is scheduled for Demon Sta- 
dium tomorrow afternoon will prob- 
ably be no exception to that rule. 
Northwestern's Demons will defend 
four straight championships in the 
NSC Relays, but they'll have to 
withstand opposition from a new di- 
rection — the West — when relay 
competition starts at 1 p. m. tomor- 
row. 

Two strong Texas teams — La-' 
mar Tech and Stephen F. Austin — 
will furnish competition from out- 
side the Gulf States Conference for 
the first time in the history of the 
event. 

As usual, most of the records will 
be standing on shaky ground if 
weather conditions are "right." 

Three special events have been 
added to the college division — the 
outstanding 440, 880 and mile relay 
teams picked, regardless of class, 
from this afternoon's high school 
division of the NSC Relays will race 
one another for the college crowd. 

The first event of the afternoon 
is the 120 yard high hurdles, and 
both Northwestern sophomore M. 
B. Childress and McNeese freshman 
Owens Creppel have broken the 
record of 15.2 seconds. 

The 100 yard dash should be one 
of the meet's highlights. Demon 
junior Steve Jordan is the defend- 
ing NSC Relays century champ, but 
Hubert King of Lamar Tech has 
stepped off a 9.8 this Spring, one- 
tenth of a second under the oldest 
record in the books. 

In the two mile run, sophomore 
Len Chisholm of McNeese is the de- 
fending GSC champion and should 
break the record of 10:09 set by 
Stan Chelchowski, also of McNeese, 
last year. 

Childress, the versatile Demon 
just returning from a stint in the 
Army, has also run the 220 yard 
low hurdles in better-than-record 
time. John Boyer of McNeese and 
Stanley Pope of Southwestern are 
upset possibilities in that race. 

There are possibilities of records 
in all five relays. Lamar Tech's sur- 
plus of ten-flat men should make 
the Cardinals hard to beat in the 
440 and 880 relays. Northwestern 
set records in the sprint medley 
and mile relay last year, and three 
of the runners on each team are 
back this year including anchor 
man Charlie Hennigan. 

McNeese set the distance medley 
record with Chelchowski running 
anchor last year, and the Cowboys 
should do even better this time 
with young Chisholm booting 'er 
home. 

The high jump record is 6'2-3/4". 
and NSC's Harold White — one of 
three men to tie at that height last 
year — is back to defend his title. 
He'll probably receive a strong ar- 
gument from Burl Carpenter of 
Southeastern, however, who has 
done 6'4". 

Another defending record-hol- 
der, NSC's Charlie Johnson, will 
compete in the discus. He'll have 
to beat out a tough pair of Demon 
freshmen, Lud Bandaries and Burt 
Heckel to do it again, however. 

In the shot put Rogers Hampton 
of McNeese and the Demon trio of 
Heckel, Bandaries and Johnson will 
probably be the men to beat. 

Two javlin throwers — Lou Lei- 
pens of NSC and David Ward of 
Southeastern — have thrown the 
pointed pole 186 feet this year, and 
Demons Dale Hoffoauir and Ban- 
daries have also passed the 180-foot 
mark. The record is 203'11", set 
by George Lyles of SLI last year. 

The pole vault record at the NSC 
Relays is 13' 1/8", and Adrian 
Right of McNeese has cleared 13 
feet this year. McNeese vaulters 
Fred Nordier and James Allen have 
vaulted 12'6", while Demons "Roos

Evans Picked 
For Debates 
At Harvard 

Because his most recent arti- 
cle was featured in a national mag- 
azine, Dr. Medford Evans of North- 
western State College has been 
invited to participate in a debate 
at Harvard University this Thurs- 
day. 

The debate will be on the ques- 
tion,, "Whether Harvard Should 
Have Invited Dr. J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer to give the William James 
Lectures." Oppenheimer, a con- 
troversial figure since Atomic 
Energy Commission suspended him 
in 1953, is scheduled to begin a 
series of six lectures at Harvard 
next week. Harvard alumni and 
students have protested Oppenhci- 
mer's appointment. 

Evans, long a critic of Oppenhei- 
nier (his book, "Secret War for the 
A-Bomb," is credited by informed 
sources with having brought about 
the Oppenheimer investigation and 
subsequent dismissal by the AEC>, 
will leave Natchitoches Thursday 
morning and board a plane in 
Shreveport for Cambridge, Mass., 
where he will enter the debate at 
8 o'clock (EST) that night. 

His invitation came from the 
Harvard ATHENAEUM Debating 
Society by telephone early this 
week. 

Dr. Evans joined the Northwes- 
ftern social science faculty two 
years ago after having edited 
"Facts Forum" magazine, a na- 
tionally - circulated publication. 
Prior to that time, he was chief 
security training officer for the 
Atomic Energy Commission, r&t 
sponsible for all AEC installations 
throughout the country. He holds 
a Ph. D. degree from Yale Univer. 
sity. 

A frequent contributor to sever- 
al magazines, Dr. Evans wrote in 
the March 9 issue of "National Re- 
view," an article entitled "An Op- 
en Letter to Dr. J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer.' - in which he reviews some 
of Oppenheimer's connections with 
Communist activity in the United 
States.

LITTLE MAN ON CAMPUS

There is often a strong tendency to shrug off criti- 
cisms with the attitude, "It can't be that bad." In fact, we 
often find ourselves viewing our own criticisms from 
that point. 

Thus, when we criticize the attitude of college stu- 
dents toward their education (as we did last week) or some 
specific fault such as the inability to spell (as the week be- 
fore that), we find that many times the general attitude is,

Sure, you can look at the spelling problem and the 
apathy which dominates campus life from the angle, 
"Those are only theories proposed by the ivory-tower 
boys. They don't really apply here." 

But how about "Thou shalt not

Moses on Mount Sinai. Is that also to be laughed off? 

We're not referring to the students involved in the 
cases. We wouldn't want to be a jury. But how about the 
many students who either practice stealing as a matter of 
routine or accept it in others with no questions asked? 

The student who cheats on tests is- stealing. The stu- 
dent from outside Louisiana who gives the school an in- 
state address is stealing. The student who breaks into the 
lunch line is stealing. And yet these things sometimes 
seem to be commonplace. Is this preparing the students 
to take their place in society? 

A high-ranking member of the administration told us 
this week, "We don't think there is any more stealing go- 
ing on right now than there has been. We're just starting 
to catch a few." 

If that is the case, then stealing is "Standard Operat- 
ing Procedure" — whether in the "big" ways which have 
been brought to light recently or the "small" ways above — 
not only at Northwestern but at other colleges. 

If all the trees are bent this way in college, how can 
we expect an orchard of straight pines later? And yet what 
can you do when the tree bends itself?

In accordance with the Student Body constitution 
which provides states proposed amendments to the con- 
stitution should be printed in three consecutive issues of 
"The Current Sauce" before Being voted on, here is the 
amendment first printed last week which will be up for 
approval or rejection April 16. 

The amendment would read as follows: "Article VTJ, 
Section I, Sub-section A, Paragraph 4-a. A 'Notice of In- 
tention' for the editorship of any student publication shall 
be filed with the Secretary of the Association not later than 
Monday of the seventh week of the Spring semester; each 
notice shall include the name of the proposed business 
manager and the other most important staff members. 
The Student Council shall refer these notices to the Chair- 
man of the Student Publications Committee; and this Com- 
mittee shall determine whether or not each candidate is 
qualified for the editorship to which he aspires (only the 
names of those candidates approved by the committee 
shall appear on the ballot)."

Department — the first "Sauce 
to be printed on the campus. 

Northwestern students not 
only handled the editorial 
duties of this week's paper, but 
also — under the direction of 
Graphic Arts faculty members Roy 
Clark and Charles Wommack — 
printed it. 

As such, "The Current Sauce" is 
now the only college newspaper 
in Louisiana produced by students 
from beginning to end. 

Printing "The Current Sauce" 
has been a goal toward which the 
GA Division has been striving for 
several years. The biggest step was 
made this fall with the acquisition 
of a press and the addition qf_Mr. 
Wommack to the staff. 

By the middle of February, NSC 
students enrolled in the "News- 
paper Production" class were 
ready to try a "trial edition." The 
February 15 edition was reprinted 
under actual conditions a week 
later, an4 the final phase of "Oper- 
ation Sauce" was ready to begin. 

Jerry Byrd, senior journalism 
major from Shreveport and editor 
of the 1956-57 "Current Sauce," 
recommended to Student Publica- 
tions Committee chairman Dr. 
Eugene Watson that the paper be 
printed at the college. Professors 
Clark and Wommack assured the 
committee that the GA Division 



was ready to undertake such a pro- 
ject. 

The committee passed this 
recommendation, as did the Stu- , 
dent Council a week later. Since 
then, the necessary papers have* 
been drawn up and other details 
have been cleared. "S-Day" was set 
for April 12, and this is the finish- 
ed product. 

Byrd, who will be succeeded at 
the end of this semester by 
Marilyn Robertson of Baton Rouge, 
said that several other innovations 
aimed at "modernizing" the paper 
are included in the current issue. 
The most obvious, he said, is the 
nameplate on page one — drawn by 
Associate Editor Ray Sawyer of 
Shreveport, who was staff artist 
last semester. 

Other technical changes include 
the use of column rules, the use of 
small agate type for long lists of 
names (such as the graduation list 
on page 3) and sports summaries, 
and the switching of the "Society" 
page from three to four. 

Robert H. Humphrey, North- 
western News Bureau Director, 
is the faculty adviser for "The 
Current Sauce." He has been work- 
ing closely with the editor and GA 
Division in making the switch from 
commercial printing to the college.

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A Big Step Forward 



little Man on campus

The sheets of paper you are now holding make up the 
closest resemblance to a college newspaper Northwestern 
has ever had. 

Don't get us wrong — we're not making any un- 
founded claims about the quality of "The Current Sauce." 
But 90 per cent of the work which went into the produc- 
tion of this week's "Sauce" was done by Northwestern 
students — a jump of 50 per cent over anything before. 

Moving the printing facilities from a weekly news- 
paper to the Industrial Arts Department of NSC may seem 
like a minor change at first. But we're convinced that it's 
the biggest step forward by "The Current Sauce" since 
the paper was founded in 1914. 

First — and most obvious — is the accessibility of the 
new set-up. Instead of writing, planning and printing being 
a mile apart, there are only a few yards between the type- 
writer and cold black type. 

Second is the fact that the "Sauce" ranks first in the 
Industrial Arts shop. Under the old set-up, the college 
paper was naturally subordinated to the big weekly. 
Finally we're our own bosses. 

But probably more important than either of those is 
the fact that "The Current Sauce" is now an independent 
student newspaper. College students write it, college stu- 
dents plan it and college students print it. 

It may take you a while to get used to the "New 
Look." The new name style on page one was drawn by 
staff artist and Associate Editor Ray Sawyer as part of 
a wider plan to "modernize" the paper. Other small 
details which were changed probably won't be noticed by 
anyone outside the field of journalism. 

But they're all part of a plan to make the "Sauce" 
second to none. There will probably be plenty of mistakes 
at first — caused by snarls in the new set-up. But snarls 
are ironed out, and we're hoping to develop a pattern by 
the end of the year that will make the whole operation a 
lot simpler for future editors. 

It all boils down to this. With other aspects of the 
college expanding so rapidly, the "Sauce" would feel out 
of place if it stayed in one spot. 

Occasions like this make the other 31 weeks of the 
annual "grind" worth-while. 



A Right Defined 



The old and always-interesting problem of freedom 
of the press got a fresh examination by editors of "The 
Daily Lass-O," Texas State College for Women, recently. 
Said the "Lass-O:" 

The term "freedom of the press" is being de-empha- 
sized by public relations and newspaper journalists and 
replaced by the more representative phases, "the right to 
know," and "freedom of information." 

The reason for the change of the long-standing term 
stems from the basis misconception on the part of laymen 
on just what "freedom of the press" is. This is the idea 
that press freedom is a right reserved for a specialized 
group, most specifically, the professional press. 

The reading public has had a tendency to isolate 
itself from the press on the subject, under the impression 
that the constitutional right does not directly concern 
them but only publishers, reporters, writers and so forth. 
"This is all about those people down on the newspaper 
and not about me because I don't write for a living," has 
been a typical attitude. 

But press freedom as it was conceived is more a right 
to the reader than of the writer; hence the use of the 
words "the right to know." It means that the reader has 
the right to know the truth as such and not in any dis- 
torted, improvised manner.

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Amendments And More 

Along with the seven contested offices, an amend- 
ment to the Student Body constitution will go before 
Northwestern students in Tuesday's all-college election. 
It concerns Article VII, Section I, Sub-section A, Para- 
graph 4-A of the constitution. 

The amended paragraph will read, "notice of inten- 
tion for the editorship of any student publication shall be 
filed with the secretary of the Association not later than 
Monday of the seventh week of the Spring semester; each 
notice shall include the name of the proposed business 
manager and the other most important staff members. 
The Student Council shall refer these notices to the Chair- 
man of the Student Publications Committee; and this 
Committee shall determine whether or not each candidate 
is qualified for the editorship to which he aspires (only 
the names of those candidates approved by the committee 
shall appear on the ballot.) 

The only change is the change of date from the 
fourth week to the seventh week. 

It's too late to do anything about further amendments 
in this election, but we'd like to throw in a couple of ideas 
about the portion of the constitution which regards "The 
Current Sauce" that we believe would strengthen the 
whole framework under which we operate. Support (or 
non-support) of these suggestions might even be included 
on the final "platforms" of the presidential candidates in 
Tuesday's election. 

First of all, the qualifications for editorship are a 
trifle stiff. The present constitution leaves the impress- 
ion that only juniors are eligible to run for the editor- 
ship — meaning that they must be seniors when they take 
office. This cuts the field down so much that there will 
probably be plenty of years when no one is eligible to run 
for the editorship. 

Secondly, there are a couple of sentences regarding 
the Student Publications Committee which state that no 
two faculty members of the committee shall represent 
the same academic field and no two student members of 
the committee shall have the same academic major. 

There is not much sense in concealing the fact that 
those two limitations were placed in the constitution last 
year because of some misunderstandings between a few 
student body officers and some student and faculty mem- 
bers of Northwestern's journalism division. The officers 
raised a big hubbub about journalism majors trying to 
"run the show." 

We see no need for either of these limitations; in fact 
they may easily prove to be hindrances in the future. Sure, 
journalism majors show more interest in "The Current 
Sauce" than most students. Why shouldn't they? Home 
Ec majors show more interest in FHA and Physical Edu- 
cation majors show more interest in athletic contests, too. 

But any idea of a "plot" on the part of journalism 
majors to "take over" is just plain silly. These students 
don't stick together in a "clique" any more than the Phy- 
sical Education and Home Ec majors. 

True, these are minor details (although the qualifica- 
tions for editor aren't). But we hate to see s u c h un- 
necessary snags in an otherwise smooth set-up.

Does amnesia bother you during 
times of exams? 

The Ohio University "Post" in- 
terviewed readers on the subject 
and found that many got more 
sleep than usual during the time 
of tension. An "A" student seemed 
to have slept more than anyone. 

One honor scholar recommended

noon to revive oneself from the 
tension of exams." 

Other ideas relative to studying 
for finals were: 

(1) Start at the beginning of the 
semester by keeping up with class 
work and lecture notes. 

(2) Study broadly on the subject 
at final time and don't bother with 
details. 

(3) Have two free days before 
exams to review. 

One coed said taking easy 
courses was "the best solution." 
Another explained that she sets 
her clock for early morning final 
week study but her big mistake is 
that she forgets to pull the alarm 
lever. 



Thirty-nine campus area eating 
places got a thorough check re- 
cently by a University of Texas 
student governing committee. 

The students, trained by state 
and city health authorities, check- 
ed the restaurants for their appear- 
ance and cleanliness, employees' 
cleanliness, storing of food, clean- 
liness of utensils, display and serv- 
ing of food, presence of screens 
and air conditioning, ventilation 
of kitchen and possession of un- 
expired health certificates by em- 
ployees. 

The committee's standards were 
even higher than those set by the 
city government. Thirty-four eat- 
ing places passed inspection; five 
failed. Two wouldn't let the stu- 
dents look around. 

Those who passed were given 
a sign to display to encourage stu- 
dent business. The sign carries the 
name of the committee: "Steer 
Here."

So ran the summation of Ameri- 
can college life by one Honduran 
student, Jose Weizenblot, a busi- 
ness administration senior at the 
University of Connecticut. 

In an interview in the "Daily 
Campus," Weizenblot expanded on 
his ideas about the American stu- 
dent's lack of concern over politi- 
cal affairs. 

He blames it in part on the iso- 
lation of the campus; the Ameri- 
can college is an entire community 
with newspaper, shopping district, 
religious and cultural elements and 
so many other things the student 
can simply exist in this separate 
world and ignore what surrounds 
it. 

"Apart from specific organi- 
zations within the university, stu- 
dents fail to follow world affairs." 
He called the student senate a 
"bunch of children playing at toys, 
making trivia into major issues, 
getting nowhere when they dis- 
cuss." 

"In the event they do not decide 
upon a major issue" it makes little 
difference because "they have so 
little authority they probably 
would be unable to carry out 
their plan." 

He contrasted this with the po- 
sition of university students in 
Honduras. "There students have 
the dual role of acquiring a pro- 
fession and also of preparing 
themselves for future leadership 
of their country. 
"They are active in their civic 

I role and are regarded as an im- 
portant political factor in their 

• country and therefore play a defi- 

[ nite role in the political life of 

. the nation."

Bull-Session Education 

Editors of the Wheaton College "Record" point up an 
important aspect of college life in a recent editorial. No 
one may get credit for participating in "bull sessions," 
they acknowledge, but the value of these talks is certainly 
great. Here's what they say: 

"If it were possible to give scholastic credit on the basis 
of acquired wisdom, there are undoubtedly many areas 
outside of the normal routine of classes that should be re- 
warded highly. . . 

I "Of all of the extra-academic situation there is one, from 
which we all benefit to some degree, that seems outstand- 
ing in its value. It is commonly known as the bull session 
among men, but it is not foreign to the life of a coed. 

"It probably would be disastrous to give college credits 
for "shootin' the bull," for it would rob the custom of its 
spontaneity and therefore of its life. People chatter about 
things that interest them, and that is the reason for bull 
sessions' never becoming dull. 

"Informal talks are the pooling of the resources of sev- 
eral minds. They give a chem major a background in the 
philosophy he will never study and help a Minnesota farm 
boy to understand the basis for racial friction in the 
South. 

"Sometimes they will merely be the sharing of exper- 
iences or feelings. Often bull sessions resemble bull fights 
as the arguing reaches a climax. When the dust cloud of 
words settles, the debaters have probably both clarified 
their thinking on the matter and modified their views 
somewhat. 

"Much of the charm of such talk lies in its universality. 
Nothing from clothes styles to the deepest spiritual 
thoughts are beyond its scope. It is nothing but extended, 
serious conversation — the meeting of the minds for mutual 
benefit. 

"Take a correspondence course? Never. We have too 
much to learn from shooting the bull." 
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Look In The Future 

Editors of "Inklings," Suomi College, Hancock, Mich- 
igan, recently asked their readers to take a look at the 
future when today's college student will be the senior 
citizen and a possible problem to society. 

Look in the mirror and try to visualize yourself as 
you will appear in 1970, "Inklings" said. By then 21 mil- 
lion of us will have reached the age of sixty-five or older. 

We expect, of course, to be fit as fiddles, but there's 
no doubt that "mature citizens" have more serious prob- 
lems than dealing with a few gray hairs and deciding to 
ride the elevators rather than walk the stairs. 

The special needs of the aging and aged have become 
more acute, but the youth-geared American society is 
very seriously flunking the problem of understanding the 
aging and the aged. 

That is why Michigan's senator, Charles E. Potter, 
introduced a bill on January 7 which reads in part: 

"In is hereby declared to be the policy of the Cong- 
ress to assist in defining the problems of the aging and the 
aged segment of the population, and in finding solutions 
therefore, by providing for an immediate study leading to 
recommendations for integrated action, particularly with 
respect to employment and empolyability, income mainte- 
nance, health and physical care, housing, living arrange- 
ments, family relationship, and effective use of leisure 
time." 

If passed, the bill will establish a federal commission 
to study, investigate, analyze and assess the data on this 
age group, its prime aim being to better integrate the old- 
er people into the social and economic life of the nation, 
because too many of the aged are being pushed aside from 
the mainstream of community life. 

Although it is easier to ignore this problem, it must 
be faced, because these folks are a magnificent untapped 
potential for our nation, and their talents must not be 
wasted.

Stiff competition wasn't enough to keep Northwestern's 
gymnastics team from closing its 1957 season by winning the 
Southwestern AAU Gymnastics Championship in Dallas, Texas,

The victory gave the Demon muscle-men a 4-0 record for 
the current campaign, and in- 
creasing their winning streak 
to 16 straight in a four-period. 

Coach John Piscopo was more 
than pleased with the performance 
of his squad, as they captured first 
place in all three divisions — novice, 
junior, and senior. 

In the novice, Donald Cook of 
NSC placed second in the all- 
around, two tenths of a point be- 
hind winner Ron LaDuke, 105.9 
to 105.7. In junior competition 
Jerry Ainsworth of NSC won the 
allaround title with 116.6 points; 
while in the senior division for the 
same event, Barry Johnson (120.6 
points), Alan Lundgren (107.9 pts.) 
and Jerry Ainsworth (104.3 pts.), 
all of Northwestern, picked up 
first, second and third respectively. 

Coach Piscopo said it was the 
largest meet that the gymnastics 
team has attended this season. One 
hundred thirty - two competitors 
from fourteen different teams com- 
prised a field of some of the class- 
iest competition the Purple and 
White gym men have run into in 
several years. 

Next year's gym squad will be 
without the services of co-captains 
Barry Johnson and "Sonny" Mart- 
inez, who will be the only grad- 
uation losses from this year's team. 
Over a four -year span, Johnson and 
.Martinez have established many 
outstanding records in gymnastics. 

The outlook will be bright, how- 
ever, with the return of such stand- 
outs as Tyrell Leach in the rope 
climb, Jerry Ainsworth and Johnny 
Tinnell in the trampoline, Don 
May, Lloyd Huval and Jon Waldo 
in free calisthenics and tumbling, 
Alan Lundgren, Mickey Murphy 
and Waldo in the long horse, and 
John Nipper and Bill Pearson on 
the horzontal bar.

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Liepins Is 'Man Without A Country'

"The Man Without A Country" would be a suiting alias 
for Northwestern freshman Lou Liepins. For although his 
parents are Canadian citizens, Lou is not a citizen of any nation. 
The blond, blue-eyed six- 



footer was born in Latvia. He, 
his parents, Albert and Alma 
Liepins, and his sister Aina lived 
there quietly until the German 
invasion 14 years ago. 

"I was about six years old when 
I was taken to a labor camp in 
Germany," Lou said. "As the Ger- 
mans moved out, they took us 
along. We worked in a munitions 
factory until the Russians came, 
and then we were evacuated and 
had to move on." 

"Moving on" consisted of walk- 
ing 65 miles in the German winter 
to reach a train before the Rus- 
sians caught up with the troops 
and the people who were working 
in the labor camps. After this 
"walk," Lou's legs were paralyzed 
for two weeks, during which time 
he could neither walk nor stand. 

The whole family was taken to 
another labor camp, where they 
stayed for about a year until the 
American troops moved in. Then, 
free to do as they chose, the 
Leipins family stayed on in Ger- 
many for another year, finally 
moving to Canada seven years ago. 

In speaking of the labor camps, 
Lou stated, "We weren't actually 
held in the camps, and weren't 
prisoners of war, but if we wanted 
to eat we knew we had to stay 
there." , 

Lou entered school in Canada, 
where English and an elected for- 
eign language were included in 
the required subjects. He studied 
French, English and Latin, and 
says he still has a mastery of his 
native Latvian. 

At present, his parents live in 
Winnipeg where his father is a 
carpenter. Aina, his sister, is mar- 
ried and also lives in Canada. 

Lou says he came here because 
the school system is easier than 
Canada's, and also because the 
Louisiana climate intrigued him. 
He has no particular preference 
for any one place, saying he just 
tries to "accept things as they 
are." 

Lou thinks that there is not 
really much difference in people 
here in Natchitoches and the peo- 
ple he knew in Canada — "just a 
slight difference in accent and 
language." 

Chief among Lou's interests is 
travel. "Just a drifter, with a little 
Gypsy blood in me," he affirms. 
He also likes to dance, preferring 
slow dancing to "Rock and Roll." 

He likes girls, but declined to 
state his particular preference. 
Camping is another activity he 
enjoys, but he likes to camp alone. 
The reason for this, he claims, is 
that once a friend broke his leg 



when they were camping, and Lou 
had to carry him five miles. 

Lou is a member of Northwes- 
tern's track squad, and has scored 
13 points in the javelin event in 
Northwestern's first five meets. 
He has thrown the pointed pole 
past the 190-foot mark in two 
straight meets. The all-time college 
record is only 196'7". 

His track teammates, inciden- 
tally, have "Americanized" the 
Man Without a Country by nick- 
naming him "Queequeg." 

Despite his athletic inclinations, 
Lou is extremely interested in clas- 
sical music. His favorite composer 
is Verde, and "Aida" is one of his 
favorite operas. 

A pre-engineering student, Lou 
is attending NSC on a working 
scholarship. He plans to work for 
a chemical company in Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, Canada, this Summer. 

He is still undecided about plans 
for the future. "I don't know about 
the future. I'm not living from day 
to day," Lou said, "but why make 
plans? Time will take care of it- 
self — it always has, for better or 
for worse."

Nesoms Return From 2-Week Trip

Mr. and Mrs. Guy Nesom and their children, Guy Lane 
and Gayle, recently returned from Louisville, Kentucky, where 
Mr. Nesom, as 1957 president of the Southern District Associa- 
tion of Health and Physical 



Education, investigated the fa- 
culties for the Southern Dis- 
trict meeting which will be held 
there next fall. 

While in Louisville, Mr. Nesom 
was also guest speaker at the 
spring meeting of the Kentucky 
Association for Health, Physical 
Education and Recreation. 

The Nesoms left Natchitoches 
March 28 and returned April 14. 
Travelling by car, they attended 
the Southern District AAHPE con- 
vention in Ashville, North Carolina, 
where Mr. Nesom was installed as 
1957-58 president. 

Their next stop was Winston- 
Salem, North Carolina, where they 
visited the Wake Forest College 
campus. In his official capacity as 
National Counselor of District 10 
of physical education fraternity Phi 
Epsilon Kappa, Mr. Nesom visited 
and inspected the physical educa- 
tion program at Wake Forest. 

On their way to Louisville, the 
Nesoms also visited relatives in 
Washington. They were guest of 
Mr. Cotys Mouser, former auditor 
at NSC, at sessions of the United 
States House and Senate. Mr. Mou- 
ser is presently connected with the 
United States Senate Agricultural 
Committee. 

After spending a day in Balti- 



more, where they visited the John 
Hopkins Hospital they left for 
Louisville. In Louisville, Mr. Ne- 
som was interviewed over both 
WHAS radio and television, and 
was given a key to the city by the 
mayor of Louisville. 

When he visited Frankfort, he 
had an interview with A. B. "Hap- 
py" Chandler, present governor of 
Kentucky and former big-league 
baseball commissioner. 

Mr. Nesom attended the Kent- 
ucky Educational Association cent- 
ennial celebration, where he atten- 
ded a banquet at which 4,700 guests 
were seated. He also viewed a pag- 
eant which depicted 100 years of 
education in Kentucky, and attend- 
ed the Kentucky High School Coa- 
ches Association's annual banquet. 

On their way back to Natchitoch- 
es, the Nesoms stopped in Nash- 
ville, Tennessee, where Mr. Nesom 
had a conference with Dr. Sudduth 
and other members af Mr. Nesom's 
doctoral committee. 

Mr. Nesom found the trip both 
educationally profitable and en- 
joyable, and said, "It was an in- 
spiration to see so many wonder- 
ful programs and it was education- 
al from many standpoints. It was a 
most worthwhile two weeks." 



Biology Department Plans Field Trip 

Students of Northwestern' s Biology Department will leave 
on the sixth annual field trip May 2. They will be stationed at 
the Gulf Coast Research laboratory at Ocean Springs, Miss 
issippi, about seven miles from 



Biloxi. 

The students will study the 
different living forms and popula- 
tions of marine life. Also coming 
in for study will be the different 
life zones, such as sandy and mud- 
dy beaches and esteurine and high 
salinity waters. 

Marine life will be preserved 
and brought back for further study 
in the Biology Department. 

According to Dr. Ralph M. 
Combs, stations are being estab- 
lished in and around that area. 
Two stations will be established on 
Deer Island the first day, and the 
next day the group will go further 
out into the Gulf. 

If the weather isn't favorable 
for this the group will go to Pas- 
cagoula and inspect the research 
vessel, "Oregon," which is operated 
by the U. S. Bureau of Fisheries. 
More will be learned about deep 
sea diving and exploration here. 
Next a plant that converts fish into 
cat and dog food will be studied. 

Director of the station at Ocean 
Springs is Dr. Gordon Gunter, a 
1930 graduate of NSC. He is an 
authority on oysters and shrimp, 
and will lecture to the visiting 
group on marine zoology. 

The station at Ocean Springs is 
the only one between Port Aran- 
sas, Texas, and Cedar Keys, Flor- 
ida, on the Gulf. It's in the middle 
of the oyster and shrimp waters. 

While on the trip, the students 
will be quartered in barracks and 
will do most of their own cooking. 
The evening of May 4 they will 
have a beach party, and will return 
home the next day. 

There are expected to be 22 to 
24 Biology majors and minors go- 
ing on the trip this year. Medical

LITTLE MAN ON CAMPUS

How it got to "The Current Sauce" office we don't 
know, but the other night when we were pondering over 
future editorial subjects we spied a faded newspaper clip- 
ping on the desk and discovered — after carelessly skipping 
through a few paragraphs — that our problem was solved. 

The manner by which we received the following item 
is particularly interesting because it symbolizes so com- 
pletely the picture as many Northwestern seniors face 
graduation and all other face the end of another school 
year. 

Entitled "The Student Speaks," it first appeared in 
the Louisiana State University "Daily Reveille" November 
13, 1956. There was no by-line. If we have ever read an ed- 
itorial with a real message for college students, this is it: 

"Give me teachers whom I can trust and respect, 
and who are broad enough and wise enough to respect 
and trust me in turn; do not expect me to accept every- 
thing I am told without question, for I am not a lump of 
wax to be molded into the image of my elders; I am an 
individual, apart and unique, with something that I alone 
can give to society and to the world. 

"Give me teachers wise in the ways of mankind as 
well as wise in booklore. Give me teachers from whom I 
can learn self-confidence and the pride of profession that 
makes salary a minor consideration. Give me, apart from 
professional skills, unwavering faith in the worth of my 
profession, and a steadfast sense of dedication to my goals 
in life. 

"Give me the kind of ambition that seeks results 
rather than recognition. Give me fellow students of all 
degrees and from all walks of life to learn to love and 
respect; give me the grace to find in each, no matter how 
well-hidden, that which commands my respect and love; 
and teach me to accept whatever else I find in my fellow 
men with charity rather than cynicism. 

"Teach me the beauty of the trivial and insignificant; 
give me the accumulated loveliness of the ages, so that 
I may have beautiful thoughts to keep against darker days, 
and to remember in times when it seems that beauty 
has gone from the world, and from the minds of men. 

"Give me the gift of laughter; teach me to laugh at 
the fate I would sooner curse; at the words and the acts 
of others I would resent, and above all, at myself, for 
herein is the surest bridge across the pitfall of conceit. 

"Teach me to endure authority and to shoulder re- 
sponsibility without a murmur. But as I am born free and 
individual, teach me to recognize and resist any threat 
to my freedom; teach me the courage to stand for what 
I believe, though I stand alone and whatever the cost may 
be — financially, socially or otherwise. 

"So that I may know what I do believe, teach me 
faith in myself — the faith that remains firm among the 
dissenting voices of its own generation — faith deep 
enough to abide the present loss for the sake of the future 
gain. 

"Give me the patience to perform the smaller tasks 
that must be done before the larger may be accomplished. 
Teach me the value of suffering, and help me to under- 
stand that the gold is often paid for in terms of the cross. 

"Deliver me from tendencies to scorn and self-right 
eousness, and from the boredom that signfies an inade- 
quate spirit. Teach me to live fully, intensely, so that, 
dying, I may feel "It is enough that, through Thy worth, 
I saw naught common on Thy earth." 

"Make me aware that I am not a "meaningless lump 
of protoplasm," but that thousands have lived and 
dreamed and worked and died in the process of producing 
me and the environ in which I have my being and 
existence. Therefore, give me aspirations that shall be 
worthy of those who have died that I might live; have 
dreamed that I might laugh; haved worked that I might 
have leisure to think and to study and to dream. Keep 
from me the chains of desire for wealth and fame and 
social prestige; teach me instead to strive always for 
"honor, not honors." 

"Let it be my aim and my constant endeavor to give 
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"I'P LIKE eON£ Or YOU ID THINK OF THI5 TERM PUf 

to the world one instant of gentle laughter, one calm hour 
of relief from pain, one brief moment of beauty; and 
give me courage to hold this aim, knowing that I may 
never know of my successes, but always of my failures." 
That, fellow students, is the real scoop. 
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A new deadly disease has the American people in its 
grip and no miracle drug is in sight to stop its frightful 
toll of human lives. 

Heedless horsepower is the chronic disease of the 
Age of the Automobile. Its symptoms are many and 
various. The heavy foot on the accelerator; the eye fixed 
on the climbing speedometer; the hand on the horn; the 
mind idling while the car is in high. 

In its 23rd annual highway safety publication, "Heed- 
less Horsepower," The Travelers Insurance Companies, of 
Hartford, Conn., point to the fact that 46,000 Americans 
were killed and 2,368,000 injured in 1956 on U. S. high- 
ways. That's an increase of six per cent in fatalities and 
nearly ten per cent in injuries over 1955's toll, and equals 
the number of Amercians killed in the three years of 
Korean fighting. 

'The disease of heedless horsepower is highly conta- 
gious," the booklet states. It can be spread by an irrespon- 
sible word, an inflated claim, a careless example. And 
everyone who is in a position to influence drivers should 
learn that horsepower, in the hands of the heedless, is the 
fundamental cause of our evermounting toll of disaster. 

In recent years, engineers have made many attempts 
to feature safety equipment in the new cars. Probably 
many lives have been spared by safty glass, seat belts, 
padded instrument panels, all-steel bodies, etc. But these 
safety devices can be nullified by any combination of 
speed plus carelessness, thoughtlessness or lack of judge- 
ment by the driver behind the wheel. 

However, it is the driver, not the manufacturer, the 
advertiser or the salesman who must bear the greatest 
weight of blame. For it is the driver who can control the 
horsepower and use it safely for his greater ease and 
convenience. It is the driver who is lectured to, legistated 
at, prayed for, preached to ... in every medium of public 
expressions known to man. And it is the driver who nods 
sagely, promises readily, and forgets everything but his 
sense of overwhelming power when he steps on the gas. 

Casualty lists on U. S. highways have mounted stead- 
ily until in 1956 all records of heedless haste and need- 
less waste were shamefully broken. The facts of human 
suffering and death speak for themselves. 

Human error is by far the biggest single cause of 
accidents. Figures compiled by The Travelers show that 
in 96.4 per cent of the fatal crashes last year, the auto- 
mobile was in apparently good condition. Clear, dry wea- 
ther prevailed in more than 85 per cent of these instances' 
If this year's record is equal to that of 1956, one in 70 
Americans will be a statistic ... a pain wracked survivor, 
or a name in the obituary column.

She and other Baylor students 
are already active in church work 
for the deaf, the "Lariat" reported.

Spring fever hit the University 
of Oklahoma campus in a legisla- 
tive way last month. The student 
senate passed a resolution 23-5 
asking university officials to allow 
the wsaring of Bermuda shorts at 
certain meals in the women's Quad- 
rangle cafeteria. 

The students asked that the 
shorts be allowed at breakfasts, to 
Friday and Saturday suppers and 
Saturday lunches on non-football 
days. 

They argued that shorts are 
accepted as proper wearing apparel 
for women, that the approach of 
warm weather increases the com- 
fort problem for Quad residents, 
and that shorts are more conveni- 
ent and comfortable than dresses.

A father became his son's 
brother at Kansas State College 
last month. Sophomore Robert E. 
Kissick helped to initiate his father, 
Robert H. Kissick, into the school's 
chapter of Sigma Alpha Epsilon. 

The elder Kissick enrolled at K- 
State in 1930, according to the 
school's "Collegian," made his 
grades the first semester and com- 
pleted requirements of the college 
and fraternity, but had to leave 
school because of depression days' 
financial problems. 

A former K-State professor and 
chapter supervisor recognized 
Kissick at an SAE gathering last 
fall and suggested to the chapter 
that he be pledged. Kissick ex- . 
pressed only one reservation: "I'm 
afraid I'm a little old now to go 
through another hell week." But

Albritton, who holds the confer- 
ence pole vault record of 13 feet, 
has beaten that mark by eight 
inches this year. Three McNeese 
vaulters have also matched the re- 
cord — Fred Nordier vaulting 13'4" 
and James Allen and Adrian Kight 
getting 13'. 

Tech's Joel Thomas holds GSC 
records in both hurdle races and 
will be favored in his specialties 
again this year. His marks are :14.5 
and :23.7, respectively. M. B. Child- 
ress of NSC was ranked second in 
both events, but he pulled a 
muscle at the recent SLI Relays. 

Thomas and Northwestern jun- 
ior Steve Jordon are co-favored in 
the sprints, although Jordon — like 
Childress — was slowed up by a 
pulled muscle.

McCartney ranks third with wind- 
aided times of 9.8 and 21.5. 

In the middle distances Charlie 
Hennigan of Northwestern will de- 
fend his GSC 440 and 880 champ- 
ionships.

He's followed by teammate 
Sonny Jimes and Tech's Frank 
Heathman in the 440, and by team- 
mate Harold Smith, holder of the 
GSC record, and McNeese's Leon- 
ard Chisholm in the half. 

Defending GSC two-mile champ 
Chisholm needs to cut only two 
seconds off his time last spring 
for a new conference record.

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East Texas State Nips Demon Thinclads By MO Point 

Northwestern's injury-riddled track and field squad was edged out by one-tenth of a 
point in a quadrangular meet with East Texas State, Louisiana Tech and Southwestern this 
Wednesday night, but the Demons outdistanced both of their Gulf States Conference foes. 
Dean Hesse of East Texas 



State threw the discus 140'10" 
in the final event of the rain- 
drenched meet — five feet more 
than Demons Charlie Johnson and 
Lud Bandaries. That victory gave 
the Lions a 58 7-10 to 58 6-10 decis- 
ion in probably the closest meet 
in NSC history. 

Tech was third with 48 7-10 while 
SLI scored 14. 

East Texas won six first places 
to five apiece for Northwestern 
and Tech, and one for Southwest- 
ern. 

The Demons came in first in the 
440 yard dash, 880 yard run, high 
jump, javelin and mile relay* 
Charlie Hennigan breezed through 
the 440 in 48.9 seconds and Harold 
Smith overtook Tech's Tommy 
Powell in the last 25 yards to win 
the half in 1:57.7. . 

That time was more than a 
second better than Smith's own 
GSC record and was the fastest run 
in 'the conference this year. 

Lou Liepins threw the javelin 
187'6" and Harold White high 
jumped 6' 2", for the first places 
in the field events. In the mile 
relay, "The Four Horses" ran to- 
gether for the first time in more 
than a month and outlasted East 
Texas State with a fine 3:19.9. 

Sonny Jimes, Don Hill and 
Harold Smith matched the speedy 
Texans stride for stride in the first 
three laps, and Hennigan stepped 
off a 48.5 quarter to win going 
away. 

In other events, the Demons' 
best showing probably came in the 
shot put. Although Gerald Blan- 
sitt of East Texas won with a 
49'5%" heave, NSC came up with 
the remaining three places with 
the top three performances in the 
GSC this year. 

Charlie Johnson threw 48'3", 



Lud Bandaries got 48 and Burt Hec- 
kel threw 47'5-%". 

Outstanding individual of the 
meet was Tech's Joel Thomas, who 
won four of the Bulldogs' five first 
places by winning the 100 yard 
dash in 9.9, the 220 in 21.5, the 120 
high hurdles in 14.5 and the 220 
low hurdles in 24 flat. 

His time in the high hurdles 
equalled his own GSC record. 
Smith's 1:57.7 half was the only 
performance in the rain-drenched 
meet which bettered a conference 
record, however.

Gordon Sets Pace 
With .333 Average 
In All Contests 

First baseman "Flash" Gordon, 
who was second in batting on 
Northwestern's 1956 baseball with 
a .365 average, has taken over the 
top spot among Demon stickmen 
this season. The Van Buren, Arkan- 
sas, sophomore is hitting .333 in all 
games. 

Gordon is also leading the team 
in fielding with a .965 fielding 
average. H. A. Butler and J. W. 
Beck have 1.000 averages, but neit- 
her has had half as many chances 
as Gordon. 

Shortstop Billy Jack Booth leads 
the team in conference games with 
a .409 stick mark. Booth, like Gor- 
don a football end, is second in all 
games with .318. 

Actually right fielder Billy Har- 
per, who led the team against 
Southern State Tuesday with a sin- 
gle and home run, has the highest 
average— .466— but he hasn't come 
to the plate enough to qualify. 

Aside from Gordon, Booth and 
Harper, right fielder Butler and 
third baseman David Sosa are hitt- 
ing .305 and .300, respectively, in 
all games. In conference games it's 
Booth with .409, Gordon with .382, 
"Red" McNew with .325, Dick 
Brown with .324 and Butler with 
.313. 

The pitcher with the best record 
is Billy Roy Cook (7-1), who has 
won four of five conference starts. 
The All-GSC sophomore is follow- 
ed by lefty Morris Bruce (3-2) and 
first-year flingers Larry Reeves 
and Malcolm Gomez, both 1-1. 
Reeves played outfield last year. 

Gomez has the best earned run 
average — he hasn't allowed any. 
Next come Reeves (1.74) and Cook 
(2.55).

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Demon Thinclads Host Tech, McNeese 
In GSC 'Sneak Preview' Tomorrow 

Northwestern's track and field squad plays host to Loui- 
siana Tech and McNeese at 7 p. m. tomorrow in a "sneak 
preview" of the 1957 Gulf States Conf erence Meet scheduled 
for Ruston May 18. 

The Demons are undefeated 
in conference competition this 
year and will defend four straight 
GSC championships at next week's 
final meet. 

Tomorrow's triangular battle will 
probably spotlight a duel between 
the Demons and Tech in the sprints, 
with Tech favored in the hurdles, 
NSC getting the nod in the 440 
and 880, and McNeese picked first 
in the distance runs. 

In the field, Northwestern should 
win the weight events while the 
jumping events are split between 
NSC and McNeese in the broad 
jump, NSC and Tech in the high 
jump and Tech and McNeese in the 
pole vault. 

Conference record-holders Char- 
lie Hennigan and Harold Smith of 
Northwestern and Joel Thomas and 
Oberle Albritton of Tech will per- 
form in their respective events, 
along with defending GSC champs 
Leonard Chisholm of McNeese in 
the two-mile and Steve Jordan of 
NSC in the broad jump. 

Jordan, sidelined with a pulled 
muscle for most of this season, 
may see limited action in tomor- 
row's meet. He was high scorer in 
the GSC Meet last year. 

Thomas of Tech will enter the 
100, 220, 120 yard high hurdles 
and 220 yard low hurdles. In a 
recent quadrangular meet between 
Tech, NSC, Southwestern and East 
Texas State he won all four. 

In the 440 and 880 runs Henni- 
gan, Smith and "Sonny" Jimes give 
the Demons the nod, although 
Tommy Powell of Tech has toured 
the 880 in 1:57.9, a full second 
under Smith's GSC record. 

The distance races figure to be 
a duel between Leonard Chisholm 
of McNeese and Charles Moreland 
of Tech in the mile, and between 



Chisholm and John Anderson of 
Tech in the two mile. 

In the shot put and discus, the 
NSC trio of Charlie Johnson, Lud 
Bandaries and Bert Heckel should 
prove tough to beat, being pushed 
by Tech's Sidney Anderson in the 
shot put and Tech's Tommy Hinton 
in the discus. 

Albritton, who has vaulted 13' 8" 
this year, will have his hands full 
with three McNeese vaujteris — 
Fred Nordier having cleared 13' 4" 
and both James Allen and Adrian 
Kight getting up to Albritton's 
GSC record of 13'. 

Harold White of Northwestern is 
favored in the high jump, followed 
by teammate Bobby Wicker and 
Tech's Albritton. In the broad 
jump, a duel between White, team- 
mate Charlie Tolar and John Boyer 
is forecast. Boyer has jumped 
22' 10" this year — only one-eighth 
of an inch off the GSC record 

Tech and Northwestern should 
be fairly close in the 440 and 880 
yard relay events, but the Demons 
should win the mile relay. 




Timm, Wise Win 
National Honors 

Ray Timm and Benny Wise of 
Northwestern's swimming team 
swept top honors at the National 
AAU Junior championships held at 
Audubon Park Pool in New Orleans 
Saturday afternoon. 

Timm won the National 100-yard 
breast stroke in the time of 1:16.1 
and also won the Open 100-yard 
back stroke in 1:07.9, while Wise 
won the three-meter national 
diving competition by 92 points 
over outclassed competition from 
New York and New Orleans. 

Timm also finished fourth in the 
open 50-yard race — an event he 
had never entered before.

This is the last issue of "The Current Sauce" for the 
1956-57 school year, "as any fool can plainly see" in the 
words of Lil Abner. As such, a sort of "farewell message" 
is in order. 

But before the farewells come, we'll explain what it 
is we're saying goodbye to. 

The 1956-57 "Sauce" was officially born April 16, 
1956, although a few of the ideas which eventually found 
their way into print were even older. About 10:20 p. m. 
April 16 the results of last year's all-college election were 
announced over KNOC. The presses weren't rolling yet, 
but the "Sauce" was on its way. 

June rolled around, and the first "Sauce" reached 
the campus Wednesday, June 13, headlining a record- 
setting summer enrollement. The "big news" throughout 
the summer was the "Miss Natchitoches" contest, the 
appointment of Lt. Colonel Chris Kuehlke as ROTC com- 
mandant, the work on the BSU building, the arrival of the 
"Potpourris" and the tragic death of Robert Sylvest at 
ROTC camp. 

By the end of July we felt that the kinks had been 
worked out, and the "Sauce" was ready for the weekly 
grind that would start in the fall. Much of August was 
spent preparing the 16-page "special edition" which 
greeted students upon their arrival at Demonland with 
"all the scoop." 

From then on it was a weekly affair, each issue con- 
taining eight pages except two "specials" (12) for Home- 
coming and Christmas. 

There were two major differences between this 
year's "Current Sauce" and others of the past few years. 
One was the date of publication and the other was the 
place of publication. 

The date was changed from Saturday to Friday be- 
cause of student polls taken in the last few years which 
indicated that few students favored Saturday as the date 
of "Sauce" publication. Many people thought it would be 
impossible to publish the student paper on the same day 
of the weekly newspaper which was handling the printing, 
but the presses held up and we made it every time — some- 
times late, but always on Friday. 

The "records" were 7:15 p. m. for lateness and 8:25 
a. m. for promptness. The 7:15 paper was the 12-page 
Homecoming Edition, however, and all others came out 
at least by 5. 

The place of publication was changed late in the year 
from a weekly newspaper uptown to the college Industrial 
Arts department. The "Sauce" is now the only student 
newspaper in Louisiana handled by students all the way 
from the idea stage to cold black type. (Since the IA de- 
partment took over, incidentally, the "Sauce" has been 
out by at least 11a. m.) 

So we have added those two planks to the "Sauce" , ; 
platform, anyway, and we hope that Marilyn Robertson i 
will build on from there. If she is as conscientious an 
editor as she has been a reporter, the 1957-58 "Sauce" will 
virtually have no ceiling.

The Last Scoop 

We discuss the newspaper itself elsewhere on this 
' page. But since we have often heard the question, "What's 
f it like to edit a college paper ," we would like to sign off 

1 with something more specific .than that. 

College newspaper editors are subject to ups and 
downs, like everyone else. But they probably get more of 
a jolt than most people because the ups are higher and 
the downs are lower. 
| It isn't like the editor's job on a big daily— where all 
the work is done with a pencil. The college editor puts his 
paper out in every sense of the word— including hauling 
boxes around the campus for circulation purposes. 

When the paper was printed at the weekly uptown 
much of the work was concentrated on Thursdays and Fri- 
days. We're proud to say that this year's editor broke Don 
Finley's three-year-old record of 5 minutes, 47 seconds for 
getting from campus to the uptown weekly by three-tenths 
of a second. That's really good time when you're carrying 
50 pounds of engravings along. 

But that day is now a thing of the past, along with the 
horse and buggy. Now instead of doing all our work on 
Thursdays and Fridays we work all week long— just not 

quite so hard. 

Suppose, now, that the paper has been printed and the 
j editor is relaxing for a couple of days before starting on 




the next week. Here comes some would-be Rhodes Scholar 
with a carefully-marked copy of the "Sauce" properly tag- 
ging all the errors. 

(It is a fraility of human nature that only errors are 
thus treated. No one ever comes up to congratulate an 
editor on spelling a word correctly.) 

If it has been an especially trying issue, the editor may 
be inclined to shrug off these errors, and especially to 
shrug off the person who finds them, with the explanation 
that such things are included in the paper to satisfy those 
who look for mistakes. w 

But that's the worse side of the editor's job. Suppose, 
now, that you have just put out the sorriest excuse for a 
paper imaginable — getting all the wrong scoop and leaving 
but the real scoop. In other words, imagine that you have 
completely choked up (and, in this year's case, that does- 
n't take much imagination.) 

Just when you're thinking about the Foreign Legion 
or ROTC or some such drastic step, some sweet little fresh- 
man who doesn't know any better gives you a real Pepso- 
dent smile and says, "You really put out a good paper this 
week." 

You can't beat it.

An answer to a column in Uni- 
versity of North Dakota "Dakota 
Student" lauding cheating at col- 
lege appeared in a recent issue of 
the newspaper. 

Writes Professor Howard L. 
Waldron: 

"The boob who coasts on the job 
yet lives like a king is one of Mr. 
Sakariassen's 40 per cent who 
cheat regularly in college. Great 
men seldom if ever cheat.

"It is impossible for any of us to 
maintain health and sanity pur- 
suing any one of these or other 
pleasurable activities for 14 hours 
a day. So we must work. It is our 
main waking activitity. And we 
must be effective in it. 

"Effective work ranges from the 
routine job well done to the burst 
of creativity. 

"I advise you to follow the lonely 
egghead road. Cheat not. Work 
hard and imaginatively. Be effec- 
tive." 

Cartoonist Walt Kelly, creator of 
"Pogo,"' explained some of his 
characters recently during a talk 
at Baylor University, Waco, Texas. 

Kelly said his characters were 
created by dissecting himself, ac- 
cording to the "Baylor Lariat." 

"We all have many facets to our 
personality," he said. "These cha- 
racters are personifications of 
various facets I find in myself." 

He described Pogo as being the 
innocent, civic-minded type. "The 
reason he looks more like a little 
boy than a possum is because he 
represents a little boy." 

Albert the alligator is an alli- 
gator by trade and a "would-be- 
politician," Kelly said. "Albert is 
the type who would like to own his 
own cigar." 

He described the owl in the 
strip as "intelligent and wise-look- 
ing. He has the answers for every- 
thing but questions. A pseudo- 
scientist, he looks like everyone's 
old geometry teacher." 

The deacon, who speaks in Old 
English text, Kelly described as 
"one who is going to do the other 
fellow good even if it kills the 
other fellow." 

Kelly said he was once tdW he 
could not put adult humor into a 
comic strip. But his aim is to see 
American humor grow up. "Humor 
can have a part in easing social 
problems," he said. 

The cartoonist praised the Amer- 
ican newspaper as the "only re- 
maining true voice of democracy in 
the world." He spoke of the "sub- 
sidized voice of Hollywood, radio 
and television." 

"There can be no freedom when 
someone else is paying your bill," 
he said. "The newspaper, the one 
free voice left in the world, con- 
tinues to wave a very small flag, 
the only one that really makes 
sense."

Liepins Breaks Record As Demons Win 

One of the oldest college records in the books fell Saturday 
night as Northwestern' s track and field squad won a triangular 
meet with McNeese and Louisiana Tech with 20 points to spare 
Lou Liepins, the Latvia-born ' ' 



freshman who came to Demon- 
land by way of Winnipeg, 
Canada, threw the javelin 198'4" 
to break the ten year-old mark of 
196'7" held by Billy Parker. 

That left only three events— the 
100, 220 and mile — in which the 
college records date back more 
than four years. 

Northwestern used its freshman 
field prodigies and co-captain Char- 
lie "The Horse" Hennigan to score 
75% points to 55 for a surprising 
McNeese team and 47% for Tech. 

Aside from "Dog" Liepins' re- 
cord-busting feat, freshies Burt 
Heckle and Ludwig Bandaries tur- 
ned in impressive performances in 
the shot put and discus to give the 
NSC first-year men a clean sweep 
in the weight events. 

Heckle put the shot 50'%" the 

second longest throw in NSC his- 
tory behind "Doc" Bankston's re- 
cord of 51'3-%" — and Bandaries 



threw the discus 139'7-%"— the 
best throw in the GSC this year 
and 5% feet shy of Charlie John- 
son's NSC record. 

Hennigan won two individual 
first places, anchored two winning 
relay teams and finished second 
in the 100 yard dash to complete 
a busy night. He won the 440 yard 
dash easily with a 49.5, nudged Joel 
Thomas of Tech by inches in the 
220 yard dash with a 21.3, and 
anchored Northwestern's winning 
880 and mile relay foursomes. 

The Demons' other first places 
came on a 6'3" high jump by Har- 
old White and a 43.3-second per- 
formance by the 440 relay team 
of Charlie Tolar, Petie Moore, 
Jerry Haynes and Don Bowden. 

Thomas of Tech was a triple-win- 
ner for the night, taking the 100 
yard dash in 9.9 seconds, the 120 
high hurdles in 14.7 and the 220 
low hurdles in 23.6. The low hurdle 
mark bettered his own GSC record 
by one-tenth of a second.

Because of an unusually talented 
crop of freshmen the Demons will 
be favored in all three weight 
events tomorrow. Frosh Burt Heck- 
el, Lud Bandaries and Lou Liepins 
have thrown the shot 50'%", the 
discus 139'7-%", and the javelin 
198'4", respectively, this season. 

Harold White, who jumped 6'6" 
at the recent Southern AAU Meet, 
Carpenter of Southeastern in that 
event. 

The Demons will be favored in 
the mile relay, as the "Four Hor- 
ses" — Hennigan, Harold Smith, 
Don Hill and Sonny Jimes — have 
run the mile in 3:19.9 this year, 
just a shade over their own GSC 
record of 3:18.2.

Graduate School Enrolls 
418 Students, 100 of 
Which Seek Degrees 

Northwestern State College's 
summer enrollment reached 1,686 
this week, as reported today by the 
registrar's office. This marks an all- 
time high in enrollment for a sum- 
mer session at the college. 

Registrar Otis R. Crews said the 
present count is an increase of 61 
per cent over the summer of 1954 
when 1,044 students were enrolled 
here. 

In Northwestern's graduate 
school, 418 students are enrolled 
this session, an increase of 60 per 
cent over 1955, the first summer 
for graduate students, when 265 
were registered for classes leading 
toward the master's degree. 

Some 100 of these students are 
candidates for degrees at the end 
of the snmmer term.

Drama enthusiasts are looking 
forward to a busy theatre season at 
Northwestern, with Summer Thea- 
tre Workshop participants prepar- 
ing for three major productions 
and a one-act play, all scheduled 
for July.

credit for teachers wishing to qualify as supervisors; and 
Theatre, for students and teachers interested in acting, 
staging, or directing. 

On the recreational side two new programs are 
particular interesting. They are the all-college "sings" on 
Tuesdays and square dances on Thursdays. These and 
numerous spontaneous projects sponsored by different 
groups round out the summer recreational program. 



lest We Forget 



Exactly 180 years ago on June 14-Congress formally 
adopted the Stars and Stripes as our national flag. 

Since that day the 13 stripes of red and white and 
the' square blue field of 48 stars, which make up our 
present flag, have represented more than just designs on 
a rectangular cut of cloth. 

On one summer day in 1777 the red, white, and blue 
banner became a concrete symbol of all the ideals of our 
nation and our democracy. 

And, as a symbol of all that our nation stands for, 
the American flag must naturally be treated with outward 
respect by the very people it represents. 

Respect does not involve adoration, but it does 
involve courtesy and special consideration The considerat- 
ion-or respect-shown our flag is exhibited in the manner 
in which it is handled and displayed. 

For example, whenever our national standard is 
being raised or lowered, it is never allowed to touch the 
ground. It is not left flying in the rain. 

When the American flag is displayed with any other 
flag, it is given special placement-usually on its own right. 
If it is displayed on a wall with another flag, the staff of 
the American standard crosses the staff of the other flag 
and hangs to its own right. 

A flag which is in poor condition should never be 
displayed. It should be buried or burned by methods such 
as those suggested in this month's American Legion mag- 
zine. 

These and numerous other small courtesies accorded 
their flag demonstrate the true patriotism of Americans 
toward their country.

Council Minutes

The old and new Student Coun- 
cils of the Northwestern Student 
Body met recently in the Student 
Council Room, with Don Morgan 
presiding. Roll was called by the 
secretary, who reported an absence 
of 25 per cent. 

The meeting opened with a dis- 
cussion of objectives to be con- 
sidered in the fall by the new 
Council. President Morgan pre- 
sented two issues to the new mem- 
bers; first, concerning the awards 
given to the athletes, Band mem- 
bers, Dcmonettes, etc., and the 
Senior Award. It has been said 
that the rules concerning the eligi- 
bility for these awards are too 
strict, and some are in favor of a 
change. For instance, now, an ath- 
lete must have lettered for four 
years in order to receive the Senior 
Award. Should this be changed to 
three years? 

The second issue was whether or 
not the' transfer students should be 
eligible for these awards. The 
Council discussed these problems, 
but no conclusions were reached. 

Don Morgan introduced to the 
new Council a project for the bene- 
fit of the Student Body, which had 
been considered by the old mem- 
bers. The project is, with no fi- 
nancial assistance from the College, 
to lay a concrete area to be used 
for spring and summer dancing, 
skating, picnicing, etc. The esti- 
mated cost, accarding to Mr. Jack 
Boydston, is $5,000.00 to $6,500.00. 
The funds which are available at 
present come to $3,000.00. 

Dean Dudley Fulton told the 
Council that there has been some 
trouble concerning students who 
have failed to repay their loans. 
He mentioned that in the past the 
College has withheld the grades 
of those failing to pay, but thus far 
the situation is no better. 

After some discussion, Dean Ful- 
ton made the request that we ask 
the scholarship committee to write 
a letter to each person owing mon- 
ey, and also a letter to the admin- 
istration, asking them to deny 
those persons the right to take 
their final examinations. 

Past President Morgan turned 
the meeting over to President Ste- 
wart, who opened with a discussion 
on the three offices to be filled; 
Sophomore Class Vice-President, 
Sophomore Class Sechetary-Trea- 
surer, and Vice-President for Men. 
President Stew-art suggested Tom- 
my Johnson, and after a brief dis- 
cussion Jo Ann Joffrion moved that 
he be accepted as Vice-President 
of Men. 

The Council discussed admitting 
Robert Kelly as ex-officio member 
of the Student Council because of 
his presidential position in the Stu- 
dent Federation of Louisiana Coll- 
eges and Universities. Jo Ann 
Joffrion moved that he be accepted, 
and the motion was seconded by 
Jimmy Hammons.

Approximately $145,000 is being spent on dormitory and 
building repairs at Northwestern State College this summer, 
according to Dean Dudley Fulton, director of student relations. 
Renovations are underway on West Barracks, Varnado Hall, 
Caspari Hall and Demon Stad- 



ium. 

West Barracks is being com- 
pletely remodeled into a brick 
building housing 104 men, at an 
estimated cost of $85,000. New 



Sixth Campus 
Workshop Will 
Begin July 8 

Northwestern State College's 
sixth campus workshop of the sum- 
mer will get underway here July 8, 
with Dr. Harold Cottingham, direc- 
tor of guidance training at Florida 
State University, in charge. 

Designed for elementary and 
secondary teachers, guidance coun- 
selors and school administrators, 
the workshop is scheduled to last 
through July 26. 

Dr. Cottingham, who has attained 
national distinction in the field 
of guidance, recently authored a 
textbook, "Guidance in the Ele- 
mentary Schools, Principles and 
Practices," and has published num- 
erous articles in professional jour- 
nals. 

He has had wide experience in 
public school and college teaching, 
having taught in Illinois, Indiana, 
Missouri, Arkansas, New York, 
Colorada, Iowa, Massachusetts and 
Florida. He has been Professor of 
Guidance at Florida State since 
1948. In addition, he has served 
as consultant, lecturer and counse- 
lor in summer Clinics and study 
groups several times. 

Serving as coordinator in the 
workshop will be Dr. Raymond Mc- 
Coy, counselor-trainer and member

Dean Fulton reported that these 
four projects should be completed 
by this fall but that it is doubtful 
if West Barracks will be finished 
in time for the fall semester. The 
top floor is expected to be finish- 
ed, but there are doubts about the 
completion of the ground floor by 
the fall. When repairs to West 
Barracks are complete, the dormi- 
tory capacity will be approximately 
one hundred men over that of last 
year.

Athlete Of Year By Sports Writers 



Northwestern Stae College's long 
list of athletic honors was added to 
this week with the selection of De- 
mon football ace James "Red" Mc- 
New as the ulf States Conference's 
"Athlete of the Year" for 1956-57. 

McNew, a senior from Ferriday, 
won the title in a poll conducted 
by the Louisiana Sports Writers 
Association, edging out two Mc- 
Neese stars in the voting. The Cow- 
boy's Charlie Decker, pitcher and 
basketball ace, and Frank Glenn, 
Little Ail-American center for Mc- 
Neese, placed second and third, 
respectively, in the voting. 

The Demon quarterback and 
baseball outfielder garnered a total 
of 34 points, based on five points 
for a first-place vote, three for 
second, and one for third. 

McNew won the All-GSC quarter- 
back post in 1955-56 and made the

In baseball competition, the 
Demon redhead was an All-GSC 
choice as utility outfielder on the 
1957 squad, and held the same 
position on the 1955 and 1956 All- 
Conference teams. 

In two sports, the versatile Mc- 
New was named to five first-team 
All-Conference selections during 
his four years in GSC competition. 

During the 1956 football cam- 
paign, he accounted for more than 
1,000 yards gained rushing and 
passing for the Demons. He gained 
476 yards rushing in 88 tries, an 
average of 5.4 yards per carry, 
completed 11 of 31 passes for 224 
yards, returned 12 kickoffs for 232 
yards, intercepted five passes 
which he returned 69 yards and 
scored five touchdowns. He also 
served as co-captain of the Demon 
eleven. 

In baseball competition, McNew 
compiled a .298 batting average 
for the GSC season and committed 
only two errors during conference 
Play.

Webber, NSC Prof. 
Writes New Book; 
Publication In '58 

A contract was recently signed 
by Everett Webber, Northwestern 
State College English professor, 
with Hastings House of New York 
for the publication of his fifth 
book. Expected to come off the 
press in 1958, the work is one of 
the American Procession series 
which deals with small groups of 
people who have influenced Am- 
erican history. 

A non-fiction work, it concerns 
the rash of "share-the-wealth" vil- 
lages which were established in 
this country in 1662, and which 
have not died out yet. The book 
covers two and one half centuries 
of this movement which took two 
lines of thought, the religious and 
secular. The basic idea was that 
all men should work and share 
alike, but beyond that single uni- 
fying principle the various colon- 
ies attempted many bizarre sche- 
mes of life and living. 

The most successful of the co- 
lonies were of a religious nature, 
with theocratic government th- 
rough a prophet or messiah who 
frequently considered himself a 
deity. 

Ann Lee, the founder of the 
Shakers, considered herself "the 
female member of the Godhead," 
and numerous such leaders an- 
nounced themselves as everything 
from "Adam God" to "the Prophet 
Elijah." The religious prophets in 
almost every case expected the im- 
mediate end of the world or the 
beginning of the Millennium, and 
their followers believed themselves 
to be living the way best suited to 
meet the end. Celibacy was adopted 
by many of these groups. 

At the other extreme was the re- 
ligious group of the Oneida Com- 
munity who practiced "community 
wives." Their descendants still 
make Oneida Community Plate. 
The Amana communities of Iowa 
are well known for their manufact- 
uries. 

Other communities — that of Al- 
cott, the father of the "little wo- 
men," for instance, where Louisa 
very nearly starved as a child of 
ten — were not of a religiuos nature, 
but simply practiced what was 
felt to be the best way for people 
to live. Each community believed

that as soon as the efficacy of its 
social scheme was demonstrated, 
all the world would hasten to form 
into similar villages. 

In doing research for this book. 
Professor Webber found that one of 
these groups migrated from a small 
Pennsylvania village and founded 
a community near Natchitoches at 
Grand Ecore. Under the guidance 
of a German, who called himself 
Count Leon, the people lived a 
religious life in the expectation 
that Christ would appear there. 
The Count soon died of cholera, 
and after some years of hardship 
the remnant of his followers set- 
tled at Germantown, near Minden. 

The 350-page book will be il- 
lustrated with old prints and photo- 
graphs which were made available 
through various museums and art 
collections. 

Other publications by Webber, 
partly in collaboration with his 
wife, Olga, include three histori- 
cal novels, Rampart Street, Bound 
Girl and Louisiana Cavalier; an au- 
tobiographical book, Backwoods 
Teacher; and stories and articles 
in numerous national magazines. 
Mrs. Webber, who is assisting her 
husband with work also, is a stu- 
dent in the Northwestern Graduate 
school.

New Biology Building Expected To Be 
Ready For Occupancy By Spring Of '58 



Northwestern State College's 
new biological science building is 
expected to be completed in time 
for the 1958 spring registration, 
according to Dr. W. C. Erwin, head 
of the Biology department. 

Despite heavy rains which de- 
layed the excavation of the base- 
ment, work has progressed at a 
very fast rate on the structure 
which is located just off the Sibley 
Drive extension. 

The building will house eight 
laboratories, five lecture rooms 
and offices arranged in suites of 
twos with a research lab between 
each of the suites. The largest 
lecture room will be built on an 
elevated plan and will seat 104 stu- 
dents. Completely new equipment 
valued at $70,000 will be purchased. 
None of the equipment now being 
used in the present science build- 
ing will be moved to the new loca- 
tion. 

A problem laboratory will be 
available for both graduate and 
undergraduate students doing re- 
search in their fields. Various ani- 
mal life will be placed in the base- 
ment for research and other lab 
use. A small conference room has 
been planned for the convenience 
of staff meetings. 

The entrance for the building has 
been designed by Dr. George Ware, 
biology instructor at Northwestern. 
Formulated around plant and ani- 
mal life, the entrance will be carv-

Addition Of New Deisel Engines 
To Increase Power Plant Output

Three new deisel engines with a total horsepower of 2500 
were recently requisitioned by Northwestern State College. 
The purchase and installation of these engines at -the NSC 
power plant will more than double the future output capacity 
of the entire plant, according 
to Ed Brown, head of the 
power plant. 

Of an Enterprize brand, these 
giant engines were donated to the 
Department of Education by the 
national government as surplus 
engines and therefore cost the col- 
lege only $8,700 for transportation 
from- Pennsylvania, at a saving of 
$195,000. The largest engine has 
eight cylinders, stands about ten 
feet high, is 21 feet long, and six 
feet wide. The smaller deisels are 
approximately the same size, but 
have only six cylinders each. 

Shipment of the equipment was 
made by freight and by truck to 
the Northwestern campus. Getting 
the new engines, which are stored 
in the rear of the power plant, was 
only the first step in the major 
operation of increasing the power 
plant output. Additional equip- 
ment and installations, needed to 
get all three of the new engines 
producing power, will cost approxi- 
mately $700,000, as estimated by 
Benard and Burk, Inc., one of the 
largest engineering firms in the 
South. This includes three new 
generators a switchboard, equip- 
ment to enable the engines to run 
on natural gas (which is much 
cheaper than deisel fuel), miscel- 
laneous mechanical and electrical 
equipment, and installation. But 
Mr. Brown, the power plant head, 
estimates this figure at $500,000 if 
the college uses its own labor, 
which will mean a saving of $200, 
000. 

When the new engines are instal- 
led, along with the new generators, 
plus the 500 KW steam generator 
and the 550 KW diesel generator, 
which will remain as reserve units, 
the total capacity of the plant will 
be 4,050 KW, 2750 KW over the 
present peak operating capacity of 
1300 KW. 



ing of necessary equipment can be- 
gin, the necessary funds must be 
obtained. It is certain that only the 
largest of the three deisels will 
be installed in the very near future 
because of this financial problem. 
When the larger engine does go 
into operation it alone will double 
the output capacity of the entire 
plant. 

With the amount of additional 
power that will be produced at 
the plant, a new switchboard and 
distribution panel will have to be 
installed, Mr. Brown reports, be- 
cause, at the present time, with 
only 1300 KW being distributed, 
the board is over-loaded. 



Publication Accepts

A. Stokes, assistant professor of 
geography and geology here, 
which has been accepted for publi- 
cation in "Annals," quarterly per- 
iodical of the Association of Amer- 
ican Geographers. 

Dr. Stokes' paper is a study of 
the influence of the lumbering in- 
dustry on elements comprising 
part of the West Louisiana land- 
scape, such as house types and 
settlement patterns during the per- 
iod, 1890-1930. 

Editors of the national publica- 
tion, which features various articles 
by geography professors through- 
out the country, have notified Dr. 
Stokes that his paper will be print-

Since Indepen- 
dence Day fell between two of the Sauce's publication 
dates, we are reprinting here a message that appeared in 
the July 9, 1956 issue of Newsweek magazine. We feel that 
it is a worthy expression of what it means to be an Ameri- 
can and a part of this nation.) 

I was born on July 4, 1776, and the Declaration of In- 
dependence is my birth certificate. The bloodlines of the 
world run in my veins, because I offered freedom to the 
oppressed. I am many things and many people. I am the 
nation. 

I am 165 million living souls — and the ghost of mil- 
lions who have lived and died for me. 

I am Nathan Hale and Paul Revere. I stood at Lexing- 
ton and fired the shot heard around the world. I am Wash- 
ington, Jefferson and Patrick Henry. I am John Paul 
Jones, the Green Mountain Boys and Davy Crockett. I 
am Lee and Grant, and Abe Lincoln. 

I remember the Alamo, the Maine and Pearl Harbor. 
When freedom called, I answered and stayed until it was 
over, over there. I left my heroic dead in Flanders Fields, 
on the rock of Corregidor, and on the bleak slopes of 
Korea. 

I am the Brooklyn Bridge, the wheat lands of Kansas, 
and the granite hills of Vermont. I am the coalfields of 
the Virginias and Pennsylvania, the fertile lands of the 
1 West, the Golden Gate, and the Grand Canyon. I am In- 
dependence Hall, the Monitor and the Merrimac. 
| I am big. I sprawl from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
3 million square miles throbbing with industry. I am more 
than 5 million farms .

NSC Has Unique Course In Water-skiing

Northwestern is one the few colleges in the country 
which offers a course in water skiing, America's fastest grow- 
ing sport, according to Dr. Edward Capen, associate professor 
of physical education at NSC. 

Dr. Capen teaches the co- 
educational course, which in- 
cludes canoeing, fundamental skills 
of water-skiing, and intermediate 
tricks. At NSC, the course is a cred- 
it course, while most water-skiing 
programs are conducted more on a 
club basis than as a teaching class. 

This summer's course has been 
offered as an experimental class, 
with the cooperation of the John- 
son Outboard Motor Company, the 
Arkansas Traveler Boat Company, 
and the Outboard Boating Club of 
America. The same course will 
probably be offered in the spring 
semester, 1958. 

A limit of 20 students was set on 
the course, and it includes 10 men 
and 10 women students. Each of 
the 20 students normally ski-rides 
twice during the period. Once re- 
cently, each student was able to 
ride three times during a single 
period. Each ride covers a distance 
of about 1 mile at a speed of ap- 
proximately 20 miles per hour. 

All the students are strong swim- 
mers, and all are familiar with the 
rules of water-skiing, which are de- 
signed to provide for maximum 
pleasure and minimum danger. Stu- 
dents must wear water-jackets 
while skiing, and each one had to 
pass a swimming test in order to 
be eligible for the class. 

Although water-skiing appears to 
be a tricky and difficult sport, Dr. 
Capen says that the fundamental 
elements are mastered fairly eas- 
ily. His pupils work hard, and their 
falls and tumbles are all part of 
the fun. 

Dr. Capen is free from one prob- 
lem that most college professors 
have to face: cutting class. He is 
proud of the fact that his class is 
one that students rarely cut, and 
that students frequently go to class 
early, and stay after the class pe- 
riod is officially over.

1,719 Students 
Listed in Summer 
Final Enrollment 

Final count in Northwestern 
State College's summer enrollment 
is 1,719 students, according to fig- 
ures released here this week by 
Otis R. Crew, NSC registrar. 

Of these, 445 are graduate stu- 
dents, many of whom are candi- 
dates for degrees at the end of the 
summer session. This is the third 
summer of the NSC graduate 
school. 

Enrollment by classes shows that 
407 freshmen, 310 sophomores, 251 
juniors and 306 seniors are regis- 
tered here this session, along with 
the 445 graduate students previ- 
ously mentioned. 

By schools, the registrar report- 
ed 175 in Applied Arts and Sci- 
ences, 156 in Arts and Sciences, 
643 in Education, 300 in nursing 
and 445 in the Graduate School. 

Upper elementary education is 
the most popular curriculum here 
this summer, with 150 students en- 
rolled, followed by primary ed- 
ucation, with 116; health and phy- 
sical education, 94; business ad- 
ministration, 71, and business ed- 
ucation, 83. 

There are four parishes repre- 
sented with a count of over 100 
students — Caddo with 149, Natch- 
itoches with 335, Rapides with 184 
and Sabine with 121. 

Six other parishes hav£ more 
than 50 students enrolled at NSC 
this summer. They are De Soto 
(54), Grant (63), Red River (53), 
Vernon (63), Webster (52), and 
Winn (73). 

Thirty out-of-state students are 
registered this summer, represent- 
ing Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, 
Indiana, Mississippi, New Jersey, 
and Wisconsin, along with Puerto 
Rico.

Minneapolis — (ACP) — Do 
drive and initiative needed to 
to advance civilization? Or are 
by present day society — that 
of looking for security first 
or fearing to take chances or 
go out on a limb, and thus failing 
to be real seekers for new know- 
ledge? Opinions like these have 
at times been made public by some 
critics of the youth of this genera- 
tion. But what do the youth think 
about these charges? 

In order to get the collegiate 
slant on this issue Associated 
Collegiate Press asked the follow- 
ing question of a representative 
national cross-section of college 
students: 

Some prominent businessmen 
have stated that modern day young 
men and women are too concerned 
with problems of future security, 
and thus lack imagination and 
initiative. Do you agree or dis- 
agree with this opinion, or are you 
undecided? 
The Results: 

Men Women Total 

Agree 27% 23% 26% 

Disagree 55% 66% 59% 

Undecided ..18% 11% 15% 

Coeds tend to disagree with this 
opinion as expressed by some bus- 
inessmen a bit more than do col- 
lege men, although the majority of 
both college men and coeds dis- 
agree. About one-quarter of the 
students agree. 

Among students agreeing with 
the opinion of these businessmen, 
the most commonly expressed 
thought is that people today are 
forced by society to conform to 
the modal behavior and don't have 
the chance they once had to ex- 
press themselves. Here are a few 
typical comments: 

"Americans of all ages seem to 
conform too much to accepted 
patterns. Desiring future security 
is just a part of the fear not to 
conform," is the feeling of a soph- 
omore attending Wake Forrest 
College (Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina), and a sophomore at 
Syracuse University (Syracuse, 
New York) has this to say: "In a 
way it is true, for instance, con- 
formity on campus has ruined 
much initiative; everything we do 
today has to be approved in ad- 
vance." 

Other students believe that the 
young people of this generation 
are marrying at an earlier age and 
have to look for security. Still 
others feel that too many people 
are concerned only with money 
instead of with helping mankind. 

A freshman at the University of 
Denver (Colorado) thinks that 
there are always "some men afraid 
to take chances." And a University 
of Maryland (College Park) soph- 
omore simply says: "The almighty 
dollar is king." 

Among the majority of students 
disagreeing with this opinion of 
some businessmen, the most com- 
mon belief is that concern for 



the youth of today lack the 
come up with new ideas used 
they falling into a rut created 



future security arouses an interest 
in preparing for it. Others feel 
that the youth of this generation 
haven't changed much from past 
generations. Here are several 
typical remarks: 

"A concern for the future causes 
a development of imagination and 
initiative," is the way a Mississippi 
College (Clinton) junior puts it. 
"Imagination in youth is natural 
and initiative will result from the 
drive to obtain security," is the 
way a Tyler Junior College (Tyler, 
Texas) sophomore looks at it, while 
a senior at the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons sees it this way: 
"A reasonable concern for security 
denotes a mature mind." 

And a senior at Southeastern 
State College (Durant, Oklahoma) 
points out that "the increasing 
number of patents for inventions 
being taken out each year disputes 
the ideas of lack of imagination." 

Most students undecided on the 
question simply say they haven't 
thought much about the situation 
and can't make up their minds. 
But a few feel that the issue, as a 
Rochester Institute of Technology 
(Rochester, New York) freshman 
says: "is an individual matter," or, 
as an Ohio University (Athens) 
sopomore coed puts it: "some stu- 
dents are interested in security 
and some aren't."

Poll Says Coeds Are Best Dressers 

Minneapolis — (ACP) — In terms of neatness, color, and 
overall appearance, coeds are deemed the better dressers by 
both college men and women. Naturally the coeds feel some- 
what stronger about this than 



do the men, but even a major- 
ity of the men are in agree- 
ment with the coeds. 

Here is the exact question as 
asked by Associated Collegiate 
rress of a representative national 
cross-section of college students: 

Who do you feel are the better 
dressers, in terms of neatness, 
color, and overall appearance, 
college men or college women? 
The results: 

Men Women Total 
College Men ....26% 15% 22% 
College Women ..56% 66% 60% 
Undecided 18% 19% 18% 

With students "believing coeds 
are better dressers the feeling is 
generally that coeds are more 
"clothes-conscious," are more in- 
terested in their appearance under 
a sort of social pressure to keep 
themselves neat and stylish. Here 
are a few representative comments: 

A freshman coed at Rochester 
Institute of Technology (Roches- 
ter, New York) feels "women have 
more of a 'need' to dress up," 
while a male freshman attend- 
ing the University of Denver 
(Denver,. Colorado) simply says: 
"The girls are more conscious of 
clothes than men." And a Univer- 
sity of Maryland (College Park) 
junior coed puts it this way: "The 
majority of men just don't care, 
while the social pressure is on 
every woman to look neat at all 
times." 

"Judgment is more often passed 
on girls rather than boys in regard 
to their dress," is the way a Wake 
Forest College (Winston-Salem, 
North Carolna) maie senior feels. 
A male graduate student at Syra- 
cuse University (Syracuse, New 
York) has this to say: "College men 
look sort of factory produced in 
the black and grey flannels. Girls 
have a much better sense of ima- 
gination with combinations, tones, 
and shades of color." But it takes 
a Tyler Junior College (T yl e r, 
Texas) freshman coed to come up 
with the thought held by many 
college men: "College women are 
trying to make a good impression 
on college men." 

As far as college men go, a good 
number of both coeds and men feel 
they dress too sloppy and casual, 
of as one coed said: "Men are gen- 
erally sloppy creatures." However 
there is a considerable amount of 
opinion among both college men 
and women that men are indeed 



better dressers. Here are a few 
typical remarks: 

"Men's clothes are tailored more 
simply, without frills and are us- 
ually neat," is the feeling of a 
Mississippi College (Clinton) fresh- 
man coed. But a male freshman 
attending the College of Steuben- 
ville (Steubenville, Ohio) feels this 
way: "Men take pride in them- 
selves and their clothes every day, 
while the girls keep most of their 
good clothes for dances and parties 
instead of school." 

A male junior at Juniata College 
(Huntingdon, Pennsylvania) looks 
at the situation like this: "It is 
easier for the fellows to look nice; 
the girls have to 'do too much' in 
order to look 'dressy'." But a Wake 
Forest College senior coed sees it 
as a matter of taste, in favor of the 
men: "Women too often take it for 
granted that they are better dress- 



ed, but the men display better 
taste most of the time." College 
men are more conscious of their 
everyday attire, whereas college 
women only dress up for special 
occasions," is the way a male fresh- 
at Ohio University (Athens) feels. 

Students finding themselves un- 
decided on the issue have several 
reasons. Some feel the men and 
coeds have separate standards and 
can't be compared. Some believe 
that both have their good and bad 
points. Others feel it depends up- 
on the school or location. Here are 
a couple of typical replies: 

"It's a personal thing; no stereo- 
type is a fair," is the comment of a 
male junior at the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons (San 
Francisco). A male sophomore at 
Syracuse University see it this 
way: "I think each sex dresses in 
a mediocre fashion. Both college 
men and women are neat at times, 
remarkably sloppy at others." 
And a senior male attending the 
University of Maryland has this 
opinion: "Some of my fraternity 
brothers are sticklers for neatness 
in appearance and some are slobs, 
but so are some of the girls!"

Forty-five persons are enrolled 
in the Guidance Workshop, which 
began here Monday, July 8, and 
which is the sixth and final work- 
shop to be held on the campus this 
summer. 

According to Dr. Ray McCoy, 
coordinator for the workshop, five 
are out-of-state students, coming 
from Kansas, Missouri and Texas. 

All of the students enrolled in 
the special course are in-service 
teachers and administrators, re- 
presenting several types of schools. 

Instructor for the workshop is 
Dr. Harold Cottingham, Florida 
State University professor and au- 
thor of a recent textbook in gui- 
dance. 

Scheduled to last until July 26, 
the workshop is set up on a daily 
schedule Monday through Friday. 
Topics include problems in testing, 
guidance functions of the class- 
room teachers, the growth and de- 
velopment of guidance services in 
Louisiana and the like. 

Mrs. Margaret Colvin, director 
of guidance for the state depart- 
ment of education, will speak to 
the class on July 25. Tests will be 
given the last meeting date. 
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pending upon the G I Bill or schol- 
arships. "God bless the GI Bill," 
is the way a senior at Oswego 
State Teachers College (Oswego, 
New York) puts it, and a junior 
attending the Newark College of 
Engineering (Newark, New Jersey) 
says that "with the aid of my good 
and a loyal wife and the U.S. gov- 
ernment I only have to work part- 
time." 

Most students working part-time 
or not at all cite parents as the 
primary means of support. Stu- 
dents who are able to live at home 
while attending college have other 
added advantages, or as a Long 
Beach City College (Long Beach, 
California) sophomore says: "The 
GI Bill helps a lot, but living at 
home is what really helps." 

Some students are able to escape 
work during the school term by 
working during the summer 
months. A sophomore coed attend- 
ing the College of St. Catherine 
(St. Paul, Minnesota) gives this 
example: "By working summers 
I'm able to make enough money 
to help my parents out consider- 
ably." 

For some students, of course, 
there is no alternative but to work, 
or as a Rochester Institute of 
Technology (Rochester,, New York) 
senior puts it: "You have to work 
to eat." Others work part-time to 
fill less pressing needs. For ex- 
ample, a Bernard Baruch School 
of Business (City College of New 
York) sophomore states: "I work 
part-time to get spending and date 
money." 

Work is seen by many students 
as serving a function other than 
merely making money. "It's good 
experience to work, it makes a 
person appreciate his education 
more," is the way a sophomore 
coed at the College of St. Catherine 
looks at it, and a freshman coed 
attending Mississippi College (Clin- 
ton) feels that "a student who 
is not physically handicapped and 
is of age to attend college should 
begin to help support himself." 

A few students think that out- 
side work detracts from studying 
and that all their free time should 
be spent in studies, or as one stu- 
-dent states: "There will be plenty 
of time for work when we get out 
of school." And a sophomore coed 
at Villanova University (Villanova, 
Pennsylvania) offers this explan- 
ation: "So far our course work has 
not allowed us sufficient free time 
to keep a part-time job."

Heritage, History, And Heirlooms

Most students attending Northwestern State College are 
aware of the fact that NSC's background is rich in traditions 
that go back as far as the founding of the college. Day by day 
they hear of and pass by such landmarks as the three columns 
in front of Caldwell Hall and 
the St. Denis Rock near Cald- 
well on the hill. They live in 
dormitories bearing the names of 
outstanding persons but know 
nothing of the reasons for the 
dorms being named as they are. 

In this column we will attempt 
to bring the stories behind these

old tradtions and landmarks to you 
in a series of feature articles which 
will appear in different issues of 
the Sauce. 

This week's feature concerns the 
brown boulder near the northern 
entrance of Caldwell Hall. Hardly 
noticeable and partially hidden by 
a cedar tree, the St. Denis Rock 
stands as a monument to the found- 
er of Natchitoches. 

Most students on the campus are 
familiar with many of Northwest- 
em's traditions but one has re-

mained relatively unknown. It con- 
cerns the St. Denis Rock, a bronze 
marker north of Caldwell Hall com- 
memorating the site of de St. Denis' 
home. 

As a founder of Natchitoches, St. 
Denis occupies a place in Louisiana 
history that compares favorably 
with that of LaSalle, Iberville or 
Bienville. Who was St. Denis and 
what were his contributions to the 
state of Louisiana? 

During the early days of the set- 
tlement of the United States, Lou- 
isiana consisted of the land be- 
| tween Canada and Mexico, bound- 
ed on the east by Carolina. The 
French, who then owned Louisiana, 
f had heard that the Spaniards from 
Mexico intended to take possesion 
of this region. To prevent Spanish 
interference, in 1714 Lamothe Cad- 
illac, governor of Louisiana, sent 
Juchereau de St. Denis, a young 
Frenchman, to establish a post on 
Red River. St. Denis, a dashing ad- 
venturer, placed a garrison at 
Nachitoches. This was the first 
permanent settlement within the 
present limits of Louisiana. 

St. Denis, who had not yet satis- 
fied his longings for risk and dar- 
ing, set out with a few companions 
into Mexico to see the possibilities 
of development of trade with that 
country. Spanish authorities had 
refused to allow French agents to 
enter Mexico; St. Denis was seized 
and sent to Mexico, and was finally 
allowed to return to Mobile. 

After many years of adventure, 
St. Denis built a home where he 
remained quietly until his death 
in 1714. The exact site of the St. 
Denis home is unknown. Using a 
map of Natchitoches on which the 
word "habitation" had been marked 
indicating the location of the old 
French post, surveyors found a spot 
corresponding almost exactly to 
that on the map. Believing this to 
be where St. Denis had his home, 
Natchitochians placed a rock there 
to mark the site. 

The legend of a man, who in pro- 
tecting his country's interest es- 
tablished Natchitoches.will be re- 
membered by all who view the 
weather-beaten rock resting under- 
neath the branches of a tree near 
Caldwell Hall — the monument to 
St. Denis, St. Denis Rock.

Before the college buys new bedding, chairs 
or like materials, Dean Fulton puts them through this sort 
of test. 



the companies in the nation are 
controlled by the central organi- 
zation, which orginated in 1910 as 
a result of "vigilante" groups in 
advertising. 

These 'Vigilante" groups were 
formed to prevent the young in- 
stitution of advertising from going 
astray of ethics and good taste. 

BBB's are scattered throughout 
the nation and have been quite 
successful, through publications, 
in "blacklisting" shady operators 
and fraudulent salesmen. 



Booth Outlines Roles Played By BBB

The well-known adage, "There is a sucker born every 
day," was fully exemplified to an intent group of business 
majors by R. A. Booth, manager of the Better Business Bureau 
of Shreveport, in a special lecture in Room 102 of the Business 
Administration Building re- 
cently. 

Booth held the capacity audi 
ence spellbound with his lecture 
and referred frequently to a table 
filled with examples of fraudulent 

products. 

He noted that one of the largest 
selling of these products was a 
bottle containing a clear liquid 
called "Slauderine." This product, 
Booth stated, was sold by an oper- 
ator to an unsuspecting Shreveport 
druggist. It was advertised as a 
cure-all for many ailments, includ- 
ing arthritis. Upon complaints by 
customers to the Better Business 
Bureau, an investigation was made. 
The chemical analysis of the liquid 
disclosed it to be pure gasoline. 
Shreveport authorities were amazed 
that no one was killed as a large 
number of bottles had been sold. 

In another example, Booth dis- 
closed that a group originating in 
Phoenix, Arizona sent out devices 
such as ball point pens, which were 
practically worthless, asking the 
recipients for contributions which 
would be forwarded to a large 
Phoenix children's hospital. It was 
found, after investigation by the 
BBB, that only a small amount of 
the money was donated to this 
cause and the remainder was kept 
by the sponsoring group. 

A firm in Texas attempted a 
similar trick with the claim to re- 
cipients of its products that the 
proceeds would be used to support 
a Texas hospital for the cure of 
cancer. The BBB found that none 
of the resulting funds were passed 
on to the hospital, but the operat- 
ors had so convinced their cus- 
tomers of their sincerity that 
many of the customers called in 
accusing the BBB officials of fraud 
for having published a warning let- 
ter in the Shreveport papers. 

Booth said that the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau is a non-profit, non- 
stock-holding company. That is, all

Evans In Recent Debate At Harvard 

Dr. Medford Evans of the Northwestern Social Science 
Department is back on the NSC campus after his recent partici- 
pation in a debate at Harvard University on the question, 
"Whether Harvard Should Have Invited Dr. J. Oppenheimer to 
Give the William James Lec- 
tures." 

Dr. Evans and his colleague, 

Professor William Kendall of the 
Department of Political Science at 
Yale, and also an editor of "Na- 
tional Review," debated Chase Kim- 
ball and Howard S. Whiteside, at- 
torneys for the Civil Liberties 
Union. Chairman for the debate 
was Professor Samuel P. Hunting- 
ton of the Harvard faculty. 

He was a guest of the Harvard 
Athenaeum Debating Society at a 
dinner held at Lowell House. The 
debate was held later at Phillips 
Brooks House before an audience 
of approximately 175. 

The debate was recorded and 
parts /of it were later broadcast 
over the Harvard radio station. It 
was also covered by the Boston 
newspapers and the "Harvard 
Crimson." 

The debate was organized as a 
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result of the controversy stirred 
up by an alumni organization at 
Harvard, the Veritas Committee. 
The Athenaeum Debating Society, 
an undergraduate organization, 
staged the debate with the support 
of the Harvard Conservative 
league and an undergraduate news- 
paper, "The Harvard Times Re- 
public." 

Concerning the entire experi- 
ence, Dr. Evans said; "I was im- 
pressed mainly by the energy and 
ability of the Harvard students 
who were able to organize and put 
on a debate of this sort. . . They 
did this in the face of considerable 
opposition and with very little 
help from any one else. If this is 
an example of the energy and 
ability of the current college 
generation, then the outlook for 
the future is not so bad. Some of 
their elders could profit by their 
example." 
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Feel Medical Men Should Be Drafted 

Minneapolis (ACP) — College students, on the whole, have 
pretty strong feelings concerning the necessity of desirability 
of drafting doctors and dentists for service in the armed forces. 
Associated Collegiate Press 
obtained this information by 
asking the following questions 
of a representative national cross- 
section of college students:

ACP Polls Students On "Rock 'n' Roll 



Minneapolis— (ACP)— "What effect do you think "Rock 
and Roll" music is having on the youth of our country?" This 
is the question Associated Collegiate Press asked of a repre- 
sentative national cross-section 
of college students. What's 
your opinion? 

ACP found that about one-third 
of the college students felt Rock 
and Roll had a bad effect, while 
another one-third felt it had no 
effect at all. About ten per cent 
thought the music had a good 
effect and the rest of the students 
were undecided. Here are the 
figures broken down by sex:

By far, the great majority of 
students remarking that Rock and 
Roll music has a good effect justify 
their opinion by stating that the 
music acts as a safety valve for 
youthful energy, or as a junior at 
the University of Maryland (Col- 
lege Park) puts it: "Repressed 
emotions are released through 
dancing," And along this same line 
of thought, a Yakima Valley Junior 
College (Yakima, Washington 
freshman feels the music keeps the 
teen-agers busy and "out of trou- 
ble." 

"It has good rhythm and pro- 
vides good music aor dancing," is 
the comment of a Tyler Junior Col- 
lege (Tyler, Texas) freshman coed. 
And an Ohio University (Athens) 
freshman states: "It's good, it's the 
up-and-coming thing for teen- 
agers." 

Two general points of view 
characterize those students believ- 
ing Rack and Roll music has a bad 
effect: It is not good music in the 
first place, and it helps destroy the 
moral fibre of the youth. Or as a 
freshman attending the University 
of Denver (Denver, Colorado) puts 
it: "Rock and Roll is making a 
bunch of crude hoodlums out of 
them." 

"It's poor music — if you can call 



it music," is the way a Wake Forest 
College (Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina) junior feels, while a 
junior at the Rochester Institute 
of Technology (Rochester, New 
York) believes the "bad effect is 
only temporary, it won't last." But 
the pessimistic viewpoint is really 
portrayed by a freshman coed at 
Syracuse University who says : 
"We're all decaying." 

A considerable portion of college 
students think Rock and Roll has 
no effect on teen-agers. Most of 
their opinions can be summarized 
into one statement, such as that 
given by junior coed attending the 
Bernard Baruch School of Business, 
City College of New York: "It's 
just a passing fad." 

A very typical comment is made 
by a South Georgia College (Doug- 
las) sophomore who states: "Each 
generation has its own version of 
'Rock and Roll' — the older people 
always think the younger genera- 
tion is getting worse." A Syracuse 
University (Syracuse, New York) 
sophomore winds up his argument 
with this apt observation: "Just 
as 'Jazz' hit the 'Flappers' in the 
1920's, 'Rock and Roll' is hitting 
now; th° old generation survived, 
why shouldn't we?" 

Students finding themselves un- 
decided on this question either 
believe the answer depends upon 
the individual, or ^hat Rock and 
Roll has both its good and bad 
points. Here are several typical 
remarks. "It depends upon the 
individual; 'bad' can be made out 
of anything if one tries hard 
enough," is the way a sophomore 
at Mississippi College (Clinton) 
puts it, while a sophomore at 
Lynchburg College (Lynchburg, 
Virginia) has this to say: "The 
music has both its good and bad 
points; it will effect different 
people different ways." 
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The figures show a wide diver- 
gence of opinion between men and 
women. The only explanation for 
this divergence, Judging by stu- 
dent comment, is that male col- 
lege students who have expe- 
rienced or are about to experience 
service in the armed forces feel 
strongly about the necessity of 
imparting this experience to all 
eligible males, bar none! 

One theme repeats itself in stu- 
dent comment on this question, 
and that is that all individuals, 
regardless of profession, are equal, 
and should do their duty by serv- 
ing their country. 

Two students attending The Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons 
(San Francisco, California) express 
this theme nicely. One, a graduate 
student, says: "The need for med- 
ical care is as great in the armed 
forces as it is anywhere else and 
I feen that the physicians and den- 
tists are obligated to meet this 
need." The other, a junior, states: 
"I think every man who is phys- 
ically fit should serve a required 
time in the armed forces, whether 
they be M. D., D. D. S., Minister, 
etc. They can do their job and duty 
in the service as well as in civilian 
life." 

Medical men opposing the draft 
often state that a doctor spends 
many years and much money in 
training, and is not justly com- 
pensated by service pay for this 
sacrifice. In addition, having to in- 
terrupt and rebuild his practice 
is also a hardship. A sophomore 
attending the College of Phys- 
icians and Surgeons proposes that 
"service conditions should be made 
more attractive to compensate for 
losses incurred during service." 

A sophomore attending the Uni- 
versity of North Dakota (Grand 
Forks) agrees: "The Army should 
make it desirable to join, but they 
shouldn't be forced into it." A 
freshman coed at the University 
of Nebraska (Lincoln) says "there 
is already a shortage now" in civil- 
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ian areas, we need all our doctors, 
while a junior attending Iowa State 
College (Ames) feels doctors 
should not be drafted in "peace- 
time." 

Here are several comments from 
students favoring the drafting of 
doctors 

"Doctors and adentists, contrary 
to popular belief, have not yet 
attained the status of deities," says 



a freshman at New York Uni- 
versity, University College (Bronx, 
New York). One of his classmates, 
a junior, puts ft this way: "The 
same draft law should apply to 
all persons." 

A fairly typical comment is of- 
fered by a senior coed at Texas 
State College for Women (Denton, 
Texasl: "Their service should be 
looked upon as no better than 
that of others who serve." 

A sophomore coed at Hunter 
College (New York City) feels "the 
armed forces need them, and 
where else will they get them if 
they don't draft them? They are as 
equal as the next man."

With site preparations underway, 
work began Wednesday on the con- 
struction of three new buildings at 
Northwestern State College.

In 1948 when it was decided 
to change the names of the 
dormitories in the quadrangle "A",' 
"B", "C" and "D" to their present 
titles, the Administration desired to 
honor various Louisianians. "C" 
Hall was named in honor of John 
J. Audubon, the famous expert on 
birds; "D" was named after Agnes 
Morris, who taught at Northwest- 
ern and later worked in public 
health; "A" honored Carondelet, 
Spanish Governor of Louisiana, and 
"B" was named after Mrs. Kate 
Chopin, a writer who lived in Nat- 
chitoches parish. 

The selection of Mrs. Chopin as 
one of the honorees was based on 
her writings which did much to- 
ward recording the colorful events 
of a historical section. 

What caused Kate Chopin to turn 
to writing as a career? Loneliness 
has been set forth as the primary 
cause of her successful venture in- 
to the literary world. 
Her first few years were spent 
St. Louis where she was born 
Feb. 8, 1851. Creole influence 
of her mother was stronger than 
that of her Irish father, Thomas 
O'Flaherty, and she returned to 
southern Louisiana where she was 
graduated from the Academy of 
the Sacred Heart. 

Following her graduation Kathe- 
rine made her debut among the 
elite of South Louisiana. She led a 
very full social life but detested it 
as being rather worthless. 

During her late teens she met 
Oscar Chopin, a New Orleans cot- 
ton dealer and commissioner, and 
married him in 1870.

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To Smoke Or Not To Smoke 

Minneapolis — (ACP) — Slightly under half of all college 
students in the United States smoke regularly, and slightly 
under half don't smoke at all. The remaining few smoke on 
rare occasions. The habit is more common among college men 
than among coeds by a fairly significant margin. A few stu- 
dents appear to be worried about recent stories linking cigar- 
ette smoking with lung cancer.

Regularly smoking students gen- 
erally repeat advertising sales slo- 
gans when asked why they smoke. 
A Wart burg College (Waverly, 
Iowa) junior is very typical in his 
reply : "for relaxation." Many other 
students simply say: "enjoyment." 
Others smoke because they're ner- 
vous, some in order to keep their 
weight down, and some just don't 
know why. Many say they wish 
they could break the habit. 

"I have to do something besides 
eat when I study," is the reply of 
a sophomore coed at Nebraska 
University (Lincoln), and an Ohio 
University (Athens) freshman co- 
ed says she smokes "because I 
have nothing else to do and I see 
everyone else doing it." A Brook- 
lyn College (Brooklyn, N.Y.) sen- 
ior "likes it" because it is a "re- 
lease for nervous energy," and a 
Southeastern State College (Dur- 
ant, Okla.) graduate student con- 
denses her reason into these three 
words: "I want to." 

Non-smoking students generally 
have well defined reasons for not 
smoking. Many feel that it is bad 
for the health, some just don't 
have any desire to smoke, and 
some say it's too expensive. Some 
call it a filthy habit and others just 
see no need for it. Here are some 
comments typical of these view- 
points : 

"It's a waste of money," is the 
opinion of an Ohio University soph- 
omore. A sophomore coed attend- 
ing Yakima Valley Junior College 
(Yakima, Wash.) feels it's both a 
"waste of time and money." A 
graduate student at Ohio Univers- 
ity believes that smoking "impairs 
the health," and a senior attending 
the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons (San Francisco, Calif.) states 
that there is "no advantage to 
smoking." 

A freshman coed at Jacksonville 
University (Jacksonville, Fla. ) 
gives this lengthy reason: "I have 
never felt the desire to smoke. 
Many college students have the 
idea that smoking makes you more 
mature. Or they smoke just be- 
cause the rest of the crowd does. 
Personally, I can't see it." And a 
Christian College (Columbia, Mo.) 
freshman coed has this personal 
reason for not smoking: "When 
you smoke you don't smell like a 
girl anymore, but like a cigarette." 

Students who smoke only on rare 
occasions might give the expla- 
nation offered by a University of 
Nebraska senior who says: "I 
smoke only when I've been drink- 
ing," or that offered by a senior 
coed attending Brooklyn College 
who states that she smokes "when 
I feel like acting sophisticated."

Minneapolis — (ACP) — College students ' have taken to 
heart the characters in some of the comic strips like Peanuts, 
Pogo, and Li'l Abner. In many cases college newspapers run 
these comic strips where local newspapers do not do so. Most 
college students wholehearted- 
ly approve of their college 
newspapers printing these 
comic strips. 

Associated Collegiate Press 
determined collegiate opinion on 
this situation by asking the follow- 
ing question of a representative 
national cross-section of college 
students:

Many students approving comic 
strips in college newspapers have 
qualifications.

A Georgetown University (Wash- 
ington, D. C.) senior feels comic 
strips are desirable "so long as they 
are not \ overdone" in terms of 



numbers. Others approve only the 
"higher-class comic strips. A 
senior coed attending Brooklyn 
College (Brooklyn.N.Y.) says she 
likes the idea, "but only when it 
does not take away space from 
college news, features or good 
cartoons." 

An Ohio University (Athens) 
graduate student feels that the 
comic strips mentioned in the 
question (Peanuts, Pogo, Li'l 
Abner) are "more than just fun- 
nies," they are an excellent form 
of satire on our way of life. A 
Jacksonville University (Jackson- 
ville, Fla.) freshman coed also 
likes the idea because the comic 
strips will not only "attract attent- 
ion, but if chosen carefully will 
serve a good educational purpose." 

Students disapproving of the 
idea of comic strips in college 
newspapers believe college news- 
papers are issued too infrequently 
to maintain continuity, that comic 
strips have no place in college 
news papers, and that they can be

Collegians Prefer Suburban Living 

Minneapolis — ACP) — If preferences are any indication of 
future behavior, it looks like the present trend toward living 
will continue in years to come. After graduation, substantially 
over half of the college students of today would prefer living 
in a surburban area rather than in the city proper or further 
out in the country. Coeds seem to prefer city living slightly 
more than do college males. 

Associated Collegiate Press gat- 
hered this information on living 
preferences by asking the follow- 
ing question of a representative 
national cross-section of college

suburb, or further out in the 
country?

Students preferring city living 
all give one reason for their 
choice, the city contains all the ele- 
ments needed for work and enter- 
tainment. A Lynchburg College 
(Lynchburg, Va.) freshmen put it 
this way: "There is more to do in 
a city." A senior at the University 
of Arkansas (Fayetteville) elabo- 
rates a bit more with this state- 
ment: "There are more economic, 
social and cultural advantages to 
a city." And in answer to he quest- 
ion a Baruch School of Business 
(City College of New York) senior 
coed says she prefers to live in the 
city, but then adds: "only for a 
while." 

Preference for suburban living 
is easily explained. The following 
comments give a fairly represent- 
ative idea of student opinion. 

A sophomore coed at the Univer- 
sity of Aarkansas feels a suburb 
"offers more advantages than a 
city — not so crowded; good place to 
raise children." And a junior at 
the same school sees it this way: 
"You are close to a city but have 
the quiet of the country." In the 
suburbs you have a closer comm- 
unity and better schools," is the 
opinion of a senior at Oswego State 
Teachers College (Oswego, NY.) 
while a Northern Illinois State 
College (DeKalb) senior sums 
things up like this: Suburbs offer 
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access to city advantages without 
city disadvantages." 

Students preferring country liv- 
ing appear to have stronger feel- 
ings about their choice. They gene- 
rally cite the desire for elbow 
room and the wholesome atmos- 
phere for raising a family. Here 
are a couple of typical viewpoints: 
A Mississippi College (Clinton) 
freshman has this to say: With all 
the rush and fuss of city life no 
one can ever hope to do anything 
other than fit the pattern, and 
nothing creative ever grew from 
following set routine."

Grand Ecore Legend Involves 
Indian Princess, Spanish Nobleman

Louisiana! The land of sunshine and flowers — the land 
of love and romance — the land of legends and folklore. Many 
legends have been passed down from generation to generation 
concerning different localities 
in the state. Grand Ecore, the 
high bluff which overlooks 

Red River, is one of these sites that 
has numerous legends and stories 
behind its history. 

One legend about this stately 
bluff near Natchitoches revolves 
around an Indian maiden whose 
tragically pathetic story occured 
in the days when Louisiana was 
still being explored. 

Don Fernando, a Spaniard, was 
on his way to bid farewell to the 
Indian friends he had found in this 
wilderness during his exploration. 
He sat at the bow of a canoe which

stream known today as Red River, 
The canoe shot quickly around the 
curve, bringing its occupants in 
view of Grand Ecore, a steep clear- 
cut bluff rising majestically over 
the surrounding area. As the even- 
ing wind passed through the tree 
tops on the summit of the cliff, its 
melancholy cry was answered now 
and then by a bird's good-night 
call. 

It was such an evening that Chief 
Quigualtauqui and his three hund- 
red Chetimachas warriors had re- 
turned from a chase in the far 
region of the friendly Comanches. 

Don Fernando was moody for 
awhile. Early on the next morning 
he was to leave this peaceful, soli- 
tary land. He was going to bid 
Quigualtauqui and Princess Go- 
fachiqui good-by. The shy, graceful 
manner and the sprightly step of 
that queen of the winds brought 
back the image of his own patient 
Juanita, waiting for him in Spain.

1957 Summer Tour 
Starts Next Week 

Only seven more days remain un- 
til the annual Social Science tour 
gets underway. August 3 marks the 
departure date when a near-capa- 
city group leaves Natchitoches for 
Oklahoma City, the first leg of 
their journey which will take them 
through the Canadian Rockies and 
the Pacific Northwest. 

The group will visit 12 states of 
the United States, two provinces of 
Canada, and such scenic spots as 
the Royal Gorge in Colorado, Crat- 
er Lake in Oregon, Lake Louise 
and Yellowstone National Park. 
Lasting for 24 days, the tour will 
include stops at all of the follow- 
ing: Alma, Nebraska; Hot Springs, 
South Dakota; Spearfish, South 
Dakota; Cody, Wyoming; Flathead 
lake, Montana; Calgary, Canada; 
Alberta-Lake Louise; Lake Louise; 
Spokane, Washington; Seattle, 
Washington; Victoria, British Col- 
umbia; Portland, Oregon; Boise, 
Idaho; Salt Lake City, Utah; Grand 
Junction, Colorado; Trinidad, Colo- 
rado; Vernon, Texas; and back to 
Natchitoches. 

Undergraduates may secure eith- 
er three or six hours of college 
credit in geography. Graduate stu- 
dents may obtain three hours cre- 
dit in either physical or cultural 
geography. Both groups securing 
credit for the tour will be expected 
to prepare a research paper on the 
tour or some phase of it. This paper 
must be handed to the tour director 
within the semester following the 
tour (by the end of the fall semes- 
ter, 1957). A mimeographed book- 
let, to be distributed at the time of 
departure, will constitute the text 
for the tour. It can be read with

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LSU Dean Will 
Deliver Address 
At Commencement 

Dr. Cecil G. Taylor, dean of the 
College of Arts and Sciences at 
Louisiana State University since
